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THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

T1IK DRILL SI1KI> AGAIN AND FIRR AT- 
PARATU8 ORDER PASSED. 

Roth branches of the city government 
met Monday evening. In the hoard of 
aldermen ail tho members were present 
and Mayor Hibbard presided. The 
meeting was called to order promptly at 
7.15 and the minutes of last meeting 
were read and approved. 

W. F. Dearborn, dr., chairman of the 
executive committee of the N. E. Insur- 
ance exchange, sent in a communication | 
from that body protesting against the re- 
moval of any of tho fire apparatus from 
the north side of the city. 

A deed to a portion of laud 15 feet by 
100, from Mrs. Pock, aljoining the New- 
ton Centre playground, was sent to the 
board by Judge llisliop, who said the 
land had boon purchased by a public 
spirited citizen of Newton Centre. 

L. R Wade, stato inspector of build- 
ings, sent in a report made by Inspector 
Coon of the UnderwsoJ school building, 
and notified the city council that further 
and different means of ventilation must 
bo provided at once, and the buildiug 
must be made to conform to tho laws of 
the state. Referred to tho public proper- 
ty committee. 

The Board of Health sent iu a commu- 
nication recommending that the city es- 
tablish a station for the sterilizing of 
milk, and a letter from Dr. Baker show- 
ing the importance of such action for the 
perservation of health. 

Sherman L. Whipple sent in a commu- 
nication calling attention to the ombauk- 
ment the city had built on his property 
on Washington street, which encroached 
somo 15 feet on his laud, and the conduit 
the city had built which emptied on his 
land, making an unhealthy pond, and 
stated that although he had called atten- 
tion to it many times nothing had been 
done. He gave notice that be should re- 
mote the embankmeut and destroy the 
conduit, unless the mattor was attenied 
to at once; referred to the city solicitor. 

The report of the city auditor for 18d0 
was received. • 

Alderman Luke presented the petition 
of Geo. F. Peck for license to put in a 5 
horse power boiler iu building oa Wash- 
ington street, for heatiug purposes and 
running machinciy. A hearing was 
granted for Tuesday evening, March 17, 
at 8 p. m. 

L. Loring Brooks was granted license 
to build a 6table on Gibbs street, Ward 
Six. 

B. Frank Holmes asked for concrete 
sidewalks in front of his property on 
Vernou street ; referred. 

Benjamin Pope gave notice of inten- 
tion to build house on Beacon street, L. 
A. Ross one on Hillside street, Ward 5, 
and Timothy Healey one on California 
street. 

II. S. Kendall and 15 or 20 others 
asked to have Beacon street between 
Station street and Grant avenue widened 
to conform to the rest of the street. 

E. C. Dudley and E. A. Shaw, who 
have bought the land on Beacon aud 
Summer streets, called the attention of 
the city council to the fact that they in- 
tended to survey the laud aud lay it out 
into building lots, and that it would be 
cheaper now to take laud for widening 
Beacon street than later, and that they 
were disposed to be liberal in the matter; 
referred to highway committee. 

On motion of Alderman Fenno the 
High School Athletic Association were 
licensed to give an exhibition in Armory 
Hall, April 7th. 

W. E. Felton was granted license to 
ruu a telephone wire from Hillside 
avenue over certain streets, on recom- 
mendation of Chief Bixby. 

H. W. Wellington aud others called at- 
tention to the dangerous and impassable 
condition of Fairmont avenue, and asked 
that it be attended to; referred to high- 
way committee. 

Geo. F. Peck was licensed to furnish 
numbers for hacks and teams, and also 
for houses, under direction of the city | 
engineer. 

STREET RAILWAY HEARING. 

The hearing on the petition of the 
Newton street railway for additional 
turnouts in Newtonville square and at 
West Newton, brought out remonstrances 
from A. R. Mitchell in regard to the first 
location, and the standing committee ot 
the West Newton Congregational church 
against the second. After a short hear- 
ing the matter was referred to the high- j 
way committee. 

PRILL SHED. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde the 
public property commit tee were author- 
ized to advertise for proposals for a drill 
shed, aud he stated that the committee 
had made an effort to cut down the cost 
and get it wituin the proposed cost. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach the 
legislative committee were instructed to 
appear iu favor of the bill to require that 
notice of intention to claim damages j 
from injuries caused by falls on ice or 
snow on sidewalks, must be given within 
teu days from the date of the accident. 
This was iu response to iovitattou from 
City .Solicitor L ing of Springfield. 

The hearing on sewerage assessments 
was rhen given iu the upper hall, aud the 
report is given elsewhere. 

Bridget Greeley, though her counsel, 

J. J. .Sullivan, gave notice of intention to 
claim damages f »r injuries by a fall on 
Bridge street. 

Alderman Luke reported an order, 
which was passed, relating to insuring 
of city buddings and giviug the finance 
committee authority t) request the X. K. 
Insurance exchange te suspend tlieii 
rule re sting to blanket polices, as far as 
it relates to public buildings of the city. 

Tne order appropriating 8b, 500 for ad- 
ditional fire apparatus, an aerial ladder 
truck and a chemical engine, came from 
the Common Council pissed. 

Alderman Creliore said the norial 
ladder truck was to he placed at Newton- | 
ville, the old ladder truck removed to 
Newton Highlands, and the new engine 1 
placed there. The West Newton steamer 
would remain where it is aud answer 
certain calls. The order was passed, 1 
Alderman Harbach voting no. 

Chas. Everett asked for sidewalk on , 
Cypress street, and Vivian Groenidgc 
a good walk on Bowdoiu street, near ; 
Lincoln. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach, 200 j 
copies of the testimony at the sewerage 
hearing were ordered printed for use of 
the < i t y Council, 

The board then adjourned to Tuesday 
evening, March 17ih.

In the Common Council there was a 
warm debate over the order appropriating 
811,500 for new lire apparatus, but it was 
finally passed. 

Tho order authorizing the public pro- 
perty committee to advertise again for 


proposals for a drill shed brought out 
the usual opposition from Councilmen 
Roffo and Dutch; Councilman Foikmll 
spoke in its favor, and the order was at 
first defeated. It was afterwards recon- 
sidered and Alderman Hyde, chairman 
of the public property committee, invited 
to speak upon it. ami bis arguments was 
so persuasive that the order was passed.

ADDRESSES OF EX- At. DERM AN POWERS 
AND MR J. T. LANGFORD. 


There was such a largo attendance at the 
hearing on the method of laying sewerage 
assessments, Monday evening, that the 
hearing was held in the upper City Hull. 

It was voted to confine the hearing to 
the method of laying assessments, nml to 
listen to other matters on Tuesday evening, 
March 17th. 


Ex-Alderman S. L. Powers opened for 
the petitioners nml said that he was not 
present for personal gain, hut to oppose 
the plan adopted by the city council of 1800, 
which seemed to him both unjust and In- 
equitable. He had sent In several commu- 
nications last year to this effect. The plan 
was not adapted to Newton, and he did not 
believe that any one of the petitioners was 
moved by any personal grievhnee. The 
plan they brought, ns the plan they were to 
present to-night, would Increase rather 
than decrease the assessments they would 
have to pay. The question was the most 
important one Newton had had to deni 
with, as it involved an expenditure of some 
two millions, or about one-twentieth of the 
vnluntiou of the city. It was for the bene- 
fit of the public health of the city and not 
for the benefit of certain land owners. For 
this reason the city ns a whole ought 
to bear a portion of the expense, as it was 
the duty of the city to protect public 
health. Four fifths of the inhabitants 
owned no real estate, hut their health was 
sought to be protected, and therefore they 
should pay a portion of the expense. In- 
cidentally, the land owners will be bene- 
fltted, but they should not be obliged to 
pay all, and one-fourth at least of the cost 
might to be put iu the tax-levy. The life of 
the man who did not own land was as valu- 
able ns that of the land owner, and as a 
public benefit part of the cost should be in 
the tax levy. In the case of schools and 
highways, you benefit the many, and all 
pay their share of the cost. Many pay 
large taxes but they derive not one cent of 
direct benefit from the schools, but they are 
willing to contribute for the general good. 
Sewerage will benefit four-fifths of the In- 
habitants, and yet you propose to tax only 
one-fourth. In Boston one-fourth of the 
cost is assessed on the city, and by statute 
not less than this must be so assessed. He 
thought the trunk lines, which were to cost 
some 8400,000, should he put in the general 
tax levy (applause), and then the question 
was how to assess the balance. Until 1834 
there was no law in regard to it; in 1834 a 
law was passed for Bostou, aud since then 
other laws had been passed. The statute 
now gives the widest discretion ns to the 
method of assessments, and the mayor and 
city council could decide. 

Second. How shall you apportion the 
assessment. on the land owners. The City 
Council of ’no said you must assess all land 
alike, land worth 50 cents a foot the same 
as that worth 3 cents. Tills was neither 
just nor equitable. It was not right to 
assess taxes without discrimination, with- 
out haying in view the benefit you confer, 
von can’t assess a greater tax than the 
benefit you confer, but you should assess | 
according to the benefit. Prior to 1878 you 
could not assess all land at the same rate, I 
hut the act of '78 was simply permissive. 
The old law which had existed for 40 years i 
still remained in force, but you can adopt i 
this law if you can do so without harm. 

Worcester assesses the whole cu-d on the 
valuation alone, Brookline and Waltham j 
have adopted your system, hut that is no 
reason why Newton should do so. We ) 
should not imitate some other city hut 
work out the plan that is best for the j 
peculiar wants of Newton. Three things 
should enter into the assessment, frontage I 
on the street, area, and valuation ; vnlun- I 
tion has been an element for 40 years, and j 
why should it not bear some proportion. I 
If valuation is doubled by sewerage, one 
man would gain two dollars, while another 
would only gain ten cents, and it would 
not be just to assess them both alike. If 
you take the valuation also into consldera- | 
tion, you get a just and equitable system, i 
There is nothing in law to prevent your 
carrying out such a plan, and if there should 
lie, the legislature is in session and you i 
can ask for relief. The plan to he present- 
ed by Mr. Langford is adapted to the city, 
and would make the tax just and equitable. J 
The gentlemen who present the plan are j 
actuate 1 by motion of patriotism alone, it | 
will increase their assessment, hut they , 
desire to assi>t you to secure a plan that ! 
will he fair to all.

the following: 






I»LAN or ASSESSMENT TO PAY THE COST 
OF SEWERS. 

In reviewing a subject of so much im- 
portance as “Sewer tax assessments’’ 1 
am not unmindful of the many complica- 
tions such a subject contains, when ap- 
plied to a city compact in area, and fairly 
covered with buildings. What then must [ 
be the condition* to engage thought, , 
when trying to equitably solve this prob- 
lem iu a city like Newton, composed as it 
is of eight or more residential centres, 
each separated by a large territory of 
undeveloped, or at best but partly de- 
veloped lands, aud the major part, so 
situated that each must drain its sewage 
to the Metropolitan sewer through pipes 
other than its own. 

When 1 called the attention to the i 
seeming inequities of the plan of assess- 
ment before the city government, in 
hopes they would he modified, aud a 
basis embodying equity to all be substi- | 
tuted therefor, i little thought that my 
intended helpful act would result iu 
placing mu before you, a protestor 
against what 1 consider an inequitable , 
ordinance, and forced to the front to j 
suggest a remedy. Nevertheless, 1 seem 
fated to that position, aud in honesty of | 
purpose, without bias from any consider 
ations, J now lay before you the results of 
my thoughts touching this important 
matter, asking your kind indulgence, 1 
while with a plan of assessment, I give , 
in detail the reasons that lei to the con- 
clusions here presented. 

First. let me direct your thoughts to 
the plan of piping us laid out by our city 
engineer. This plan as far us completed, 
aud it has been completed as far as pos- 
sible at this time, is a very comprehen- 
sive plan. 1 do uot question the plan, 
nor the faithful service that has so suc- 
cessfully grappled with a problem of 
pipiug so complex, so full of inmuture 
possibilities, aud which has reached such 
perfect conclusions. Much earliest, care- 


ful thought must have boon given to 
its every detail. 

I wish I could say as much for the 
plan of assessment. 

Tho plnn of piping provides for Wards 
1 and 7. a system or sewors known ns tho 
High Brook system, thnt may be fairly re- 
garded ns independent of the balancoof 
the city. A system perfect in itself, of a size 
adapted to its wants to-day and for all 
time. Its connection to the Metropolitan 
sower is an independent connection, its 
terrritory is divided by streets and its 
area is so occupied that few changes may 
he looked for in the horeaftor, oxoept tho 
gradual transfer of its largo estates into 
smaller estates and tho multiplication of 
buildings thereon. Such a Held presents 
no very serious problem, when appor- 
tioning an assessment to pay tho cost of 
sowers. Not so with other parts of the 
city. Newtonville, West Newton and 
Auburndalc, so far as tho major part of 
their territory is concerned, might fairly 
claim the same advantage though in a 
lesser degree, yet from natural conforma- 
tions and the position they occupy to tho 
city lying back of thorn, what is true of 
Wards 1 and 7 cannot be true of them 
nor of any other part of tho city, par- 
ticularly is it not true of those centers 
that stand guard over connections to tho 
Metropolitan sower and must through 
their streets bear to tlioso connections 
sewage not their own but also sewage 
from centers remote, while between and 
beyond tlioso centers lies a teriitory im- 
perfectly developed, which must remain 
undeveloped for many years to come, and 
yet forming a connecting link through 
which pipes must be laid, that centers 
remote may avail of the benefits of tho 
Metropolitan sewer, a benefit to-day but 
imperfectly realized, aud once planted 
we will wondor we so loug dispensed 
with. 

The plan of sewers would bo impor- 
fect were not this largo extent of unde- 
veloped territory provided with main 
pipes to meet its every want in the future 
or provision made therefor, and while 
outside of the maiu trunk linos that 
cross its territory to provide for remote 
centers, few if any lateral pipes will at 
present bo laid, yet the city engineer has 
made provision not only for tho flow of 
sewage from centers remote but also for 
sewage to be formed when tho territory 
is occupied and needed lateral pipes 
have beeu laid therein. 

To this eud, the main | trunk sewers 
that will receive the sewage from centers 
ofWards 5 and 0 must bo large enough to 
meet tho wants of tho present and pro- 
vide for the future, aud these main pipes, 
these grand trunks, increasing in size 
aud cost as they approach their connec- 
tion with the Metropolitan sower, form a 
large item iu the cost of the whole sys- 
tem, which cost by the present ordi- 
nance will be assessed over all aud add a 
heavy burdeu to the cost of tho local 
sewers. This cost you must pay wlion 
your local sowers are laid, even if the 
city has not completed these grand trunks 
nor incurred cost or li liability therefor. 
As to the equity of this excess cost being 
so assessed I will speak further on, at 
present I will view it as part of tho plan 
ordained. The system of piping as laid 
out contemplates running one of these 
grand trunk sewers from the Crescent 
street connection to the Metropolitan 
sewer through Newtonville via Walnut 
street, on to Newton Centre and Newton 
Highlands, draining one part of Wards 5 
and 0. The size of this sewer will do 18 
inch to 24 inch diameter. This sower 
will also receive the sewage from New- 
tonville and the intermediate territory 
for many years to come. 

The second trunk system known as tho 
Cheese Cake Brook connection to the 
Metropolitan sewer, will receive sowago 
from parts of Newton aud Newtonville, 
from West Newton, Auburndale, Lower 
Falls, thence on to Newton Upper Falls, 
to recieve there the sewage from upper 
parts of Wards 5 and 0 not poured through 
the Crescent street connection to the 
Metropolitan sewer, thus draining that 
vast territory which sometime in tho 
next generation will undoubtedly be 
built up, also receiving the sewage from 
intermediate points along the line. The 
size of this sewer will ho 18 inch to 80 
inch diameter. The total length of these 
grand trunk sewers, 18 inch, 20 inch, 24 
inch and 30 inch as given by the engineer, 
is about sixteen miles, and will cost 
about $431,080.00. 

Outside of these grand trunks tho lat- 
eral maius and branches of sizes 0 inch 
to 15 inch, will form what may he pro- 
perly temred the local system. 

Do not forget that tho streets now laid 
out iu the undeveloped, as well as the 
developed parts of the city, to an extent 
of 130 miles total, have by the plan been 
provided for with pipes, and the cost of 
these pipes, coupled with the cost of the 
grand trunk sewers, aggregates tho total 
cost as set forth in the engineer's report 
on page 15, amounting on basis therein 
given, to the sum of $1,755,000.00 exclu- 
sive of tho cost of tho Metropolitan 
sower, which is given on page 14 of that 
report, as $204,000.00. Forming a grand 
total of $1,059,000.00 as the cost of tho 
completed sewers as at present laid out, 
and which the engineer iu same report 
says, will take 15 to 20 years to complete. 

However correct may be his estimate 
of the time necessary to pipe the whole 
system as la d out. 1 feel sure that 
the centers of Newton will demand that 
sewers be laid as fast as the city can 
reasonably carry forward tho work of 
construction, and particularly will it be 
demanded if the preseut plan of assess- 
ment prevails, placing as it does the 
whole burden of cost upon present 
owners of real estate. The whole system 
of 130 miles cannot he too quickly cover- 
ed with sewer pipes, to satisfy those who 
have paid for these local sewers aud their 
proportion of the main trunk sewers. 

The selfishness of man will deiuiiud, 
that having purchased immunity from 
disease, by paying for sewers out of his 
own pocket, that no possible plague 
spots shall exist iu other parts of the 
city, the seeds of whoso disease might 
contaminate him, butfhutall shall hear 
the burden he lias borne, and pay the 
pro rata cost that he has paid, that, what- 
ever benefits there may be iu sowers, 
may he shared uuiveisally. 

Nor will disease alone form the incen- 
tive to require rapid laying of pipes, for 
experience proves that when sewers are 
laid, real estate and rentals increase iu 
value to au extent that makes it profita- 
ble for owners of* real estate to have 
sewers introduced. 

If sewers enhance the value of real 
estate, they enrich the city, aud while 
the owner is beiielitted,he alone does uot 
receive the heulit. You cannot increase 
value as they will bo iuoreasod, without 
decreasing the rate of taxation, all other 
things being equul, aud decreasing taxa- 
tion shares its benefit upon all owners 
of real and personal property alike, lienee 
the city as a whole has a vital interest 
iu the introduction of sewers, ami if a 
vital interest, thou she should iu equity 
have a monetary interest, and what 
monetary iuterest 1 ask you, lias the city 
in the plan of assessment ordained? and 
what part of this great cost docs the 
city to be so highly beuelittud propose to 
hear? Again the preservation of the 
health of the city is of vital importance. 
Au epidemic within her borders would 


drive personal property away, doploto 
her revenues, whilo It would incroaso 
her expenses. Has the city no monetary 
interest in this? What interest I ask 
has l ho city in tho sewors which will 
nliko preserve health and Increase values, 
and what part of tho cost does sho pro- 
pose to pay? You may answer, “Tho 
cost of tho Metropolitan sower,” but I 
reply: If no pipes wero laid in her 
streets, if no connection was made to tho 
Metropolitan sower, yet tho oity must 
pay the cost assessod upon her by the 
state. Ten years might pass and no 
local sewors bo built, and yet tho city 
must pay her proportion of the stato 
debt for the Metropolitan sower. This 
does not answor the question of the city’s 
interest in her local system. Outside of 
tho minor sums of maintenance and 
pumping, tho city by tho plan ordained 
boars no part of the cost of tho system of 
sowers, which completed will so greatly 
benefit her. Why was it that no part of 
this great cost was assumed by tho city 
iu the present ordinance? Why was this 
whole burden of cost laid in its present 
form on real estate within tho distriots 
to bo sowored? Was it foar that the 
rate of taxation would bo increased? Was 
it fear on tho part of somo in ronioto dis- 
tricts, that by tho city assuming any part 
of tho cost they would bo callon upon to 
pay a proportion of that cost? Was it a 
want of full information upon this sub- 
ject? I bcliovo the heart of Newton 
dosircs equity. I believe tho whole city 
government desiro equity. I believe tho 
honored chairman of the sower com- 
mittee, who is called tho father of this 
ordained plan, life too desires equity, nnd 
if a hotter plan can bo shown that he will 
be tho first to move its adoption. I do 
not blame him for the present plan, un- 
doubtedly tho intluonce of Brookline and 
Waltham, both using this plan, was ex- 
erted upon him to have Newton adopt 
the samo, but a plan fitted for either 
Brookline or Waltham, cannot be just in 
Nowton, with its eight independent cities 
comprised in one city, tho tendency is 
towards tho present form of assessment, 
and with two adjoining cities assessing 
their cost on this basis, it would be nat- 
ural for him to follow in the same general 
line, rather than by a new departure pro- 
voke criticism, for any basis of assessment 
will find opponents. 

1 believe that rightly informed, ovory 
one will bo ready and willing to do what 
in equity they are entitled to do, pay 
their just share of this burden of cost, a 
burden that as at present laid is exces- 
sive and one that in many cases will be 
hard to bear. 

1 said before, that introduction of sew- 
ers will increase valuation in districts 
sewered ami decrease taxation through- 
out the whole city. It will also increase 
valuation in districts not sewered, to a 
certain extent, anticipating tho coming 
of sewers therein, and thus become a 
double benefit to those who do not early 
expect to bo called upon to pay for sow- 
ers within thoir streets. 

There is nnother point that must not be 
lost sight of, viz: Tho plan of assessment 
ordained places tho whole cost of sewers, 
say $1,755, (XX). 00 upon all the owners of 
real estate alike, throughout the whole ter- 
ritory, comprising 130 miles of streets. 
When every street included in tho 130 
miles hns’.been piped according to tho plan 
and every foot of land borderiug upon 
those pipes, has paid its tax into tho city 
treasury, then tho city will have received 
enough money to cancel the debt in- 
curred by her on behalf of the entire 
local system of sowers providing tho 
basis of cost laid down by the engineer 
is found to be correct. Tho City Engin- 
eer says it will take 15 to 20 years to com- 
plete the system. In tho meantime the 
work of construction must go forward, 
the sewers must be built, aud the city 
must pay tho bills. If the work of con- 
struction ou the main trunks goes for- 
ward in proportion greater than the 
local system, then tho cost of construc- 
tion will be greater than the receipts in 
tho city treasury. If tho amount of col- 
lections equals the expenditures then 
tho general tax levy will uot be affected, 
See next paye.

Tho Philadelphia Press asks whether 
tho prices of carpets lmvo advanced or 
not since tho passage of tho McKinley 
bill, .and inti in itos pretty strongly its 
belief that they have not. We have 
made sotno inquiries on tho subject, and 
have received answers from competent 
authorities to this effect ^Manufacturers 
of carpets havo advanced their prices 10 
per cent. This advanco was announced 
by circular somo weeks ago, and tho 
circulars have not boon withdrawn or 
modified. Tho advance was made neces- 
sary by tho incroasod duties on carpet 
wool. Retailers’ prices havo advanced 
in some places ami in others not. They 
havo advanced on some kinds and on 
others not. There is a considerable 
stock of tho <dd make still on hand, and 
these are still sold at tho old rates. As 
a general rule consumers havo refused to 
pay ndvanced rates for carpets. Whether 
an advance corresponding to tho manu- 
facturers’ advanco, or any advance at all, 
can bo obtained by retailors after the old 
stock is entirely gone is not yet known. 
This is tho sum and substance of the 
best opinion we have boon able to got . 
It is within our knowledge that in Now 
York the leading retailers have advanced 
the price of ingrain carpets ten cents per 
yarn. If, after all, the piice is no higher 
than before, the futility and uselessness 
of the McKinley bill as to tho particular 
matter is evident. The retailer has lost 
his profit and nobody has gained it, not 
even tho dotnostic wool -producer, bo- 
cause ho does not produce this kind of 
wool at all. American industry is not 
usually “protected” by putting a now 
burden on the manufacturer unless some- 
body else gets a benefit from it. It was 
reserved for McKinley to stiike out in 
that new line. IIo is an original genius, 
wo must ah admit. The only thing ho 
has succeeded in doing up to the present 
timo is, as Senator Ingalls said, iu 
“bringing tho most powerful political 
organization this country ever saw to 
the most overwhelming |aud| crushing 
disaster in its annals.” 

The questiou as to whether tho Mc- 
Kinley bill has advanced prices has been 
under discussion in Indianapolis. Tho 
Journal, the President’s home organ, at 
first insisted that it has not had this 
effect. In an editorial article on the 1st 
of February it said: “Wo challenge free- 
traders to name a single article or com- 
modity of general use that lias advanced 
in price since the passage of the McKinley 
bill. In fact, prices of almost everything 
are lower now than they were four 
months ago.” But only last week, for- 
getting that it was committed to the 
position that tho McKinley bill was not 
intended to raise prices, and had not in- 
tended to raiso prices, and had not raised 
prices, the Journal, in another editorial 
article, “pointed with pride” to tho fact 
that it had produced this effect, saying 
on the 19th of February: “Word comes 
from Iowa that. Eastern buyers are in 
that State paying $15 or $20 more for 
horses than they did when Canada 
furnished them— all of which is due to 
tho McKinley law.” 


Still more .absurd is the position of 
Congressman Grosvenor, an Ohio Repu- 
blican, who, during the discussion in the 
House yesterday, maintained these two 
propositions: (1.) “To-day, in the markets 
of this couutry, the commodities that 
entered into the daily uso of the people, 
without a single exception, wero cheaper 
than they were on the 1st of September, 
1890, and cheaper than they had ever be- 
fore been in the history of the country.” 
(2.) “At the same time, tho agricultural 
products brought better prices than they 
did at the close of the Fiftieth Congress.” 
As “agricultural products” are “com- 
modities that enter into the daily use of 
tho people,” nobody but an Ohio politi- 
cian can comprehend how these articles 
can he cheaper than they wero last year 
aud at the same time bring higher prices. 
— New York Evening Post. 

We wonder what Mr. McKinley will do 
with the petition to Congress intrusted 
to his care by citizens of his own State, 
tho Spring Lake Iqo Company of Toledo, 
who “confidently rely” on his “efforts to 
further tho interests of an industry em- 
ploying many thousands of Americans. 

. . . Appreciating the great efforts 

you have made in behalf of other in- 
dustries, and confidently believiug that 
American people will show a proper ap- 
preciation thereof, wo ask a similar ac- 
tion for ourselves.” The purpose of 
this application, signed by L. J. Seek, 
President, who certainly is well named 
if his petition be serious, is to ask “pro- 
tection” from products of tho pauper 
frost of Cauada. Says Mr. Seek: 

“Tho American market, which ought 
to he reserved to Americans, is iu danger 
of bciug Hooded with cheap Canadian 
ice, contrary to the principles of protec- 
tion, nnd to the great injury of American 
industries and American labor. . . . 

Wo respectfully submit to your houor- 
able body that wo and all others in tho 
ice business are obliged, on accouut of 
the existing turiff law, to buy our tool*, 
implements and lumber of Amuiicans; 
while they, on the other hand are al- 
lowed to buy their ice of Canadians, with 
their cheap labor aud long winters, which 
put us at a great disadvantage. This is 
manifestly unjust and unequal, and we 
nro obliged to conclude that unless we 
are put on the same plane witli others, 
wo shall have, however reluctantly, to 
oppose the continuance of tiie tariff 
on the articles which we buy. If 
others are to have the benefit, such as it 
is, of cliuao foreign stuff, we want it too.” 

We shall not disguise our suspicion 
that the Toledo petition may be designed 
as a “grind” on Mr. McKinley, in which 
case it is “admirable fooling;” but it is 
not intrinsically more foolish than most 
of those which have been answered by 
the McKiuley Act of Cougross. — 
♦‘Nation.”

SEWERAGE ASSESSMENTS.

but if the amount collected cIoob not 
equal the expenditures, then the general 
tax rate will bo increased, and owners of 
real estate who have paid their whole 
sewoi tnx once, must through tho in- 
creased tax low, pay a proportion of tho 
cost of tho main trunk sewers that just- 
ly belongs to others to pay, and they 
must, and will continuo to no for long 
years to come, doubly taxed for the samo 
benefit. It cannot bo otherwise, since 
main trunks must bn built before later- 
als can bo usod. 

The city engineer estimates that the 
first five years will witness ab nit fib miles 
of sewers laid, nftcr which timo tho re- 
maining 70 miles will go in slowly. In 
tho meantime the city must pay tho in- 
terest and sinking fund, and tho genernl 
tnx levy must reimburse tho city. 

If the Metropolitan sower had bcoti 
constructed diagonally across the city so 
that every developed center of Nowton 
might independently drain therein, the 
problem would assume a now face. Large 
main trunk sowers with their great cost, 
would not be needed, each section would 
have its own connection to the Metropol- 
itan sewor, and each might construct its 
sowers when they were ready to use them. 

No cost common to tho whole city 
would confront us as now. Unfortunate- 
ly for us, the stato so fixod tho course of 
the Metropolitan sower that a section of 
our city bordering upon tho Charles 
river must bo traversed with main trunk 
pipes, not only of a size to moot local 
needs, hut also to meet the future need 
of centers remote and centers yet to 
come into being, now, known as unde- 
veloped lands. 

The sections bordering upon the Met- 
ropolitan sewer must not only pay the 
cost necessary to provide locals sowers 
for their sections, but they must pay a 
sum iu excess of that cost, to provide 
ample sewers for other parts of the city. 
Cut oft tho cost of those main trunk 
sowers to provide for remote centers and 
undeveloped lands, and the cost of locnl 
sowers will fall ftr below the present 
basis of cost. Is it equity that these 
favored scctious bordering on tho Met- 
ropolitan sewer, should pay their pro 
rata of the cost of these main trunk 
sowers, built for others’ uses? Most cer- 
tainly it is tqnity. Most assuredly they 
should pay their proportionate part of 
tho cost, and ouly their proportionate 
part. But when and how? Will it be 
equity to pay on the basis of tho present 
ordinance? I think not. d 0 nt ,t forget 
that these main trunk sewers with their 
excess cost, must bo built years before 
the whole system can be completed, and 
before eacli section can pay its propor- 
tionate part of tho cost. The city en- 
gineer, aud he ought to know, says it 
will take 15 to 20 years to complete the 
system. The sewer ordinance says, "a 
party shall not be twice taxed for tho 
samo benefit.” If you onco pay your 
pro rata cost of the whole system and 
are thou taxod through the general tax 
levy to provide for deficiencies of others, 
are you not twice taxed for same benefit? 
Who, I ask, is expected to pay these de- 
ficiencies, this excess tax, if not all the 
owners of real and personal property? 

It has been said that this tax is only a 
small matter at most, it is less than one 
cent per square foot on land. Well, one 
cent per square foot is a small sum when 
applied to laud worth one dollar per 
squnro foot, but when you apply it to 
land worth one cent, a square foot the 
tax seems large, and "when you apply it 
to land sold by tho acre it seems larger 
still. One cent per square foot is ouly a 
little over $400.00 per acre. 

Think of a farmer whoso land is 
worth only $100.00 per acre, whoso farm 
happens to bo in the valley through 
which it is needful that tho main trunk 
sowers shall pass to reach Newton Upper 
Falls. For the sake of economy these 
main trunks must follow natural confor- 
mations irrespective of local needs. 

lliink of this farmer, when tho tax col. 
lector comes around with a sewer tax 
bill of $400.00 per acre, while his neigh- 
bor a few hundred feet away on a side 
street, exempt from all taxation, sits 
smiling at tho great benefit a sewer is to 
the first man’s farm. I fancy the farmer 
will say to tho tax collector, tako the 
first 180 foot of land to pay your sewer 
tax, and I will move on to tire back lot, 
a little nearer my more fortunate neigh- 
bor. I suppose the loss to tho city on 
the land will form one of those deficien- 
cies which the ordinance says, “the gen- 
eral tax levy must pay.” Contrast that 
with tho next farm, where from natural 
comformation it is needful to lay the 
main trunk sewer across the land, and 
for which crossing the city must pay 
damages and charge those damages in 
the general tax levy, making the first 
farmer who has given away his laud to 
satisfy his tax help pay for tho damage 
to his neighbor’s farm, who has escaped 
all taxation. This is a serious matter 
which by provisions of tho ordinance 
must be enforced, bur should by the 
city be treated on a broad aud just basis. 

It lias been asked, what equity is there 
in taxing personal property for any part 
of this cost, or taxing owners of real and 
personal property, living as claimed, out 
of the reach of possible benefit from 
sowers? 1 have clearly shown that by 
the present plan of assessment, both are 
bound to pay some part of tho cost 
through the general tax levy, though I 
believe not an equitable part. 

1 will answer the question by asking 
why tho parties named are called to pay 
one-half the cost of concreto walks, 
in remote parts of tho city and which 
they possibly eannot enjoy, or other 
item of cost in the general tax levy, for 
which they have received no direct bene- 
fit, but which swell their tax hills, or 
why benefits, all their own, should be 
paid in part for them, by those who ap- 
parently havo no direct interest therein. 
If there is equity in one, there is equity 
in the other, while with the introduction 
of sewers, greater benefits will accrue to 
all than the cost to any person of any 
fairly apportioned sewer tax. Benefit to 
tho health of the city, increase in popu- 
lation with increase of personal proper- 
ty, increase iu value of real estate, con- 
sequent ducreaso iu rate of all taxation. 
Is not this enough? 

Now let me ask what equity is there in 
the present ordinance that assesses all 
tiie cost of local sewers on the owners 
of luud. 

What equity is there iu taxing an 
cHtato the full pro rati cost of the sewers, 
and then taxing it over again, for other’s 
deficiencies. 

I think 1 have said enough to show 
that the city iu justice should assume 
part of the cost of this system of sewers 
and not assess it all upon owners of laud. 

If tho oity is to assume a part of the 
cost, — then what part? . 

The statute governing sewers, fixes 
for tho eity of Boston, “not less titan 
one ouarter part.” Tho wisdom of the 
legislature was shown, in t hut while it 
fixed a percentage for the City of Bostou, 
it left open tho percentage for other 
places like Newton, whose scattered 
area needed broader treatment to udapt 
it to her necessities. 


Tho City of Cambridge nays one-quar- 
ter part of hoi coat, ami assesses the 
balance upon the land on basis of HO 
coiitu per front foot, while Newton 
would tax her lands $1.50 per front, foot. 

Tho part of this great coRt that, in my 
judgment justly belongs to the whole 
city to pay, is the cost, of these main 
trunk sewers, these extensions of the 
Metropolitan sewer, these grand arter- 
ies, built to connect remote centers, and 
built of a size not only to care for the 
present population therein, hut to pro- 
vide for n future, when the most of iis 
will be sleeping our long sleep. I have 
shown you that long years must elapse 
before the cost you assess upon estates 
to-day, can bo equally assesst-d upon all 
estates that arc partners in this compact. 
Every foot of this 150 miles of streets 
must pay its proportion before the com- 

r iact can finish Sts obligations, and all 
lave equally done their duty. 

If the present ordinance had divided 
the cost of the main trunks, from the 
local system, and had assessed t lint, cost 
upon each and every front foot of land 
comprised in the 150 miles of streets, 
when the cost had been incurred by the 
city, then there would havo been some 
show of equity on that pnrt. 

Then every foot of land would pay its 
proportion of tho cost of the maiu trunk 
when that cost was incurred, then the 
city would havo been free from any debt 
therefor, then would tho tax levy have 
been relievud of any burdon on this ac- 
count, and local systems might bo con- 
structed when needed, without doing in- 
justice as now, by delay in their con- 
struction. i 

I have shown you that under tho pres- 
ent plan of assessment, it will he impos- 
sible to bo balance tho sewor accounts 
in the city treasury, that those who have 
paid for their sowers onco will not bo 
obliged to pay year after year in addition 
thereto, through tho general tax levy, and 
further, that it is equity that all proper- 
ty should share iu this cost, as all pro- 
perty will share in the blessings which 
are said to follow sowers, lienee no in- 
justice will be done personal property, 
no injustice will be done lands claimed 
to be outside possible sewer limits. It 
will be equity to assess the cost of tho 
main trunk sowers upon the whole city, 
and by so doing it will equalize the bur- 
den of greater cost upon the owueisof 
land. These main trunks, remember, will 
be built of a size and cost necessary to 
care for a section that will not need 
sewers for many years to come. Wero it 
not to provide for that section, Newton- 
vi lie. West Newton ami Auburndale 
would not require 24 ft. and 50 ft. sewers 
with their great cost. Wards 1 and 7 
combined, only require a 20 ft. sewer, and 
this for only a very short distance. I 
know- the objections that exist to in- 
creasing the tax rate, and the consequent 
desire to make direct assessment to 
cover the cost. You cannot avoid on the 
preseut plau increasing your tax levy, for 
the cost of the Metropolitan sewer, the 
cost of maintenance and pumping, and 
the deficiencies that must exist in sewer 
accounts, will swell that levy. 

•Why not tako it all out of the general 
tax levy and charge it as a separate item 
on your tax bills, or send a separate bill 
therefor, as you must do for the tax on 
lands sewered. There is no reason why 
a special improvement like sewers should 
not receive special treatment, and stand 
as a separate item on your tax bills. If 
properly handled the sewer revenues will 
in time pay all charges and become a 
source of income, rather than outgo for 
the city, and if your tax bills show these 
items of separate tax, you may havo tho 
pleasure of seeing its gradual retirement. 

Again, Sewers are marketable property 
which like a water works can be sold and 
operated by a private company. They 
do not come under the samo head as 
school houses, or highways, or concrete 
walks, these you cannot sell for their 
cost or value, which sewers you can sell, 
they can be owned and operated by a 
private company iu Newton, the same as 
they are owned and operated in other 
cities of our land, hence tiie usual custom 
followed by this city of charging all in- 
terests and sinking funds in the general 
tax levy, might with great benefit be 
charged direct, so far as they relate to 
sowers, and thus overcome one objection 
that stands in the way of the city doing 
its duty. 

Before presenting a plan, I want to li x 
in your minds three points aroutul which 
this whole subject revolves. 

First. — The city should extend the 
Metropolitan sewer from tho point where 
the state leaves it, so that every one of 
her many ceoters may connect there- 
with. 

Second. — The city should pay the cost 
of these extensions, the same as sho pays 
the cost of the Metropolitan sower. 

Third. — Tho city should assess the cost 
of the local sowers upon owners of lands 
upon a basis of equity. 

Accept these propositions and the de- 
tails are easily worked out. 

THE PLAN OF ASSESSMENT. 

The part tho city will pay: — Tho 
plan which I propose for your considera- 
tion requires the city to share in tho 
general cost of sewers and pay her 
proportion of that cost. 

Tho cost of tho Metropolitan sower; 
the net cost of tho main trunk sowers; 
(all revenue from tho lines of tho main 
trunk sewers will go to reduce the cost;) 
the cost of maintenance and pumping: 
pay all deficiencies and absorb all sur- 
plus. 

Tiie part that owners of lands are to 
my: — Tho owners of all lands sewered 
Deluding public property, shall pay the 
cost of local sewers. 

Tho apportionment of that cost to be 
as follows, viz:— 50 100 of tho cost upon 
the frontage of estates on line sewered: 
55 100 of the cost upon the square feet of 
area of the estate to the depth of 180 foot ; 
55-100 of the cost upon the value of the 
square feet of the estate. 

First counting all buildings now erect- 
ed on the 150 miles of proposed sewer, 
(excluding trunk lilies, the property of 
tho city. ) 

Multiply the number of tho possible 
sower connections by the $25. wo ouch and 
the sum total thereof, deduct from the 
cost of the local sewers, after which 
divide the sum of cost remaining into 
three parts as before named. 

Each estate will then pay: For its 
frontage on tho sewer; for its area in 
squnro feet; for the value of that area 
exclusive of buildings. 

If the estate lias a building thereon to 
connect with the sewer, it will pay for 
the connection, the sum of $25.00 iu ad- 
dition to the sums before named, and in 
the future when new buildings are erect- 
ed ami new sower connections are made, 
for each and every connection, the city 
will receive the sum of 25.00 which will 
help tho city to defray its cost ami ut 
the same time justice will be done nil 
owners of lauds. 

No one will deuy I think that the form 
of assessment contained iu the ordinance 
is inequitable, even though sanctioned 
by custom. 

It is not equity to make the poor pay 
moio proportionately than the licli, nor 
the value of one dollar pay us much as 
the value of two dollars, no more is it 
equity to make one piece of land worth 


one dollar, pay as much as a correspond- 
ing piece in size, worth two dollars. 
Neither is it equity to make that piece of 
land which from circumstances and con- 
ditions cannot be made available for use 
of buildings, pay the same benefit, as a 
piece of land that more ad vnntngeniislv 
situated, is partly covered with build- 
ings, or in turn ihe partly covered land, 
with land that is fully covered with 
buildings. Business blocks, hotels and 
public buildings with their many needy 
connections to the sewer, are these not 
worth more than lawns and gardens and 
parks, decorative spots, that are the 
pride of the city, and the charm of all 
who come within its borders? Must we 
sacrifice these to an unjust tax, or make 
the owners thereof pay a penalty for 
beautifying, adorning and making at- 
tractive t he city? 

Ilow can equity on developed and 
developing estates bo hotter obtained 
than by clinrging an entrance fee of 
$25.00 for each and every connection 
made to the sewer, whenever in the 
present or future that connection is 
made. 

This entrance fee may properly be 
called an equalization of the factor of 
front footage. The same is truo of area. 
As one part of the cost of sewers is justly 
chargable to frontage whether the land 
is occupied by buildings, or not, so is 
one part of the cost justly chargable to 
square feet of area, while equity demands, 
that all areas whose values are not the 
same, shall hear a bunion of cost in pro- 
portion to the relative values of such 
area. 

Perfect equity we may not nttain in 
any system, the best we can do is to 
realize approximate equity, and if we 
err, let us • rr on the side of those who 
can least afford to bear the burden, and 
who to-day possibly, least need the 
sewers. 

Let us not forget as an additional in- 
centive for the city to assume its part of 
the costs, that there are large estates ami 
large territory, through which streets 
must be opened in the future, and that 
every new street means money in the 
city treasury, for the cost of the lateral 
pipes that will be required, will not 
equal the basis of cost which you fix at 
this time for your larger system, and I 
do not forget that there wiil be needed 
some Urge pipes to care for the new ter- 
ritory. We cannot measure the revenue 
tho city will receive from these sources, 
and from the increase of buildings 
throughout the whole city, with their 
$25.00 special sewer tax, but that it will 
in early years, after completion of the 
present plan, more than pay the city’s 
cost, I firmly believe, aud will bring a 
yearly surplus into its treasury.

An illustration of this plan will sene 
to fix. in mind what has been said, 
though to me it seems so plain that no 
examples are needed. 

Tako for example a center estate 100 
feet front by 180 feet deep. 

This estate by present ordinance will 
pay $1.50 per front foot or $150.00. Un- 
der the plan proposed we must at this 
time assume two factors, viz: tiie sum 
the city will pay for tho main trunk 
sewer. 

Also the value of buildings at $25.00 
each now upon the miles of streets. 

Let us assume those two factors to 
equal the sum of $50.00. The net sum 
to be apportioned over the estate will 
then be $100 00. 

Now let us apply the assessment to four 
estates of same size viz, 100x180 ft. 
whose lands differ in value, viz: 10 cents 
per square foot, 25 cents per square foot, 
50 cents per square foot and one dollar 
per square foot. 

It will bo noticed that if all land was 
of equal value, then each estate would 
be taxed $1.00 per front foot, or $400.00 
for the four estates, but since their values 
differ, the tax upon each estate will dif- 
fer. while the total sum wo must receive 
from tho four estates will equal $400.00.

i do not eluiiu for these illustrations 
exact proportions. It is the basis of a 
plan 1 would lay before you, and the de- 
tails of percentage I leave subject to such 
modification as will further equity. It 
will bo necessary in order to get at correct 
data, that lands on lino of proposed 
sewers to ft depth of 180 feet from street 
liue be valued,— that possible sower con- 
nections now existing on streets proposed 
be computed, — that the cost of the main 
trunk sewers he separated front the total 
cost as given by the City Engineer, and 1 
would suggest that a new basis of cost 
drawn from the contract prices of this 
spring be taken as the basis for appor 
tionmeut, for 1 believe the present basis 
of cost can with safety be modified. 
However, when the contr. eta are let, as 
they toon will be, the engiueer will bftve 
correct data to work from, instead of es- 
timates as before, and adding a safe 
allowance for the future, an equitable 
basis for apportionment can be made. If 
it results iu a lower basis of cost, 1 know 
it will be appreciated by every one. 

By the foregoing plan 1 believe we will 
have, all things considered, a near ap- 
proach to equity. By it all costs churg- 
ablo to owners of lands, will be paid 
when available sewers are laid. 

By it, the poor uud tho rich alike, are 
justly treated. 

By it, all property pays its just part of 
the cost as tho work of construction 
goes on, and every part pays tor its 
direct benefit, when that benefit is laid 
before its lands. 

By it, tiie cost which llio city assumes 
will iu the end be returned to it again, 
and w ith succeeding years there w ill roll 
into its treasury, a surplus, that will 
represent tho just contribution of those

SEWERAGE ASSESSMENTS. 


The hearing on the method of sowor- 
age assessments drew out a largq audi- 
ence of representative citizens, who lis- 
tened carefully to the excellent address 
of Mr. Samuel L. Towers, and to the ex- 
haustive paper read by Mr. J. T. Lang- 
ford. Both are given in full in this 
issue and deserve a careful reading. The 
subject is oue that interests every citizen 
and has been already discussed with a 
good deal of thoroughness. 

The plan adopted last year was admit- 
ted to be unjust and inequitable, but it 
was claimed that any other plan would 
be even more so, and it therefore de- 
volved upon the petitioners for the hear- 
ing, to present some other plan that 
would have more of the elements of 
fairness, and to set it forth so clearly 
that it could be understood by the aver- 
age reader, who does not profess to be 
a sewerage expert. 

This was the purpose of the introduc- 
tion given by Mr. Powers, and of the 
paper read bv Mr. Langford, and it is 
very fully explained and illustrated. It 
is in brief that the city shall build the 
trunk sewers through the city, and that 
the cost of the branches shall be as- 
sessed on the landowners, the cost be- 
ing divided into three parts, one repre- 
senting the number of front feet in an 
estate, one the number of square feet to 
a depth of 180 feet, aud the third on the 
value of the estate, land worth oue dol 
lar a foot paying more proportionately 
than land worth ten cents a foot. Final- 
ly each connection with the sewer is to 
cost the sum of $25. 

The old plan assessed all estates alike 
without regard to their value, aud this 
was felt by many to be very unjust, and 
would eutail a great hardship on the 
owners of low-priced land, who are 
generally poor men. The old plan is 
the more simple, but by the new oue the 
heaviest cost will fall upon those who 
are best able to bear it. As the highest 
priced land is also generally the most 
thickly settled, it has the greatest ueed 
of sewerage, and will be most benefitted 
by it, so that there is a certain justice in 
making it pay a larger price than the 
farming land, which will not be built up- 
on for many years, and hence will not 
need sewerage. 

Whether Mr. Langford's plan will 
prove satisfactory to those who have ob- 
jected so strongly to the plan already 
adopted remains to be seen, but it is cer- 
tainly very creditable that the strongest 
objectors to the old plan have not been 
owners of low priced land, who would 
feel the injustice the most, but the own- 
ers of high priced land, who felt that 
the system was not fair, aud who did not 
wish to escape any part of the burden 
which they felt they ought to bear. The 
Langford plan will largely increase the 
proportionate assessment of the petition- 
ers, but that does not deter them from 
favoring it. 

The proposition to have the city pay 
for the main trunk sewers rests on near- 
ly the same ground as the arguments for 
its paying for the Metropolitan sewer, 
and this will probably give rise to a vigor- 
ous discussion. There is plenty of time, 
however, for the most thorough discus* 
eion, aud to find out the best and most 
equitable plan of making the assess- 


Boston, without distinction of party, and 
considering that (Jen. Corse had dis- 
charged the duties of his office so that it 
wns characteriz’ d at tho post oftioo de- 
partment as the model office of the United 
States, it would ho entirely desirable for 
the public ♦ntorcsts and for the interest of 
the Republican party, and would tend to 
regain the ascendency of that party in 
the commonwealth if Gen. Corse wore 
re-appointed. Tho President, however, 
thought that, considering the attitude of 
the Democratic party, which was murder- 
ing United States marshals and expelling 
Republican postmasters from their offices 
in tho South and endeavoring to over- 
throw constitutional government by 
revolutionary proceedings, both in the 
House and Senate, and by preventing 
honest elections wherovor they could get 
the power so to do, it was not wise to 
appoint to an important office a person 
who made no expression anywlioro of 
disapprobation of theso things, and 
whose political influence, so far as it was 
exerted, was in their favor. 

His opinion of Geu. Corse’s war record 
is told by anothor correspondent, who 
represents the Presidout as remarking 
rather impatioutly that it was all luck 
anyway, and any other officer in Gen. 
Corse’s place would have done as well. 

Ex-Mayor Hart certainly comes out of 
the contest with flying colors, and the 
spoilsmou derive quite as little comfort 
from his appointment as they would have 
had Gen. Corse been ro-appointod, as 
Mr. Hart is a thorough believer in civil 
service reform, both before election and 
afterwards, and tho Boston post office 
will continue to be a busiuess institution. 
Tho President was compelled to select 
the best Republican available, if he re- 
fused to re-appoint Gen. Corse, and iu 
ex-Mayor Hart he has without doubt 
found such a ntau. Ho will make a good 
postmaster, uot because he is a good 
Republican, but because he is a good 
busiuess man. but it is to be regretted 
that the President was not broad minded 
euougb to encourage the demand of tho 
people that the post offices shall be taken 
out of politics.

NONANTUM. 


Conor ess has adjourned and tho 
whole country will feel relieved. It has 
been the most extravagant body that 
ever assembled in the national capital 
and the raid that was made ou the 
national treasury appears to have used 
up the surplus, although there is a dis- 
pute as to whether a deficit exists or 
uot. At any rate the next congress will 
have to discover new methods of tax- 
ation, to pay for the appropriations of 
this cougress. Some good laws have 
beeu enacted, but as Speaker Reed said 
in his farewell speech “what we have 
done is in large measure political” Tho 
party loaders have succeeded in turniug 
a good sized Republican majority iu the 
House into a phenomenal Democratic ma- 
jority aud have reduced the majority iu 
theSenate, but a good tnauy of^these lead 
eis have been left at home, so that there 
will ba a chance for wiser {leaders to 
come forward auother year. 


If the Republican voters of the Nintli 
District had anticipated Congressman 
Candler’s vote on the Shipping bill, what 
au easy walkover George Fred Williams 
would have had. — Boston Journal. 

Ou the contrary, if Congressman Can- 
dler had pursued tho same independent 
and manly course before the recent elec- 
tion, that he has pursued since, he would 
have had the walkover, and it would 
have beeu impossible to defeat him. As 
au old Boston merchant, Congressman 
Candler knew that the shippiug subsidy 
bill was a huge job, whose object wa3 to 
pluuder the national treasury, aud he 
therefore opposed it. His independence 
lias brought on him a good deal of abu*e 
from the organs of the subsidy hunters, 
but it has strengthened his hold on the 
people of his district, who respect him 
the more for his courageous action. 


The Biennial election bill failed of the 
two-thirds vote, and hence is defeated. 
The two representatives from Newton 
voted for it, with 04 other Republicans 
and 20 Democrats, but 27 Republicans 
and 74 Democrats voted against it. The 
demagogues and workers are evidently 
unwilling to let the people have a chance 
to vote on the question, as they find the 
present system too profitable. The poll- 
tax amendment has been adopted. 


ASET-BACK FOR REFORM. 

The contest over the Boston post j 
office is ended, and Mayor Hait secures 
the spoils. lie was an ardent supporter 
of Geu. Corse and wrote the loll awing 
letter to Senator Hoar: 

'•Unless there are public reasons to the 
contrary, of which 1 have no knowledge, 
it seems to me that every proper interest 
would he served if Gen. Curse was re 
appointed postmaster of Boston Politi- 
cally, personally and especially iu busi- 
ness matters, Gen. Corse has made an 
unexceptionable record in hi* present 
office. He has insisted the Democratic 
wolves, he is the head of the Loyal ! 
Legion, aud his re-appointment would 
silence a part of the criticism justly made 
against the liost office department, that 
it has yielded too much to the placc- 
huntcrs, iu this case Republicans. In a 
measure the removal of Mr. Sillonstall 1 
would be offset by the reuomiuatiou of 
Gen. Corse. If the interest of the | 
public service is to decide, Gen. Corse 
will be ren rminated.” 

Tho interest of the public service was ! 
apparently not to decide, but how the 
President was influenced is told by the 
Washington correspondent of the Boston 
Journal : 

“.Senators Dawes aud Hoar and Repre- 
sentatives Candler, Lodge, Greeubulge 
and Walker were of the opinion that, 
considering Geu. Corse’s great military 
record, considering the strong support 
he received fioin the business men of

A wagon load or more of wooden shoes, 
8uoli as are worn by European peasants, 
lay at tho door of a wooden ware store on 
North Pennsylvania street tho other day. 

“Who wears ’em?” iuquirod tho re- 
porter, as he looked at the stocK. 

“More people than you would think,” 
was the answer of the dealer, “and not 
only foreign-horn, old-fashioned folks, 
but quite a number of the natives. Their 
cliiet sale is in winter; in fact, there is 
little or no demand for thorn at any other 
time. Our customers are dairymen, gar- 
deners and farmers. Cliieken cleaners, in 
the poultryhouses, who stand in feathers 
and steam, wear them to save shoo leath- 
er. Gardeners’ wives and daughters 
wear them about home and sometimes 
in the severest weather wear them in the 
market. In the cold weather of three 
winters ago a number of street-car driv- 
ers caught on to the fact that while tho 
shoes do uot look well and are cumber- 
some, though not as much as they look, 
they are warmer than other foot-wear. 
The drivers covered them with black 
cloth and tacked old bootlegs to tho top, 
and found they had a protection for their 
feet that the cold could not overcome. A 
while ago Mr. Shearer, of tho Western 
Paving and Supply Company, paid for 
two dozen for his workmen, as the hot 
asphalt is very destructive to leather. — 
Indianapolis Journal.

The members of the Lyceum met at 
the school building with their friends 
last Saturday evening to decide whether 
the Constitution of the United States 
shall he changed so that the Senators he 
elected directly from the people. The 
meeting was called to order when the 
clock bauds pointed to the hour of 7.45. 
Pres. Whitmore presided atul announced 
the following musical program which 
was finely rendered and deserved much 
praise:— Piano Duet, Misses Chandler 
and Adams; Selection by the Senior 
Class Double Quartet. The records were 
read and approved. Tho President mado 
some remarks as to the interest expressed 
in the Lyceum and hoped that tho loA’er 
classes show more interest than has been 
given iu the past. The Junior class espec- 
ially was invited to put forth more efforts 
in the meetings. Tho hill for the even- 
ing was read by tho clerk and then t lie 
chairman of tho Ways and Means com- 
mittee, Mr. Huxley, gave a negative re- 
port on the bill “that United States 
Senators ought to he elected directly from 
tho people.” Speaker Holmes Whitmore 
took the chair and recognized Mr. Collin, 
who was tho first debater. Representatives 
Coffin and Greene spoke in tho affirma- 
tive aud Representatives Huxley and 
Stone iu the negative. Pres. Whitmore 
was neutral in his arguments. The Bos- 
ton Herald aud Globe were freely used 
to sustain arguments advanced, aud tho 
Farmers’ Mutual Alliauco Association 
came in for a share iu the debate. The 
points of order and privilege raised were 
so numerous that they would till a 
column; it can only ho said that tho par- 
li uncut ary tactics were only surpassed 
by the Nationalllouso of Representatives. 
The debate closed at 9.15 and the vote 
resulted in uot passing the hill hut sus- 
taining the committee’s report, 19 yeas, 
10 noes. The meeting then adjourned. 

Eighteen members of tho class of ’93 
tried to have a sleigh ride 1 ist Monday 
evening. They started forth with three 
robes to cover tho whole assembly, rep- 
resenting clubs connected with that 
class. Where they went is unknown, 
hut it is known that they got stuck iu 
Newton because the sleighing was so 
poor that the horses were played out.

THE CITY SAVE** OVER FIFTEEN THOU- 
SAND A YEAR. 


The Highway Committee awarded tho 
contracts for crushed atone, yesterday, 
having received the following bids, 
based on a two year's contract : 

I*. McDonald, 9964-100 cento per ton.

W. II Magtie, 79 98-100 " “ •* 

C. H. Hale, C5 61 100 " " •• 

The contract was awarded by the terms 
of the advertisement to tiie lowest bid- 
der, Cbas. II. Hale, and lie will furnish 
crushed stone to the city for the next 
two years. 

The price 65 01 cents per ton is the 
equivalent of 80 cents per yard. Last 
year the crushed stine cost $1.58 per 
yard and some 20,000 yards were fur- 
nished. 

For the next two years the city will 
save 78 cents on every’ ton, or $15,600 per 
year, which amount will thus lie availa- 
ble for repairing and improving the 
sfreets, and the effects of such a sum 
will be seen in the employment of more 
men on the highways and in better 
streets throughout tiie city. 

Newton now will get its crushed stone 
as cheaply as any other city in this vicin- 
ity and the carrying out of such business 
like methods on tiie highways will be 
something that ail citizens can appreci- 
ate. Our streets cost a heavy sum but 
if we get the full worth of the money 
expended no one will complain. 

The Sewerage Question. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Feeling in common with other citizens 
an interest in the Sewerage Question, and 
thinking that a free interchange of opin- 
ion will best promote a wise solution of 
the points involved, I venture to put in 
a brief form some general considerations 
which commend themselves to me and 
which coincide mainly with the views of 
Mr. Langford. 

Every citizen is interested in the good 
sanitary condition of tho whole city. 
What promotes this, may prove a safe- 
guard against local or epidemic disease, 
and is therefore a matter that concerns 
every family and every individual in the 
city. A low death rate and a high aver- 
age of health have au important bearing 
on the general prosperity of tiie city, be- 
cause they attract population. Increased 
population raises the value of real estate, 
and tends to lower the tax rate, and thus 
benefits, alike those who do, and those 
who do notown real estate. It gives in- 
creased activity to business of all kinds 
and more employment to labor. There- 
fore every citizen should bear a share iu 
a common burden that grows out of a 
common need aud is productive of com- 
mon benefits. This can be secured 
through the general tax levy. 

As the main sewers are the great 
arteries to take the draiuage from all over 
the city and must be constructed, possi- 
bly years before some of the smaller 
sewers are ma le, and therefore before 
any money can be derived from them, 

I and as tiie sewers will benefit those who 
j come after us as well as ourselves and 
tli *y stiould therefore bear part of the 
cost, tiie main sewers should oe built by 
the city and paid for by tbe issue of 
bonds running twenty years or more. 
Aud to pay them at maturity a sinking 
fund should be provided from the 
receipts from entrance fees, or iu any 
other wav that the wisdom of our City 
Fathers may devise. 

In the localities traversed by the sewers 
it would be manifestly uuj’ust to tax 
equally all lauds bordering on them, 
whether vacant or built upon, whether 
outlying farm lauds or centres of popula- 
tion, whether worth one cent or fifty 
cents a foot in value. The percentage 
levied on any lot should be proportioned 
to its market value when t*ue ordinance 
goes into effeet or when the sewer is 
made. 

Every house built, or to be built, that is 
connected with the common sewer, may 
1 be required to pay as an entrance fee, 

J twenty-five dollars or such other sum as 
! may bo thought more reasonable. This 
' provision might be made compulsory. 

! These seem to me some of the general 
considerations that merit attention as 
both reasonable aud just. The details 
for carrying them into effect I leave to 
those more competent to deal with them. 
« Objections may be made to tiie proposed 
measures, but it will be very difficult to 
devise any plan entirely free from them. 
All we can hope to ao is »■> secure the 
j maximum of good with the least of evil.

Jl'IHiK riTMAN’8 FUNBRAL. 

LARCK ATTENDANCE OF PROMINENT MEN 
AT T1IE SERVICES. 

The funeral of Judge Pitman, the lato 
sonior justice of the superior court, took 
place from the Channing Unitarian 
church, last Saturday morning. There 
was a large attendance at the services, 
including many of the justices of the 
supreme and superior courts, representa- 
tives of the bar and many prominent 
citizens. 

Among the many floral tributes was a 
beautiful wreath of rosos and violets 
from the Browning Club of Boston, of 
which lie was a member. 

Among those present were Chiof 
Justice Mason, .Tustioes Allen and Lathrop 
of the supreme court, Justices Blodgett, 
Bond, Hammond, Dunbar, Braley, 
Thompson, Aldrich and Bishop of the 
superior court, Attornoy-Qoneral Pills- 
bury, United Spates Commissioner Hal- 
lett, Judge John C. Kennedy of the New- 
ton municipal court; Kev. A. A. Miner, 
D. D., Mr. W. H. Partridge, Farnum 
Lincoln and I. L. Roberts of the Prohibi- 
tion state central committee ; Gen. Cor- 
coran of Gov. Russell's staff, Mr. \Y. P. 
Cook, messenger of the superior] court ; 
Messrs. Edward A. Willard, Henry C. 
Meserve and Daniel W. Bullard, assistant 
clerks of the superior court; Mr. Theo- 
dore C. Hurd, clerk of the Middlesex 
court; ShfeiifT Herrick, Representative 
Ensign. Rev. J. B. Gould. Messrs. Dana 
Estes, Francis Murdock, Warren P. 
Tyler and ex-Gov. Claflin. The bar was 
represented by Messrs. L. S. Dabney, 
Thomas Weston, John B. Goodrich, C. S. 
Davis and otheis. 

The services were opened at 11.30 
o'clock with singing by a mixed quartet* 
comprising Miss Clara Bowers, soprano; 
Miss Drake, contralto; Mr. Arthur 
Burnett, tenor; Mr, G. II. Remele of the 
Buggies street quartet, bass. After the 
rendition of an appropriate hymn, selec- 
tions from the scriptures were read by 
Kev. F. B. Hornbrooke, pastor of the 
church, followed by singing by the 
quartet and the eulogy by Rev. Mr. Iforn- 
brooke, who said : 

As we wait here to pay our tribute of 
respect and love to the one whoso taking 
away makes our heart sad, it is well for 
us that we try to bring together in one 
view some of the characteristics of our 
friend which made his presence so dear 
and which makes his departure from us 
one of sadness. It is ot course difficult 
to analyze any life, describe all that is 
characteristic of it oi all the elements of 
which it is composed. Below all our 
insight, below all that even the know- 
ledge of a loving heart can gain, there is 
always that which eludes us in our at- 
tempt to describe a human soul. And 
yet there are characteristics which stand 
out so prominently in the life of our 
friend that I think it is fitting for us for 
a few moments to dwell upon them. 

It seems to me the first characteristic 
of Judge Pitman was that he was a man 
of principle, a man, too, whose principles 
were not worn for the day, were not put 
on for the purpose of catching the tribute 
of the popular breath, but belonged to 
the very constitution of his nature. His 
"principles were like the iron in his blood. 
You could not separate the man from 
them. Wherever he went there they 
were with him, and whenever the oc- 
casion called he testified to them. No 
doubt he had his ambitions, as every 
man has who is conscious of the strength 
that is in him and of the work that he 
can do in God’s world. But all his ambi- 
tions, great as they were, were subordi- 
nated to his allegiance to principle. 
Men might come and go, honors might 
pass him by or not, but still bo would be 
true to the eternal polestarsof truth that 
.shone down upon his pure mature. 

And lie not only was true to his 
principles, not only stood by them when 
others failed, but he believed that the 
principles that appealed to what was 
best in his nature were the principles 
that ought to prevail. The spirit of his 
life seemed always t j be, not that which 
thinks of the triumph of the time, but 
tliat which thinks of t he triumph which 
underlies the truest triumphs of all 
times, lie believes in his soul that what 
ought to be will be. And so, from the 
Beginning to the end, bis life was a 
triumphant testimony to the principles 
that In.' held. No one ever knew him to 
flinch for a moment. No one over knew 
him to swerve from the course which 
seemed to him true, even for the greatest 
nmbiti ms of earthly life. lie was simply 
true to what he saw from the beginning 
to the end. At the beginning of his life, 
when lie began to think ho was one of 
that noble band who testified against one 
of the greatest evils that tliis nation has 
ever seen, and it was given to him to see 
of the travail of bis soul and to be made 
to feel sure that wherever principle 
comes iu conflict with expedience, 
principle at last must win the day. So 
through his later years, iu spite of 
separation from friends, iu spite of 
obloquy, in spite of derision, in spite of 
i lie sacrifice of cherished honors, he 
-.•nod firmly in defence of temperance iu 
ibis state. Others might yield, others 
might equivocate, others might falter 
lor the day, but he was simply true to 
what he believed; and so be has ibe 
I moor which belongs to a man who is 
true to the principles that God lias made 
clear to him . 

And I think if he was true to principle 
in this way, it was largely owing to the 
tact of the Christian temper of the man. 
s unetimes a man of principle bases that 
allegiance to principle upon something 
that is external or something that does 
nut belong to the deeper spiiit of Ghris- 
r ianity. But J udge Fit man was not only 
i man of principle, but lie was a man of 
principle because lie was a Christian. 1 
have never known a man who entered so 
deeply into all that was most vital in the 
< hristian spirit. He loved to think 
about the great things that cluster around 
the Christian life. From beginning t> 
ond lie was true to the Christian faith 
which was the glad portion of his home, 
lie was brought up amid religious as- 
sociations in the comiiiuniou with a 
lather who himself was deeply religious; 
and through all the changes of opinion 
ill his life bo was true to what was most 
vital iu the teachings and in the life of 
that home. In his own experience he 
reminds one of the remark of Joliu 
Wesley, when some one said of a relrtive 
of his who had gone into another com 
tminiou, “Ho lias changed bis religion, ” 
the great-hearted, deep-sighted man said, 
“No, he has not changed his religion: he 
lias changed his opinion.” And so it 
was with our friend; alibis changes of 
opinion, whatever they might he, were 
dimply manifestations of the different 
ways in which the Cln istiau spirit was 
interpreted. 


Ho loved to dwell upon the harmonies 
! in Christianity. He eared very little 
about speculative ideas, very little about 
the criticism of out day, but lto cared 
very mu eh to enter into the heart of 
wlmt was deepest in the New Testament 
record and to think and to study the 
writings of those who loved to speak of 
religious things. Thomas Arnold and 
Frederic Robertson and Maurice and 
('banning were the men whom in his 
early days lie studied so faithfully that 
they became part of his intellectual and 
spiritual inheritance. Ills w as a Chris 
tianity that was as deep as the Christian 
experience. His was a Christianity that 
was as broad and tolerant ns the love of 
him who inspired it. 

Another characteristic of our friend 
was that lie had breadth of interest and 
breadth of sympathy. Sometimes in the 
course of a life, men nro so eager to win 
success in their business or in their pro- 
fession or iu whatever line of life they 
undertake, that thoy seem to grow 
oblivious to all that lies beyond their 
particular course. They seem not only 
to forget but to lose sympathy with any 
movement of tho human spirit in any 
other direction. And our friend might 
well have been pardoned if this had been 
the case with him. Ho was an honest 
student of tho law; he desired and 
obtained success in his chosen profes- 
sion. He was an honest advocate of 
great. nrorAl reforms; evory benevolent, 
every moral idea appealed to him. llo 
worked hard in the direction of his own 
profession and in the direction of the 
reforms that were dear to him. Aud yet 
these were only part of his life, llis 
devotion to them did not make him 
ignorant of what lay beyond them. Al- 
though his heart was ever true to his 
profession and to the great ideal pur- 
poses of his life, it was also iu full 
sympathy to tho end with all the move- 
ments of the human spirit. His was a 
love of a comprehensive culture. There 
are very few men who, iu tho midst of a 
busy profession, and feeling the woight 
of moral duty so strongly as he did, will 
devote tho remnutts of time that are al- 
lowed them to reading all that is best so 
that they may gaiu a fair and just opin- 
ion of a religion other than their own, 
like Buddhism. And yet it is only with- 
in a few months and amid all his cares 
that that work was faithfully done. 
And there ate few men to whom poetry 
appeals in the end ns it does in the begin- 
ning. It is natural for the young to be 
stirred by the breath of poetry ; and so 
in his college years Judge Pitman was an 
affectionate reader of all that was best iu 
the poetry of his time. I think I know- 
no man who knew more hyitius, who 
knew more of what was best and 
choicest in our English speech than ho. 
But sometimes when this is the case men 
think they have finished their culture, 
that they have attained the ends for 
which they were striving. Life becomes 
too busy aud too distracting to 
attend to things like these, or, wliat is 
worse still, the heart becomes callous to 
the liner impressions of tho poetic spirit. 
But with our friend his later years 
seemed to be an entrance into a poetry 
of a later aud other time. In the midst 
of a busy life lie devoted his hours, his 
moments, as it were, to tnc reading of a 
poet like Robert Browning, and I know 
that in the reading of him lie found not 
only poetic satisfaction but an interpre- 
tation of the deep world movements of 
this age. 

His life w-as one of largo sympathy and 
one of continuous growth. He never be- 
came narrowed by zeal iti one direction 
and liis heart remained alive to every 
noble impression ami to every great 
thought to the end. It was a revelation 
of the power of the human soul to grow 
and to expand and every year enter into 
the larger thoughts that God reveals to 
the w-aitiug heart of man. 

Need I say anything about those 
personal qualities that made him so dear 
to this community? At first sight, be 
did not win you; there seemed some- 
thing that removed him apart. But 
every one who came near to him found 
what a heart of teuderuess there was in 
■ that nature. It was as if under some 
rock one who was thirsty found gushing 
up the very waters of life. Those who 
had companioned with him year after 
year, as some of us have, kuow all the 
tenderness of a nature that others only 
regarded as strong and true. In him in- 
deed mercy and truth met together. 
His head was clear but his heart was 
tender. Aud then we in this church 
remember how gird he was to be with 
us at every social time, how he entered 
into all the joys of the life about him. 
Only in the last fortnight he was with us 
and the sound of his voice still lingers in 
our ears. 

Nor did I speak of that household 
ministry of his, where all the tenderness 
of a rich nature was bestowed year after 
year. Let these remain untold. They 
are told in the hearts of those who knew 
and loved him. They are known to ! 
them, aud they are known to the Father j 
who gave him tho strength to bear every I 
burden that was appointed, and through 
the bearing of it to enter into rest and | 
to win the crown. 

And now it is for us to bid h'im fare- : 
well. We look upon this face which so 
often beamed upon us as with a great | 
gladness, which made our hearts gladder ; 
as we came nearer. We shall see him no 
more. The eloquent lips that scourged i 
every sham are indeed silent. But lie, 
being dead, yet speaketh, and out of the j 
impression of his life there comes to you ' 
and me the great lesson which every 
ti ue life must teach, that the only success 
worth winning is t lie success which j 
tomes from allegiance to principle, that | 
i the only true life of a man consists iu its | 
growth and in its ever increasing power 
1 to enter into loving sympathy with all | 

1 the movements of the human spirit, and 
that he who lives true to himself and in 
the sweeter and tenderer relations oi life ! 
wins honors that defy time and death. 
May that life be to you and to me an ox 
ample and an inspiration.

JikIro Lawrence of Ohio, the attorney 
and chief man of the Ohio Wool-Growers’ 
Association, rccontly wrote a letter of 
sevon columns to tho Boston Journal of 
Commorco in reply to tho address of tho 
Wool-Consumers’ Association, and also 
in reply to tho bulletins of tho Wool- 
Manufacturers’ Association. Tito roply 
consisted for the most part in a reitera- 
tion of tho throat that if by any means 
wool should bo admitted froo of duty, 
tho wool-Rrowors would break down tho 
tariff on woolen goods without tho least 
hesitation, compunction, or delay. Mixed 
up with this dire threat was an argument 
to show that this result would destroy 
tho protective system and bring ruin up- 
on tlio country. Logically, therefore, tho 
wool-growers, with Lawrence at their 
head, wero preparod and fully resoived 
to bring ruin upon tho country if one 
particular article of commerce should bo 
put upon tho|froo list. The privilege of 
Winging ruin upon tho country without 
subjecting one’s self to opprobrium is 
limited strictly to those who enjoy tariff 
protection. All other persons who are 
found brandishing torches, crying havoc, 
and lotting slip the dofjs of war are ene- 
mies of their country, if not enemies of 
the human race. 


Mr. Arthur T. Lyman, of the Lowell 
Manufacturing Co., replies to Judge Law- 
rence in the Boston Journal of Commerce, 
using only a column and a half of space, 
but this is quite sufficient. In substance, 
he says he is not afraid of the threats of 
the Ohio wool-growers. Ho considers tho 
duty on wool an oppression to the whole 
people for tho benefit of a very small 
number — how small ho tells in tho fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

If Judge Lawrence, or any one ^ith a 
fair e>o, will examine tho census of 
Ohio, ho will seo that a very small part 
of the people of Ohio have any interest 
in a duty on wool (or on anything else, 
if he pleases;) and at one of the hearings 
in Washington, on tho wool duties, Capt. 
Shepard of Texas is reported to have 
said that ho knew very well that tho 
shepherd kings of Ohio wished to have 
Texas and the Territories raise carpet 
wool, so that they should not interfere 
with Ohio fine wool, but that for him- 
self ho would guarantee ,not to raise car- 
pet wools, knowing, of couise, that they 
would not pay. 

He says also that“PresidentClevelaud’s 
message on freo wool states so well the 
case of tho whole people against the 
wool-growers’ selfish interests or tho 
manufacturers’ selfish interests that I 
need only ask the, people to read and 
consider it.” But the most instructive 
part of Mr. Lyman’s letter is that which 
relates to the increasing use of shoddy, 
which the wool duties render necessary. 
A large part of the clothing of tho people, 
he says, is now made of shoddy and cot- 
ton. So notorious is this fact in the trade 
that the Dry Goods Economist has set 
on foot an investigation intended to 
show that it is impossible for tho domes- 
tic manufactures to supply the placo of 
the worsted goods shut out by the Mc- 
Kinley tariff without using shoddy. Un- 
til they can get woul frto of duty, says 
tho Economist, ‘‘clothiers will bo com- 
pelled to manufacture their $15 suits out 
of pieces made of cotton and shoddy and 
a very small percentage of wool, and 
designers’ abilities will be employed not 
so much in producing an attractive fabric 
as in hiding tho inferior yarns, by the 
use of as much good material as tho 
price will permit. Taxed wool is the 
groatqst inducement to tho use of shoddy, 
and in subsequent issues wo shall en- 
deavor to show how those woolen-manu- 
facturers who wero the greatest advo- 
cates of tho wool schedules in the Mc- 
Kinley act are among the largest users 
of shoddy of our domestic manufac- 
turers.” — N. Y. Evening Post. 

Belgium, notwithstanding Mr. Depew's 
ranking her among the converts to the 
policy of protection, still remains one of 
the few countries of Europe that cling to 
the idea of commercial liberty. In the 
course of a recout debate in the Belgian 
Chamber reference was made to the new 
French legislation, so pronouucedly pro- 
tective in spirit, and fear was expressed 
that Belgium would find her market in 
Franco greatly restricted. Thereupon a 
prominent member observed that the 
true way for Belgium to meet tho situa- 
tion was to make still lower the duties 
on raw materials and all imports that 
have auy effect upon tho country’s 
ability to export goods. In this way, he 
maintained, Belgian manufacturers 
would have a new advantage over their 
French competitors in the foreign trade, 
which, together with the extra handicap 
of the latter in the shape of taxed raw 
material, would enable Belgium to win 
from France more of tho South American 
trade than would be needed to make tip 
for tho diminished commerce with 
France. Then lot heavier taxes bo laid 
on imports of luxuries, and the deficit in 
tho treasury would bo made good, while 
tho productive power of the country 
would bo increased. M. Beernaert, the 
Minister of Finance, joined in the debate, 
and, though he did not explicitly commit 
himself to the plan suggested, made it 
plain that auy changes in the Belgian 
taritf would ho in the interests of com- 
mercial freedom. He called attention to 
the significant fact that the trade returns 
for tho four countries of Europe which 
still stand out against the general in- 
vasion of protection — England, Switzer- 
land, Belgium, and the Netherlands— 
wero more satisfactory than those of any 
protected country, while the one with 
the least industrial development yet did 
a business, under a system of liberty, 
which, relatively to the population, was 
twice as groat as that of France or the 
United States, and almost four times 
that of Austria or Italy.— Now York Sat- 
urday Post.

NEXT TUESDAY’S HEARING. 

The hearing on the sewer assessments 
next Tuesday evening will be of great 
importance aud ought to attract large 
numbers of interested hearers. The 
plan set forth by Prof. Langford at the 
previous hearing, and which was en- 
dorsed by the committee of West New- 
ton citizens, will come up for discussion, 
and it is hardly necessary to add that no 
change will be made in the plan already 
adopted unless public seutimeut appears 
to be strongly in favor of such action. 

In this issue will be found several let- 
ters in favor of the change, and also a 
call signed by prominent citizens, urging 
all who consider the plan that has been 
adopted to be unjust and inequitable, 
to be present aud make their sentiments 
known. 

The City Council willj listen to the 
wishes of the citizens, but they can hard- 
ly be expected to amend the present 
plan, unless the sentiment in favor of a 
change is so strong as to make such 
action expedient. The matter is such an 
important one and involves so many 
thousands of dollars, that it is of the 
greatest importance that the fairest pos- 
sible plan bo adopted, and even then 
there will be enough of hardship aud uu- 
fairness about it, which will press heav- 
ily upon those least able to bear it. 

Sewerage is a public necessity, but the 
cost of jt should be assessed according 
to the benefits conferred, aud it is rather 
remarkable that the most active oppo- 
nents to the plan of assessing all land 
alike, are the owners of the high-priced 
estates, whose assessments would be in- 
creased by the change. They evidently 
do not wish to enjoy any benefits which 
would be gained at the expense of those 
who could not afford to be taxed more 
than their fair proportion of the cost of 
such benefits, aud it is gratifyiug that 
such a desire for fairness aud equity 
exists in Newton. 

The first plan was adopted because 
there seemed to be nothing better, but 
those who have carefully studied the 
plan presented at the hearing of two 
weeks ago, think that a much better aud 
fairer way has been found, and all they 
ask is to have it fully aud intelligently 
discussed, feeling sure that the city 
council are willing to learn, and if a 
change seems desirable, that they will 
pars such amendments as are necessary. 


MR. ELDER’S ARGUMENT. 

We give in this issue the closing argu- 
ment of Mr. Elder, the counsel for the 
petitioners who want Morse field re- 
stored to Newton, and it presents the 
case with so much force, that it Is worthy 
of careful reading. The petitioners have 
certainly made out a stronger case this 
year than ever before, aud it has also 
been very wisely managed. No unpre- 
judiced or fair miuded person can read 
the summing up of the several hearings 
without seeing the justice of the peti- 
tioners’ claims, and the great benefit 
that would accrue to the territory by be- 
ing restored to Newton, to which it nat- 
urally belongs. 

The agitation in favor of annexation 
has now gone on for so mauy years that 
'the original petitioners have passed away 
aud a new generation takeu their place, 
aud it will evidently continue until suc- 
cess is reached. Nothing is ever settled 
until it is settled right, aud any who have 
i ooked into this case can see that its des- 
\ iny is to belong to Newton, either now ■ 
ot at some future time. Uere on one 
side of the line, in Newton, the laud is I 
all built up, aud it is difficult to find any 1 
vacant laud within easy walking dis- j 
tauce of Newton depot, aud the laud 
that is vacant is held at from -■> cents a 
foot upwards. Vet over the line, within ! 
five minutes walk of the railroad station, j 
is plenty of laud which can not be sold 
at 10 cents a foot, although it lias been 
in the market for years, aud is admirably 
situated for buildings. If annexed, it is 
believed with good reason that this laud I 
would be rapidly bought up at an in- ! 
crease on the price now asked, aud the 
whole territory developed. It is no won- 
dei that the property owners are eager 
foi annexation. The legislative commit- 
tee have with possibly one exception 
been very impartial at the hearings this 1 
year, and have evidently sought to get an I 
intelligent idea of the situation. This 
gives good reasons for hope, aud the re- 1 
port they are to make is anticipated with 
a great deal of interest, on both sides of | 
the river. Watertown would hardly feel i 
the loss of the territory, as its valuation | 
makes a very small figure by the side of 
the valuation of the town itself, aud this j 
territory once got rid of Watertown j 
would have leisure to attend to the many | 


needed improvements that ought to bo 
made on the north sido of the river, in 
order to place it in the position that, such 
a wealthy town should occupy . 

TilE STONE INSTITUTE. 


Newton may in the near future have 
an Old People’s Home, as by the will of 
the late Joseph L. Stono of Wost Now- 
ton, his proporty, after tho payment of 
certain legacies, is left.as his will directs, 
for the erect ion of one or more buildings, 
as a homo or homes for aged and ro- 
spectahlo men and women, in indigent 
circumstances, and also to the formation 
of a fund for the support of such a 
homo. It is to ho callod "Tho Stono In- 
stitute,” ami the will expresses tho de- 
sire that one half of tho fund shall be 
expended for tho land and buildings, and 
tho remainder to be invested as a fund, 
and the hopo is expressed that other 
benevolent people in Newton will con- 
tribute to tho same object. Tho two 
yoars allowed for the settlement of the 
estate has about half expired, and there 
now appears to bo available for tho pur- 
pose above described, about $08,000. 

As there is now* no Old People’s Home 
iu Newton, although most cities of the 
same size are supplied with such a 
worthy and necessary charity, it is hopod 
that the "Stone Institute’’ will be built 
in accordance with the founder’s wishes, 
and a fund raised sufficient to make it a 
useful and self-supporting charity. 

The amount from the Stone estate 
would make a very good boginumg, aud 
perhaps other beuevoleut people would 
become interested and assist iu raising a 
sufficient sum to allow of tho plan being 
alopted and the Horae started. Every 
city ueeds such a place, where aged 
people can be mado comfortable in their 
declitiiug years. 

Tue Hoston* Journal has been labor- 
ing for months to convince its readers 
that high duties do not raise prices aud 
that therefore the McKinley bill had no 
effect on the cost of living. It now 
turns round and claims that taking the 
duty off sugar will lower the price by 
just the amount of the duty. Its reason- 
ing is that w hen you put on a duty the 
price is not affected, but when you take 
it off again the price is lowered by just 
the amount of the duty. But oue could 
hardly expect a defender of the McKinley 
bill to be consistent, and most Republi- 
cans condemned the whole thing long 
ago. There has been a groat deal said 
about the reduction that will come in 
the price of sugar on the first of April, 
but the Sugar Trust had its lobbyists at 
Washington when the bill was framed, 
aud it would certiinly be a curious thing 
if they failed to properly look afler the 
interests of their employers. Time only 
will tell how much of a deduction there 
will be, but there seems to be no ques- 
tion that the whole country will be taxed 
to pay a bounty to the sugar growers of 
Louisiana. But if home industries and 
manufacturers are to bo unduly favored, 
a bouuty is certainly the cheapest way of 
doing it. 

Tiie Brookline Chrouicle has a very 
sensible article on the "political fencing” 
iu ourgeueral court, which consumed so 
much time last year aud has been re- 
newed again. It wants to know why the 
majority party should oppose a measure 
in which it heartily believes, simply be- 
cause it happens to be proposed by a 
Democrat. Such petty tactics are only 
worthy of very small politicians, and the 
Chronicle very pertiuently says: 

"The great public will not look with 
favor upon a line of proceeduie which 
places the making of political capital 
ahead of the business of the state. Ilis 
constituents will expect of each legisla- 
tor that I 10 will use his influence in favor 
of the good and iu opposition to the bad, 
no matter by whom it is proposed. The 
voters will sooner or later become restive 
under this political fenciug and demand 
that it be stopped. These remarks apply 
as well to the members of one party as 
of another. It is the majority which al- 
ways holds the power which is to blame 
iu the matter. The mistake is in sup- 
posing that political capital thus made 
works for the party’s good. The fair- 
ness which accords to your opponent a 
recognition of his good deeds in the 
same degree that it criticises him for his 
bad ones, will work a greater good than 
this continual fencing having for its ob- 
ject the placing of your opponent in a 
wrong position.” 

The total appropriations of the last 
Congress have now been figured up to 
be $1,000,270,471, which exceeds the 
average of the eight previous Congresses 
by some three hundred millions. But 
economy in national expenditures was 
held up to ridicule by the leaders of the 
last Congress aud the people w’ill now 
h ive to foot the bills. 


There are 70 abandoned farms in 
Middlesex county, w bile Worcester coun- 
ty has 344. It is curious that many of 
these abandoned farms are witbiu two 
or three hours ride from Bostou, although 
the great majority of abandoned 
farms are in the western half of the 
state.

Scwor Assessments. 

To the Editor of the Orai'HIO: 

Mr. Langford’s plan submitted at the 
hearing March 2nd., has, by somo, been 
criticised as too complicated, but caroful 
reading of his remarks as published in 
tho local papers shows the following 
points which seem simplo enough, and, to 
me.moro equitable than the ordinance as 
now onacted. 

First. Equity demands that tho city 
shall oxtend tho metropolitan systom so 
that all sections of tho city can connect 
therewith and tho cost thereof’ be 
paid by the general tax levy. 

Second. The local sowers should bo 
paid for by abutting estates, and the 
proportion bo divided in accordance 
with relative valuo and not, ns by present 
ordinance, ignoring all difforoi cos in valuo 
of lands. 

Third. Assuming the factors of 30 per 
cent per front foot and 35 per cent per 
square foot of aroa to ho correct, then 
will follow tho apportionment of tho 
balance or 35-100 of the wholo cost, and 
its sum will be found to equal 7 50-100 
cents for each front foot of land valued 
at 10 cents per square foot where the 
depth is ISO foot. Valuation factors of 
land of greater or less valuo per squaro 
foot can readily be rcckouod from this 
basis. 

Fourth. The revenues received by tho 
city from uow streets opened and sowered 
in the future and tho proposed $25 en- 
trance feo for each connection with a 
sower will eventually reimburse tho city 
for its outlays and "bring a yearly sur- 
plus into its troasury.” 

Whatever improves the health of a 
part of tho city benefits the whole. Why, 
therefore, should not every citizen 
whother on the line of sewers or not, 
bear a share of the expense of this great 
improvement through the general tax 
levy ? Gran tingjthi*, should not tho city 
bear at least tho cost of tho trunk sewers, 
which must uccessarily be built large 
enough uot only for the present but for 
the future wants of tho city when land 
now undeveloped will be built upon? It 
seems as though every equitably minded 
citizen must agreo upon this point, and 
should consider it his duty to attend the 
hearing at the City Ilall next Tuesday 
evening to protest by his presence if not 
by his voico against the iuequitablo pro- 
visions of tho present ordinance.

High School Notes.

The aim is to be better acquainted aDd 
benefitted by the discussion of tho many 
vital educational questions that are boiug 
presented. A reception was first held 
and ihe following officers were elected: 
President, Mr. W. It. Butler of the Read- 
ing High school; vice-president, Mr. S. 
Warreu Davis of this school; secretary, 
Miss O. A. Prescottof the Reading High 
school. After the dinner at 1 o’clock, an 
interesting discussion followed upon the 
topic "Methods of Keeping Pupils up to 
Their Work.” Among the spoakers was 
Miss Dtvis of this school. 

The February number of the Review 
came out this week. It is full of inter- 
esting matter. There are three essays 
written by members of the school, bosidp 
long athletic, political aud sifting items. 

A business meeting of the Lyceum was 
held Wednesday at recess. President 
Whitmore presented the following bill. 
"That a properly adjusted tax on land 
should be substituted for the present 
system of taxation.” This bill will not 
have the usual closing arguments but 
will be open to any who desire to speak. 
An advantage of this bill over any other 
presented this year is that with it there 
is a long list of references pro and con. 
Tho judiciary committee consisting of 
Messrs. Tyler, (chairman,) D. C. Greene 
and Blake will report. The next regu- 
lar meeting will be held Saturday even- 
ing, March 21. 

The question of a drill hull appropria- 
tion will come before the City Govern- 
ment next Tuesday evening. Until the 
meeting is held it will be guess work 
as to what the result will be. It is hoped 
by all members of the school that some 
definite action will bo taken. 

The Executive Committee of the Ath- 
letic Association have decided, after 
careful consideration, that it is best to 
give up the school tug-of-war team as 
not enough iuterest was expressed at the 
practice time. The vote in tho commit- 
tee stood, T»2’s representatives in favor, 
and tho rest of the committee against. 
Every effort is being put forth by the 
officers. More entries are needed and 
the subscription list must be quickly 
filled as no tickets will be issued until 
tho school has subscribed $15. Entry 
fees are requested, so that the program 
may be made up. 

The report of tho school committee for 
181)0 was distributed at tho school this 
week. It can be said that it is worthy of 
careful investigation by those interested 
in our schools. Mrs. Sherwood has pro- 
vided the writer with t ho following 
statistics of this year, the first five semt- 
quarters, which show some quite import- 
ant changes: Average whole number for 
the first five semi-quarters, 4(12.1, 470.7, 
478.0, 400.8, 450.4, average 400 3, an in- 
crease over the same time last year of 
40. The average attendance was 433.3, 
442.7, 455.2, 424.7, 410.3, average 434.3, an 
increase over the same time last year of 
33.5. The percent of attendance is 03.8, 
02 4, 04.0, 00.0, 00.0, average 02.4, an in- 
crease of 2 per cent. Tho cases of 
tardiness amount to 008, au increase of 
80. All these figures speak well for tho 
school, showing that while the whole at- 
tendance and the average whole attend- 
ance has increased, the average attend- 
ance is also higher. The High school is 
remarkable for the cases of tardiness 
this year; if it keens on at the present 
rate, will show a largo increase at the 
eud of the year. The enrolment at date 
is 223 boys, 284 girls, total 507. 

Several guns of the High school bat- 
talion, tho property of the city of New- 
ton, have been missing since the prize 
drill, Feb. 23rd, and any one having 
knowledge of them will please give 
notice to Adjutant Greene.

Newton Street Cars. 

To the Editor of tho Graphic. 

After looking at a map of Newton to- 
day, a gentleman remarked, "It is won- 
derful to mo that the Cit y of Now ton can 
so long enduro the need of stroet oar com- 
munication betwocn tho uortliern and 
southern lino of hor villages.” 

Just look at this map with mo. 

Here north on tho Boston A Albany 
road within a distance of threo miles 
each, ono milo apart, are four villages, 
oach of noarly or quite threo thousand 
inhabitants, Nowtonvillo, West Newton 
and Auburndalo; and on tho south on 
tho Charles River road, less than two 
miles from tho Boston Albany road aro 
threo or four other villages, all of tho 
sumo city, Now ton Centre, Newton 
Highlands and Upper Falls, each with 
about the same number of inhabitants 
with those on tho Bostou & Albany road. 

The spaco between theso two lines of 
villages rapidly tilling up with cultivated 
residents, yet with no public convey- 
ance ovor the wholo space botweon tho 
lines. 

If a oitizen on oither line w ishes to go 
to tho other, ho must walk or havo 
special conveyance, unless he has a 
carriage ol his own. 

If ho wishes to visit tho cemetery, a 
daily thing, tho drivers of hacks require 
doublo tho nrico to go as far : , . ' the 
gate from Nowtonvillo square, whilo 
with n Btroet car from Newtouvil’.e to 
Beacon streot tho beautiful cemetery 
would bo reached from Watertown or 
Waltham for the sum of ten cents. 

Scholars to the High school, also some- 
times wrongfully taxed tho city for con- 
veyance, would have no occasion to ask 
it. 

The truth is that whilo it is not strange 
that somo of those who keep h«rses and 
spans, prefer to havo the track clear 
when they lido out, for the comfort, 
health and economy of tho average citi- 
zen and their families, and for the great 
benefit of the city as a whole, street 
cars of some kind ought to bo provided 
wherever they will pay, which cannot 
always be foreseen on account of tho 
business themselves create. 

We think it maybe a question whether 
it would not bo just to require of all 
street car roads to pay a percentage of 
their net profit towards the maintenance 
of tho public roads through which they 
pass. 

To deny the right of a company to 
maze a road granted because not run- 
ning within a specific time, while all tho 
need and grant of argument in its favor 
had increased, seems to us too much like 
refusing tho payment of a just debt be- 
cause it had remaiued unpaid a day 
more than six years. T. II. C.

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ATTORNEY ELDER’S ARGUMENT 

FOH TIIK PETITION KHS FOR. Til !•'. ANNEX- 
ATION OK Mo Its K I III O TO NKWTON. 

Tho following is the text of tho argu- 
ment delivered by Mr. Simuel •?. Elder, 
before the WUHtive committeo on 
towns, Friday, Feb. 27, 1801: 

Hr. ('haimtnn, tfrntfrnu n of the C ornmiftt t: 

(>ne cannot avoid a fooling of hesitation 
In coining to tho argument of a case of this 
kind before a committee, which has had 
snob broad experience in dealing with 
similar questions, and In considering the 
principles by which tho Commonwealth 
controls the "readjustment of town linos 
and settlement of the position which 
towns and cities hold to each other. Hut 
this duty has devolved upon me ns counsel 
and 1 shall endenvor to perform it ns simply 
ami plainly ns 1 can. 

You will agree with me on one point at 
the outset, if you disagree with me on every 
other, and that is that 1 have labored under 
great disadvantages in being opposed by 
the eminent counsel for the remonstrants, 
not only on account of his age and ex- 
perience in former hearings in this case, 
nut because he lives in the vicinity of the 
territory and is thoroughly aeuuainted 
with all its people, from those with whom 
he sings the same songs in the same choir 
on Sunday, down to the man whom even 
his eloquence failed to save from the House 
of Correction, lie knows every inch and 
acre of the territory and has every fact at 
his lingers' end, everything that can have a 
straw’s weight in his favor in the balance 
ofyour judgment. But, having said this 
much, I cannot refrain from saying that 
some portions of his argument take me by 
surprise. For the first fifteen minutes lie 
devoted himself to telling of the times in 
which he had previously won this ease. 
As the Irishman said, "Me friend met him 
on the strate and towld him the toimes he 
licked him before.” I cannot think that 
he seriously means to say to you that you 
are not to judge of this case for yousefves 
or that you are to be controlled by previous 
decisions. You are not mere automatons 
or cash registers to record like machines 
the previous transactions of this committee 
and legislature. 1 believe that you will 
consider this matter for yourselves and 
upon the evidence before you, and de- 
termine the case wholly upon its merits. 
And in this connection it is fair to say that 
divisions in the vicinity of Boston have 
rarely been reached upon the first petition. 
Look, if you will, at Belmont, nr at Win- 
chester, or at Everett, and consider how 
many times they were applicants before 
this legislature before their prnver was 
granted. 

It is of importance to the legislature to 
know that a movement for division or an- 
nexation to another municipality is well 
grounded in the minds of the persons who 
seek it, and that it is not some ephemeral 
ebulllton of discontent. 1 do not 
ask your affirmative decision in this 
case because this movement lias been 
perennial and persistent, but I do ask you 
to consider that fact as showing conclusive- 
ly that this is an Irrepressible contlict be- 
tween the different sections of Watertown 
which can only be adjusted by a division. 

Then again, Mr. Chairman, brother Good- 
rich spent the next half hour of his strictly 
limited time in reading to you a remon- 
strance two hundred and odd years old of 
the town of Cambridge against the setting 
off of what is the present city of Newton. 
Was there ever a more marvellous citation 
than that! When we cite cases to the court 
we cite the decisions or the court and not 
the argument or the brief of one side or the 
other. But he. failing to find prece lent 
suitable to his ca*t* in any actual decision, 
is forced to go back two centuries to quote 
the arguments and views of one side. And 
the matter is still more surprising, for lie 
admits that within ten years the very 
remonstrants whom he cites, unanimously 
agreed themselves that they were wrong 
and consented to the separation of Newton. 
The consensus of opinion for two centuries 
hns approved that decision and the present 
magnificent prosperity of Newton is the 
only guarantee that it needs. I only speak 
of these things, gentlemen, for they oc- 
cupied three-quarters of an hour of my 
friend’s time before reaching the merits of 
this case, to show you to what expedients 
eminent counsel, absolutely familiar with 
the case, was driven to bolster up his de- 
fense- 

Let me speak of one or two more things 
which he said when he actually came to 
the case in hand. He complained" that the 
petitioners, upon their petition, did not 
write out the grounds and arguments upon 
which it was based. We all know how 
petitions are drawn up and that it would 
nave been very easy for the petitioners to 
have wasted foolscap instating in detail 
their grounds and grievances. But they sim- 
ply waited until their case could be fully 
presented to you, and have not done, as my 
leurned friend seems to have done, spent 
their time in elaborately colored statements 
of grounds and arguments. Again, he said 
that because Watertown had paid the ex- 
pense of maintaining this bridge for many 
years, therefore it owned the territory up- 
on the other side of the bridge. Could a 
more marvellous non-sequiter exist, 
especially when you consider the fact that 
for very many years the fisheries were 
farmed out to persons who, among other 
things, agreed t<> maintain the bridge with- 
out expeuse to the town, and that subse- 
quently the fisheries paid annually to the 
town treasury seven hundred dollars, much 
more than the expense of the bridge itself ; 
and especially when you consider that the 
land on the south of the river has through 
all these years, contributed in taxes in- 
finitely more than the bridge cost in main- 
tenance? 

Leaving Ills argument, then, gentlemen, 
let ic come to the facts in the case. I do 
not think you are going to consider the case 
infinitesimally or with a microscope view 
all the details and incidents which have 
been gone into in the hearings before you. 

J believe you will determine it upon broad 
general principles and upon the salient and 
apparent facts in the case. You are con- 
fronted here by a condition and not a theory. 
Leave , if you please, Mr. Chairman, the 
city of Boston on the magnificent roadbed 
of the Boston A Albany railroad, and you 
will see, lying to your right, the broad sur- 
face of the Charles river, forming the 
boundary line at first, between the great 
cities of Boston and Cambridge. No isolated 
territory of either is stranded upon the op- 
posite shore. As you progress, the river 
becomes tin* boundary between Boston and 
Watertown and then between Newton and 
Watertown. But suddenly there coined a 
change ; on the «.outh side of the river, sep- 
arated from Watertown by the best of 
natural boundaries, is the small strip of ter- I 
ritory in question, gouged out of the city of 
Newton, which surrounds it upon three 
sides, the river forming the fourth bound- 
ary. It looks as if a child had seized the 
man of Newton and w ith its scissors snip- 
ped out this bit at territory, making if you 
please its paper doll, ami at this point 
snipping out tin- waist ami armpit. And 
what a boundary line it makes ! 

No longer the calm surfuceof the Charles, , 
hut au imaginary line cutting through 
every estate und through many house', 
calling upon the citizens along it to 
pay taxes to two municipalities. Seek 
tin: southeastern boundary of this ter- 
ritory und you will find it "snugly lodged 
in the cellar til tin* house of a Newton 
citizen. Was ever more preposterous and 
absurd division made between two towns? 
As has been said before, the houses on this 
line are mi cut that the family doughnuts 
arc fried in one township and eaten in 
another; tin* hungry child rushing to tin? ! 
stove purloins in one municipality, ami is 
overtaken and chastised in another; ami 
the same child. slwpy and penitent at night, 
suy» Us "Now 1 lay me down to sleep , ’* in 
a va>t city ami toddles off to bed in the ’ 
rear chamber in another township. 

This is the kind of a boundary line my 
learned friend is called upon to defend, 
mid no wonder he wander-’ back over the 
centuries to find arguments to holster up 
his case. 


How did this line come to be fixed Was 
there some great nubile necessity that 
made It desirable? Was there any reason 
for It which exists today? Turn back In 
the archives of the State, which are under 
your control, and you will find that over 
two hundred years back, the shad and 
alew Ives journeyed up the river and made 
a profitable industry for the towns on Its 
banks. Houses alul settlements were then 
sparse and land was open. The Legislature 
of Massachusetts gave this small territory 
to Watertown, not then near any other 
settlement, upon which to place its fi'li weirs 
and to dry its fish. There Is the cause of 
this anomaly. It was a perfectly proper 
division then, but times have changed. ’I lie 
shad anu alewives, II a e all our inland 
fisheries, have passed away. Manufactures 
and the great currents of commerce Imve 
built up a gigantic municipality nut of the 
old town of Boston, and the surrounding 
territory is filled w it h those who are swept 
over lines of steel and iron, night and 
morning, to and from their occupations. 
The territory has grown thickly settled and 
the circumstances ami conditions of the 
time have utterly changed. 

Go, if you will, two minutes from the 
Central station in Newton of the Boston A 
Albany road an l you will find yourself in 
this territory, and it Is not merely that a nat- 
ural boundary line exists between this 
territory and Watertown, but there Is 4lie 
artificial boundary, strong as steel, made 
by tiie lines of railroad. 

| Today railroads are great magnets 
I which nttract to them the vast atoms of 
i population and hold them securely In their 
, grasp, making the people who live about 
' one road as distinct from those who live 
i about another as though a range of inoun- 
I tains Intervened to separate them. 

Men meet and talk over the affairs of the 
town no longer about the country store and 
during noon at church, but on tho lines of 
travel and in the currents of commerce in 
which they are thrown together. So that 
sections travelling by one line of railway 
are widely separated from those travelling 
by another and have little or no knowledge 
of the needs and requirements of the other. 
Now, this is the condition, gentlemen, 
which confronts you, apparent and clear on 
the surface of this case. 

If you were delegated by the legislature 
of your own accord to consi ler the dividing 
lines of towns, and in the transaction 
of your duties came to this amunolous 
division of which l have spoken, 1 
leave it to you, gentlemen, if you would 
not, withmit petition, without urgency 
say, “Here is the place at which we 
will begin and where we will rectify the 
town lines in accordance with the com- 
mercial needs of the present and the nat- 
ural boundaries existing.” But you are not 
left to your own motion. You are met here 
bva body of petitioners, persistent, respect- 
able. honest, who again and again urge 
upon you the necessity for this change. 
These petitioners represent a real estate 
valuation upon this territory of $431,000 
against $203,000 represented by the remon- 
strants. They represent fifty-four acres of 
land against twenty-six acres of the remon- 
strants. They are taxed for $i>2‘.)3.10 
against $3201.13 of the remonstrants. They 
represent, 1 submit to you, not only a ma- 
jority of the voters, hut a strong two-thirds 
of the valuation. This colored map shows 
you the facts. The red covering more than 
twothirdsof the territory shows land owned 
by the petitioners and the black shows the 
hind which stands in the opposition. And 
the petitioners themselves stand In a posi- 
tion, I submit to you, which cails for your 
favorable consideration. For nine years 
they have paid the heavy expenses of pre- 
senting their request before the legislature. 
“Where a man’s treasure is, there his 
heart is also,” and when you find men not 
merely talking out taking their property to 
sustain their words, von have no question 
that they are perfectly sincere and in earn- 
est. 

The respondents stand in no such wise. 
No dol ar of their money has been spent in 
this case but out of the plethoric treasury 
of the town of Watertown, money taken in 
taxes from the pockets of these very neti- 
tioners.they have contested this case. They 
have borne no burden or heat of the day, 
but they actually confess that, so far from 
having shown their sincerity by their pay- 
ments, they have actually, in many cases, 
been paid out of the treasury of trie town 
for the work of remonstrance and for 
testifying before this committee I call 
you to look upon the one picture and 
upon the other and say which is entitled to 
your sympathy and to your confidence. 

They say again, gentlemen, that the per. 
sons active among the petitioners are fe 
pi number, and that if ten or twelve men 
were wiped out of existence, this agitation 
would cease. Look, if you will, to the his- 
tory of the colonies before the Revolution, 
and say how many men were active in op- 
posing the taxation of England and in ulti- 
mately securing the independence of the 
United States. Take aw«y the Adamses, 
the Otises,the Randolphs, the Washingtons 
and tin* Prescotts, and how many promi- 
nent agitators are left? When you con- 
sider the smallness of this territory, and the 
fact that ten or twelve influential men are 
persistently urging and fighting for this 
claim, the surprise is that the number is so 
great and not that it is so few. And on how- 
many persons upon this territory was the 
influence and the pay of tiiis town and the 
ingenuity of counsel aide to tiring before 
von to make this remonstrance? Only two, 
Mr. Derby, born upon the territory, having 
all his associations from tils childhood with 
the old town ; and one other who lias been 
rewarded by being made a selectman of 
Watertown and no longer is taxed for any- 
thing upon tills territory. This is all they 
can bring to show that the sentiment of 
this section was not in favor of division 
against the large number of witnesses whom 
we have produced before you in favor of 
it. 

Now, gentlemen, under these circumstan- 
ces, bv what principles will you be governed 
in determining this question? As has been 
said before, there is no peculiar sanctity 
about town line’. Town lines exist for the 
convenience of men and not men for the 
convenience of town lines. These questions 
I apprehend before you are simple and 
clear enough. In the first place, will the 
town of Watertown, by this division, be 
crippled, injured and rendered so weak 
that the burdens of supporting publie in- 
stitutions will become onerous to those 
who remain? If it is so, this petition might 
not to be granted. 1 remember when a 
meinhe!* of the legislature myself a petition 
by a wealthy section of a town to be an- 
nexed to another municipality, and where 
the reply was that the poorer section which 
would remain would he unduly burdened 
by the schools and the roads and paupers, 
which would be left in their hands. The 
legislature wisely refused to make the 
change, and you w ill do ->o if these luots are 
shown in this case. The second question 
is whether a substantial benefit will occur 
to the territory in dispute by annexing to 
the city of New ton. In the first place will 
the tow n of Watertown be crippled and its 
corporate effectiveness impaired? It is in 
evidence before you that Watertown, even 
if this division is made, will -.till he the 
tenth richest town in the state. How does 
It lie in their throats to plead poverty he- 1 
fore von under such circumstances ? Their i 
entire debt t- only $35,000. and their valua- 
tion Is many millions. Their tax rate is 
low . and they are not to he pitied, hut to la* 
envied by tho other towns of the state. ' 
They tell you they are about to build a j 
town hall which is to cost them $(k r i,non. 
My own town of Winchester, very much j 
smaller in size und in valuation, has just 
limit a town hall costing $05, non, and no- . 
body claims that it is a burden upon us. 

They talk about the expense of the Met- 1 
ropolitau system of sewage which Is to be ] 
put in. This cry crumbles to pieces as soon 
a> you touch it. Commissioners are to lie | 
appointed under the law who will deter- 
mine how much each town is to pay. Take I 
this section from Wutertown and the 
commissioners will assess Watertown so | 
much the less and Newton so much the 
more for the sewer. Not a penuv will have 
to be expended by Watertown for this ter- > 
ritory. And when the street sewers are 1 
put in, Newt in will pay for piping this see- I 
tion and not Wutertown. How much poorer j 


do you think the people on ’the north side 
of the river will be if tills territory is taken 
off? Taking the real estate valuation and 
dividing it by the number of persons In the 
entire town, and you find a per capita val- 
uation of all the eltlzens of Watertown of 
$S37. Take away this territory and divide 
the real estate valuation wliieh will he left 
by the number of people who w ill be left, 
and you have a valuation of $H30.<5t» 2-3. 
That is to say, after tills change is made, 
the people in Watertown, man for mail, 
will lie worth seven dollars less than they 
are at the present time. Is there anything 
left of the argument of poverty or undue 
, burdens? Is it not the servile cry of the 
] rich old man who is constantly forecasting 
that he will die in the poor house? 

| But they said earlier in these hearings 
' that with tills section set off their territory 
, would lie so reduced that they would have 
I no room for extension or for growth. I have 
not heard of tills complaint since you vis- 
ited the territory and saw the broad acres 
of unoccupied land north of the river still 
remaining for a century of growth. The 
finest building land, I venture to say, with- 
in twenty miles of Boston, with horse car 
and railroad connections to the great city, 
with large estates now being cut up and 
placed in the market. The Adams estate, 
the Fairvlew land and the syndicate lauds, 
all now open for sale in small parcels and 
affording ground for almost unlimited ex- 
tension. Tills cry reminds me of the bulky 
Falstaff when he wns ordered from his in- 
dolence into active service. “I am hcluir 
worn to a shadow by tills eternal attrition.” 
How much is left of this town if we take 
away these ninety acres? Twice as much 
as tlie city of Chelsea, and half more than 
the city of Somerville, with their popula- 
tions of about thirty thousand inhabitants 
each. 

Again, they have argued that because 
they were getting a larger revenue from 
this territory than it cost them to maintain 
it, therefore, you ought not to take it away 
from them. They admit that they are mak- 
ing eight thousand dollars annually out of 
this section, and they have the effrontery to 
say to you that that is a reason for not 
permitting the territory to be governed as 
It will. How does it differ from the cry 
of the old feudal lords who had tributary 
territories underjtheir heeljaiul fought to tin* 
death, themselves and their retainers, lest 
it should be taken from them ! Why, gen- 
tlemen ! they even m ike it ns a claim. L 
remember when I was studying law with a 
lawyer of experience, we had a very dam- 
aging fact to meet in one ense, and I said 
to him "How are we going to meet it?” 
"Meet it?” says he, "Why we must not 
meet it, we must claim it. And that is 
exactly what the distinguished and ingeni- 
ous counsel for the other side has done. To 
prevent your feeling the force of this ar- 
gument of taking more from the territory 
than was given back, they actually urge it 
as one of their own arguments. 

And is not. this the real point in the 
case? Are not those men fighting out of 
the town treasury simply to retain the 
surplus revenue? And they hive tho 
courage to sav to you that they will 
spend every dollar of this eight thousand 
dollars annual surplus from this territoiy 
and all the other funds of the town 
lighting this case. “Wo will tax these 
people” they say, “and use their money 
to fight them with.” Very much as in 
the story of Cudjo’a Cave which in my 
of you read in the days of war; they 
tarred and feathered the Yankee school 
master because he was a Unionist and 
sent him a bill tho next day for the tar 
and feathers. 

And while 1 am upon this point, coun- 
sel has also urged upon you that the 
interests of the people of this section 
should not be considered because tiie 
loss of them will have an injurious ef- 
fect upon a private water c impany. 

Mr. Goodrich:— “1 said it was au in- 
dustry.” 

Mr. Elder:— I remember you said it 
was an industry, aud i remember in the 
case of old Medford they spoke of a 
certain other lucrative business upon its 
territory as au industry, an industry tho 
product of which goes very well mixed 
with tho water, which my learned friend 
is attempting to protect. * I do uot be- 
lieve that the water companies of this 
Commonwealth own the cities and 
towns of the state yet. My friend and I 
have been opposod upon these questions 
before, and 1 am yet to learn that, whether 
you call it franchise or whether you call 
it property, tho great ponds of the state 
or the territory of the state has passed 
iuto the hands of private water compan- 
ies. 

He claims that in the bill which we 
have presented wo have not given the 
water company the exclusive right to 
serve the people of this territory with 
water in perpetuam.We have not and we 
do not mean to. They have not exclu- 
sive rights here now aud there is no 
reason why this legislature should grant 
it to them. We are bound to deal justly 
and exactly with this water company 
and in our bill we have provided that 
every right and privilege which it has it 
shall retain; that the city of Newton 
shall pay what tho town of Watertown 
lias contracted to pay for hydrants dur- 
ing the whole term of its contract with 
this company, and that, if Watertown 
elects to buy the property of the com- 
pany, Newton shall pay its just propor- 
tion for its property upon this territory. 
Yet this we are not called upon to do 
justice and equity and public policy are 
satisfied by exact preservation of existing 
rights. 

One word more with regard to the bill. 
My learned friend says it does uot con- 
tain any provision that the city of Now- 
toil should buy and pay for this territory. 
Of course it doesn’t. No such provision 
was ever inserted in any bill in this or 
any other state. Watertown does not 
own this territory, and the legislature 
lias always reserved and still has the 
right to change the boundary lilies of 
towns, to set off new towns, "annex sec- 
tions of one town to another, without 
compensation. There is no vested right 
in any vowu in tiie laud encompassed by 
its lines. 

Now, gentlemen, I believe I have con- 
sidered every claim that has been made 
by the town of Watertown that it will bo 
injured by the loss of this territory. I 
submit to you that it oonies down to a 
loss of surplus revenue which they have 
had the benefit of for many years, which 
has gouo to build up their town buildings 
and property which they will retain, and 
it conres down to a loss of seven dollars 

a man «"it of a t<-ai estate valuation of 

$837; less than 1 per cent even of tho 
real estate valuation. 1 submit to you 
that there is no injury done to 
this town by this annexation which 
should lead you to hesitate for 

one moment to consider the need of this 
territory and the benefits to ho received 
by it from the proposed legislation. 

1 now come to the questions of benefit 
which this territory will receive. In tho 
first place, 1 ask you us business men, 
men accustomed to practical affairs, to 
look at that map and say whether this 
territory does nit belong to Newton 
which surrounds it upon three sides? It 
is a part, geographically, of tho city of 
Newton; it is contiguous to one of the 
must populous sections of that village and 
its great artery of communication with 
the city of Boston. Already the names 
of tho people upon this section are enume- 
rated m the Newton directory: they are 
served by the free delivery of tho New- 
ton post otliee and their houses are 
numbered upon Newton streets. Their 
associations socially and in a business 
way are with Newton people, and their 
woiship is in Newton churches. V r ieweJ j 


as a matter of public interest, is it not. 
elenr that they will bo better served and 
better protected as n part, of tlio city to 
which they geographically belong? Look 
at the inconvenicnco of taxation of tho 
estates on this division lino and say 
whether every one of tho persons would 
not be better assessed and better taxed 
ii Ids territory lay within a single juris- 
diction rather than in two. 

In the second place, look at the matter 
of sewers. It is in evidonce bnforo you 
that tho sewers of tho city of Newton, to 
roach tho metropolitan system of sewage, 
must pass through this territory. This 
can only be dono by agreement betweon 
Watertown and Newton and all arrange- 
ments for maintenance must bo agreed 
upon between them. You have hoard of 
tlio difficulty in regard to surfaco drain- 
ago on this territory and of tlio delays in 
making an agreement between tlio town 
government of Watertown and the city 
government of Newton. Each sido claims 
that tho other was backward and remiss 
in making tiio arrangement, but tlio fact 
remains that the public service was re- 
tarded and tlio work was delayed because 
an agreement botween two bodies was 
necessary to accomplish a single purposo. 
When Newton builds its sewers through 
this territory the territory itsolf must bo 
turned into tlioso sewers, which again 
requires nn agreement for construction 
and maintenance between tlieso two sec- 
tions. How much bettor it can nil be 
managed by a single porson. 

Tlio same is true in regard to stroets. 

I call to your attention the condition of 
tho streets upon this tenitory and tho 
small amount laid out upon them aud re- 
mind you of this eight thousand dollars 
surplus revenue from tlio territory, and 
ask you to consider the injustice which 
exists. Theso streets are continuations 
of Newton’s streets ;in ono instance New- 
ton's citizens are upon ono sido and 
Watertown’s citizens upon the other 
of tho same street. Driving as you did 
over tho territory, you wero constantly 
crossing the lino from ono to tho other. 
Can there bo any doubt that, managed 
under a common head, the streots upon 
tiiis territory would bo better, more 
cheaply maintained than at present? 

Again, in tho fourth place, lot me call 
your attention to the schools. They have 
produced ono witness, tho superinten- 
dent of schools, who tolls you that tho 
Watertown schools are the best in tlio 
state, that their teachers are tho best, 
that their appliances and equipments aro 
the best, aud that, in practiully no re- 
spect, can they bo improved. 1 do not 
propose, sinco you have seen Mr.Dwelley. 
a mail who can rattle off more words to 
tho square secviud than any ono I ever 
knew, to criticise him with severity. Ho 
would not even admit that less money 
per capita was voted in Watertown than 
in Newton for tho benefit of schools, and 
without presenting any figures, because, 
as ho told you, lie bad missed tho train 
and could not get them ready, and asked 
you to believe that tlio report of t lie 
State Board of Education is falso and 
that his estimate is tine. Not only was 
ho contradicted by the State Board, but 
contradicted by iiis own statements, his 
own solemn written reports to the town 
of Watertown in 1SSG, ’S7 and ’IX) in re- 
gard to these very matters. And he asks 
you to say, gentlemen, that that eminent 
divine, Professor Townsend, a citizen of 
tho north section of Watertown, is a 
“common scold” when he denounces 
the schools of Watertown and compares 
them unfavorably with Newton and with 
o lier cities. Mr. Dwelfey is the man who 
dismissed the boys of his school to pack 
the committee roam at two or three of 
its first sittings. Ho is the man who, 
under tlio direction of tho town officers, 
left his school while ho worked at the 
polls against the present Senator Gilman 
at the last election. I leave Mr. Dwelley 
to the consideration of the committee, as 
ho stands in opposition to the State Board 
of Education, to his own written state- 
ments and to those of Professor Town- 
send. There is a salient fact in the case. 
For some reason the citizens of this terri- 
tory send their children to tho Newton 
schools, paying forty dollars each, rather 
than send them to tlio school upon this 
territory or across tho river into Water- 
town. What men say may bo misstated 
or exaggerated; what men do when it 
comes out of their own pockets cannot 
be gainsaid. And you saw the school 
house upon this territory made out of an 
old church, the only property of the 
town of Watertown which would go to 
Newton by this division, and you can 
say how well it boats out Mr. Dwelloy’s 
claim of the best facilities, the best ap- 
pointments and the best appliances for 
schoolB in the vicinity of Boston. You 
saw thoso old out buildings, aud I say to 
you, gentlemen, that with this acknowl- 
edgedjsurplus revenue from tiiis territory, 
that disgraceful school house is an argu- 
ment in favor of division wliic h speaks 
louder than words. 

In the fifth place, let me speak of the 
enhancement of real estate which it is 
testified will occur if this section be- 
comes a part of Newton instead of an ad- 
junct of Watertown. I leave it to you, 
gentlenieti, ns business men, w.lietlior 
purchasers of real estate will pay as 
much for land which apparently is a part 
of Nowton, which in most cases they 
suppose to be in Newton when it turns 
out that it is another municipality, sepa- 
rated from it by a river. There is abun- 
daut testimony that similar land situated 
close to this territory is worth twice 
the money for which property on 
this territory will Hell. A large 
amount of the property here is owned 
by persons who have taken it by fore- 
closure, and real estate sales are slow 
aiul in most instances impossible at even 
apprised valuation. Mr. Fuller from one 
of the Brighton hunks tells you that he 
owns houses upon the same street, those 
on one side in Nowton, thoso upon tlio 
other in Watertown. That ho finds no 
difficulty in getting four hundred dollars 
in rental from those in Newtou against 
three hundred for houses of t lie same 
cost in Watertown. Even the case of Mr. 
Barker, which my learned friend made so 
much of, that lie is selling small lots at a 
higher price per foot than he paid per 
foot when he purchased the whole tract 
of five or six acres, is helpful to us. It 
must he remembered that Mr. Barker has 
paid taxes aud lost iuterest for many 
years upon his investment, aud that out 
of live or six acres must come the streets 
to make this territoiy available for house 
lots. But the point is that even the real 
estate agent whom they summoned aud 
who testified that this property could he 
sold if Mr. Barker was willing to sell, was 
willing to say that the highest price lie 
would pay for it was two thousand dol- 
lars less than its assessed valuation. You 
have the right to consider such facts as 
these. Where the territory is stagnant 
as tiiis lias been, where houses will uot 
sell, whore, in fact it is a No Man’s Land, 
not belonging to one and discarded by 
another, you have the right to consider 
that it would be increased in develop- 
ment und in value by annexing to the city 
to which it naturally belongs. 

But the remonstrants say to these peti-

ATTORNEY ELDER’S ARGUMENT. 

present. Mr. I,iunl» told you that ho 
placed his property in tho hands of a real 
' estate agent in Watertown for aalo at, 
about tho aHHosHod valuation and during 
those years no offer whatsoever could he 
obtained for it, though the property, a« 
you remombor, in situated upon tho main 
street ami in in every way desirable. 
Abundance of such testimony iH before 
you. Their position ia like that of the 
graveyard described by dim Kiske whon 
lie was asked to contribute to a stoiio 
fence to enclose it. “As far as my ohscr- 
[ vation goes,” said he, “people whtraro in 
j cannot got, out, and tho people who aro 
out don’t want to got in. But figures 
are of value in this matter. During the 
j last six years 250 houses were built in 
j the whole town of Watertown. Out of 
I these only 31 were upon the territory in 
i dispute. Kourtoon of these wore cheap 
wooden houses in a block, four more in 
another block, four wore double houses, 
and only live were single dwelling 
houses built as homos for tho people. 
The increase in the valuation of real 
estate for the whole town in the last six 
yoars is $737,000: on tho north side of 
the river it was $05(1,000 and on tho south 
side only $80, 000. Even of this a large 
part is owned by tho Newton & Water- 
town (Jus Light Company, which re- 
moved a portion of its plant on to this 
territory, leaving but $48,000 legitimate 
increase of valuation here in six yoars 
against $050,000 on tho north side. 

.So much gentlemen for the substantial 
and important advantages which I think 
you will find will accrue to people from 
tho legislation sought. 

I have already encroached long upon 
your time and I am half disposed to 
leave out tho question of grievances. 
They aro not necessary to actuate you. 
Great public principles and public inter- 
ests, convenience and security are the 
grounds upon which tho legislature will 
act. It is only in the past few yoars that 
it lias been supposed that municipal 
wrongs must bo proved before tho con- 
venience of people could bo served by a 
change in lines. It never was tho rule 
of this Commonwealth and it isn’t today. 
But I wish to call your attention briefly 
to the way in which these people have 
been treated by the town of Watertown. 
Of course their wrongs have been reduced 
in statement before a committee. The 
atmosphere of your hearings is not that 
of tho town meeting or of tho public 
street and all wrongs lose in statement. 
And our friend, Mr. Ingraham, with his 
good uatured smile and light laugh has 
attempted to dilute and wash away all 
impression which they might make. As 
we saw him before us we could but think 
of Shakespeare’s line “It is much that a 
light laugh and a slight oath withal will do 
with a man who hath not felt the ache in 
his bones.’’ Mr. Ingraham has never felt 
the sting and vomon of public ridicule 
and contumely in this towu, and he may 
well with his light laugh, but I will do 
him tho credit of saying without tho 
slight oath, brush aside the hurt which 
ho had not felt in his bones. As we saw 
him before us we could not help think- 
ing of Saxo's line about the organ grind- 
er when the hat was going round wherein 
ho tells you that if you aro a large man 
you can go with a large oath and a steady 
bit and kick the Italian off your grounds, 
but if you are a little man like Mr. Ingra- 
ham, 

“If you aro a little man not big enough for that, 

Go quietly anti drop a button in the fiat.” 
These petitioners have suffered things 
grievous and hard to be borne. I ask 
you to fancy yourselves going into your 
town meeting after doing here at tho 
legislature what you had it right to do, 
what the constitution of the state says 
every citizen may do, and being met 
there with a motion to have you indicted 
ns a common nuisance and to have that 
motion applauded to tho echo by tho 
town. I ask you, gentlemen, to imagiue 
your relations to a town in which you 
and all those associated with you were 
declared to be fit only to b t put into the 
sewer and washed into Charles river. 

Again consider the manner in which 
the Newton and Watertown Gas & Elec- 
tric Light Co. was prevented from being 
petitioner. Some years age all tho lead- 
ing directors of this company joined in 
this petition, but now they aro silent. 
Mr. Ingraham, chairman of the select- 
men and chairman of the assessors, ad- 
mits that he suggested to them (I will 
not say of so kindly a man that he 
threatened them) but ho suggested to 
them that if they ever signed again, 
Watertown would no longer use their gas 
or electric light. And the selectmen of 
Watertown followed it up with a formal 
notice that they must disappear as peti* 
Donors or lose the patronage of the town. 
It is in this way that “neutrality” is se- 
cured upon this territory. It is in this 
way that tho town power is used to 
coerce its tax payers. Do you need any 
other evidence titan their own admission, 
that our ropoated statement is true that 
but for the coercion of the town in varied 
ways this territory would bo unanimous 
in this petition? 

I ask you, sir, after having assorted 
what you believe to be your rights, to 
consider whether it is any grievance that 
your town should solemnly vote to elect 
you ami all those associated with you 
field drivers as a sneer and insult, as 
obloquy and contempt, and to have that 
action solemnly notified to you and your 
fellows by tho Town Clerk. Tho statutes 
of the Commonwealth provide that the 
duties Of field drivers, necessary though 
they are, should be t he driving of stray 
swine and cattle through the streets for 
tho pitiable reward of tho pound, and 
the common parlance describes this office 
as that of hog reeve. These are not 
things to be laughed away. When the 
directors of a corporation, the trustees 
of a hank, tho members of a partner- 
ship, find themselves in a position where 
such insults arc heupod bv the majority 
upon the minority, the only course is to 
separate and let the minority go in peace. 
It is only in the sacred relations of mar- 
riage where public policy intervenes, that 
human beings are required to live to- 
gether when tho stato of irritation and 
auimosity has proceeded bo far as this. 
Certainly town lines which are made for 
the convenience of men shall not he iron 
bars to force into companionship people 
occupying such relations to each other. 

Only one per cunt, of tho people upon 
this territory have held oflico in this 
I towu and even thnt one per cent, have 
j hceu remonstrants, except in the case of 
the petitioners elected hug reeves. The 
people of this territory aro nearly fifteen 
| percent, of the total population of the 
town and tho continued disregard with 
which they have been treated is epitoiu- 
| izod in this statement. Speaking of 
grievance, let me recur to tho money 
taken in taxes from these pooplu which 
has been spent in opposing their petition. 
'The Supreme Court of this Common- 
wealth in the Belmont case, us far back 1 
think as ’04, declared that the expendi- 
ture of money by towns for such pur- 
poses was illegal. That decision has 
been reaffirmed again ami uguiu since and 
is the fundamental luw of this Common- 
wealth, and yet, during all tho years 
while this petition has been before tho 
legislature, this town, in violation of law, 
has out of its towu treasury conteste 1 
this ease. No mere flagrant uisrugurd of 


tho rights of a minority and the decis- 
ions of a court can he pointed to any- 
where. Tho ncoplo of Beverly and the 
people of Medford honestly and in man 
fashion opposed the petition for the 
division of those towns out of their 
own pockets. No dollar was drawn 
or dared to ho drawn from the town 
treasury for that purpose. 

And the worst feature of it all, it 
seems to mo, is this; that when this 
illegal expenditure was complained of in 
past, hearings before this court, the town, 
instead of ceasing to violate the law, 
paid tho hills of counsel rendered to it 
in a lump, so that it could not accurately 
be shown how many thousands it was 
spending upon this case and how much 
for other services of counsel. They say 
“We did not prove exactly how much 
was spent; that it was not fully seven or 
eight thousand dollars.” How can such 
a claim lio in their throat! It was in 
their power to have known to a cent how 
much was being so expended and to have 
proved it before you, but instead of that 
this town has actually audited and paid 
bills amounting in all to seven or eight 
thousand dollars, when not merely the 
items of sorvico are not stated, but 
when even the casos and matters upon 
which the service was rendered aro not 
set forth. No greater municipal griev- 
ance was over presented by any petition- 
er to this legislature than this, and it 
shows conclusively the total disregard 
which these remonstrants have shown 
towards the rights of tho petitioners. 

1 thank you, Mr. Chairman and gentle- 
men, for your kindness and patience 
through these somewhat protracted 
hearings. I believe that you will judge 
of this case broadly upon general princi- 
ples of public policy, and that you will 
judge of them for yourselves. 1 believe 
that you will consider the natural bound- 
ary existing between these territories 
and the artificial boundary made by tho 
currents of modern travel. I believe you 
will consider the advantages which these 
people will obtain and the inconsiderable 
disadvantages which will be suffered by 
the remonstrants. And so I leave the 
question cheerfully in your hands with 
the entire confidence that you will deal 
with it according to what we believe to 
he the merits of the caso.

Tin* many friend- 
ships she formed were only broken by 
death ; she was ever ready to render as- 
sistance to those in trouble, to watch at 
bedside of tlie sick, and to administer the 
sail rights to the dead.

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THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THE CRUSHED 9 TONE CONTRACT AP- 
PROVED AND A DRILL SUED VOTED. 

Both branches of the city council met 
Tuesday ovcnitiR, and a large amount of 
business was transacted. In the board 
of aldermen, Mayor Hibbard presided 
and all the members were present. The 
minutes of the last meeting wore read 
and approved. 

A communication was received from 
Mr. T. II. Carter, giving a sketch of the 
drainage on the south side of the rail- 
road track at Newtonvllle, for the infor- 
mation of the city council, and it was 
placed on tile. 

A notice from Boston and Lowell of 
the assistance rendered to the late John 
Doherty was referred to the committee 
on state aid. 

John M. Galvin, city clerk of Boston, 
sent an order relativo to tho perambula- 
tion of the boundary linos of Newton 
and Boston. 

George E. Bridges was appointed regis- 
trar of voters for three years. 

John H. Williams was granted an 
honorable discharge from No. 1 truck 
company. 

B. E. Buck was granted permission to 
place a post in front of his store at New- 
ton Centre. 

Bruce R. Ware petitioned for concrete 
walk ou Fairmont avenue. 

Joshua Davis and N. L. Ripley asked 
to have tho concrete walk on Eldridge 
and Church streets repaired. 

Mellcu Bray was granted license to 
move building from Cypress to corner of 
Parker street. 

H. C. Robinson and others petitioned 
for an arc light at Newton Highlands. 

D. S. Farnham was granted liceuse to 
move a building from Walnut to Win- 
chester street. 

James II. Williams of Clifton street 
cave notice that Miss Lizzie A. Stinson 
fell in front of the Jackson school house, 
Feb. 22, ’01, and broke her arm, and 
asked that she be remunerated for loss 
of time and doctor’s bills; referred to 
committee on claims. 

On motion of Alderman Fenuo the 
Newton Street Railway were given leave 
to withdraw on their petition for turn 
outs, and auotber petition presented for 
turu outs between Beach and Harvard, 
from Greenwood avenue, and on River 
from Lexington street. A hearing was 
appointed on this petition for Monday 
evening, April tltb, at 8 o’clock. 

Concrete walks on Washington street 
and Waverley avenue were asked for by 
Chas. H. Ilall, Reubeu Ford, B. W. 
Currier aud Chas. II. Hunt. 

License to build a stable on Cottage 
street, Ward 5, was granted to H. M. 
Beal, and notice of intention to build 
house ou Chestnut street, Ward 5, was 
received from 11. M. Beal, and also house 
on Florence street, Ward 0, from G. II. 
Hammill. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach, tue 
sewer committee were authorized to ad- 
vertise for bids for t lie construction of 
sewers iu Wards One, Two and JSeveu. 

The water board was authorized to lay 
190 feet of 0 in. pipe ou Hyde street, at a 
cost of $345 ; 385 feet on Griflin aveuue, 
$442, and 1300 feet of 10 in. pipe on 
Woodward avenue, at a cost of $2,204; 
total $3031. 

Ou motion of Alderman Feuno an 
order was passed for the appointment of 
a committee of two aldermen, the city 
clerk and city engineer, to perambulate 
tue Boston aud Newton boundary lines. 

Alderman Luke read a copy of an 
order passed Sept. 16, ’90, requiring the 
Newton street railway to change the 
location of their tracks ou River street 
from the side to the center of the street. 
The change, he said, had not been made, 
and he moved that the city clerk be 
directed to ask the Newton street rail- 
way company why the order had not 
been complied with. 

CRUSHED STONE CONTRACT. 

Alderman Fenno presented an order 
authorizing a contract to be made for 
furnishing the city with crushed stone, 
the contractor to give satisfactory bonds 
for the performance of the work. 

Alderman Fenno said the highway 
committe had received four bids, as was 
stated iu last week’s Graphic, and by 
the terms % of the lowest bid the city 
would save $15,000 a year on the basis of 
last year’s work. 

Alderman Hyde said he did not want 
to oppose this contract, but he believed 
the city should be able t<# crush its own 
stone as low as any contractor could, and 
he protested against the theory of letting 
out city work by contract, although the 
city ought to be able to get its work done 
t'qr something less than 100 per cent, 
more than a contractor would do it. 

Alderman Harbach said he did not 
think the present highway committee 
had any knowledge of the cost of get- 
ting out stone last year. He knew the 
ligures were not correct from the Florence 
street yard, as more stone had been taken 
out than was credited. lie thought tho 
city could do it as cheap as any cou- 
I raetor. 

Alderman Fenno said he had a letter 
/j j m the city engineer giving the figures 
• for last year. The amoum of stone 
,iken from the Florence street pit was so 
-mall it would have no effect ou the 
general cost. The main pit was at Mur- 
ray street and there 12,800 yards had 
I it* on taken out at an expense of $20,000, 
which would be $1.58 cents a yard. We 
must go by the records of the city en- 
gineer. Tho figures seem to he and are 
5 ugo for the work. The ligures for the 
Ward street ledge are larger thau for any 
v here else, hut there we pay $100 a 
year rent. The city last year had the 
benefit of an experienced superintendent 
«it stieets, and if under him and such a 
vigilant committee as we had last year, the 
.ust was so great, this year s committee 
■ »uld not of course expect to do better. 
The $20,00 ) of course included some 
grading and taking off of soil, hut that 
would not make more thau an average of 
s cents on the number of yards. The 
total saving by the contract would be a 
large one. 

Alderman Harbach said the stone from 
the Ward street ledge was made to in- 
clude the rent, while ill the other pits, 
the city bought the ground outright, ami 
this was nut included. It was unfair to 
compare it w ith other pits on this basis. 
He thought if the records of the Murray 
street ledge had been accurately kept, 
the cost per yard would be much smaller, 
although not so small as the coutracl 
price. 

The order was then passed, Aldermen 
llarbach and Coffin voting no. 

TUE DRIED SUED. 

Alderman Hyde presented an order ap- 
propriating $10,500 for a drill hall aud 
gymnasium on the High school grouuds, 
wbi :h sum be said iuclu led the archi- 
tect’s fees, heatiug, and $7<J0 for inciden- 
tals, so that no more would be called 
lor. The plans had beeu cut down, al- 


though the size of tho building had not 
boon reduced. It would he a good build- 
ing and would answor every purpose. 

Alderman Harbach said lie thought 
such a building extravagant and ho pro- 
tested against it. 

Alderman Sheppard said it seemed that 
the citizens generally desired tho build- 
ing, and the council would only follow 
the public wish in voting for the build- 
ing. The committee hail received a bid 
of $8,800, and tho sum asked for would 
cover all espouses. The committee had 
cut down the plans ndopted last yoar, 
in the interest of economy. 

The order passed, Alderman Harbach 
alone voting no. 

On motion of Alderman Luko $49,800 
wry appropriated for April expenses. 

There was some discussion over insur- 
ance of city buildings, and Alderman 
Luke said lie had seen Mr. U. C. Crosby, 
chairman of the N. E. Insurance Ex- 
change, and he bad said he would bring 
the matter before an early meeting of the 
board. 

No one appeared at the bearing on Geo. 
F. Feck’s application for liconso for a 
boiler, and tho hearing was closod. 

Both branches then adjourned to the 
upper hall for tho hearing on sowerage 
assessments. 

After the hearing a potition from 
Frank Adams for tho grading of Margin 
streot was received and referred. 

April 8tli, at 8 o’clock, was set for tho 
next hearing on sowerago assessments. 

On motion of Alderman Luke, tho 
city solicitor was asked to look up the 
question of the legality of tho Langford 
plan of making sewerage assessments, 
and the board adjourned. 


Common Council. 

In the common council there was qiiite 
a discussion over the crushed stoue con- 
tract, and Councilman Forknall attacked 
the Newtou papers for not opposing tho 
plan, aud thought tho city was bound to 
furnish work for men who wanted it, and 
that the contractor ought to have been 
bound to hire the men now employed. 
The men employed at the Murray street 
ledge, lie thought, had a right to this 
$15,000. 

Councilman Sprague asked how many 
men were employed at the Murray street 
ledge. 

Councilman Richardson— Twenty-five. 

Councilman Sprague— Oh, I thought 
there must be several hundred, from tho 
remarks made. (Laughter.) 

Councilman Botiifeld— We were sent 
here to look after the interests of the 
city iu a business like manner, and to do 
this we must consider the greatest good 
of the greatest number. 

Council men Moulton and Dutch also 
spoke against the contract. 

The vote was taken by yeas and nays, 
and the order passed, 8 to 5, Councilman 
Forkuall, Moulton, Dutch, Grace and 
RofTe voting no. 

The order for the drill shed also 
passed with the usual opposition, Couu- 
cilmeu Dutch, Roffe and Richardson vot- 
iug against it.

NEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


The Second Henrlng culls ont n Large 
Audience.' 

la the l.nngferd l*lna lllrgnlt 

ADDRESSES MADE BY MANY PROMINENT 
CITIZENS. 


The second hearing on tho method of 
laying seworage assessments oallcd out 
an audioneo that about fillod City Ilall, 
and great interest was manifested in tho 
discussion. Addressos wore made by 
Mr. Harry W. Mason and Mr. J. C. Ivy on 
the legal aspects of the question, and 
also by Hon. Lsvorott Saltonstall, Messrs. 
Marcus Morton, John T. Langford, Dr. 
Crehore, John W. Carter, D. W. Far- 
quhar and Harry English. A lengthy 
lotter was also read from ex-Mayor 
Aldon Spoare. Tho intorest manifested 
was so great, and so many wishod to 
speak who could not do so on account of 
the lateness of the hour, that tho hearing 
was adjourned to Mouday ovoning, April 
Oth, at 8 p. m. 

Tho first*spoaker was Mr. Harry W. 
Mason, who took up the legal points of 
the Langford plan. He said: 

Wo must all admit that thoro is a 
power of groater strength than the city 
government. In matters of detail the 
city council has complete jurisdiction, 
but in some matters, and among them tho 
laying of sewer assessments, tho theory 
of tho law shows a power paramount to 
the city government. Without going in- 
to tho theory of land tenure it is suffici- 
ent to bear in mind that the right to lay 
any assessment at all is derived from the 
state aud that without the sanction of 
some act of the General Court of Massa- 
chusetts, this city government cannot 
collect a cent from any land owner for any 
manner of tax. 

With this power of the state to author- 
ize the laying of assessments, goes tho 
right and duty of the state to say how it 
shall be done and it is as useless practi- 
cally to evoivo aud elucidate a scheme 
for assessment independent of the 
statutes in such cases mado and provided 
as it would bo to formulate a mathe- 
matical problem on the theory that 2 and 
2 makes 5, unless indeed, it is possible 
to induce a change iu the statues us 
radical as would be tho change from 2x2 
makes 4 to 2x2 makes 5 in arithmetical 
formulas. 

We must do what the state allows or 
obtain from the state authority to do 
what the preseut statutes do not allow. 
Now the present law (Brother Powers to 
the coMtrary notwithstanding, will allow 
of no such theory of assessment as has 
beeil presented hero in opposition. 
On the other hand, the ordinance passed 
by the city council is in direct sympathy 
with the law and the course of tho state 
legislation for the last fifty years, shows 
how improbable would be the modifica- 
tion of the law necessary for tho assess- 
ment scheme offered for consideration 
by the opponents of the existing ordi 
nance. 

Consider first what the present law 
offers and permits. The public statutes, 
out code for this purpose, contains three 
and only three methods of levying sewer 
assessments. 

The first is contained in Section 4 of 
Ch ip. 50. The second in Section 7 and 
the third iu Section 8 

Section 4 reads, “Every person who 
outers his particular drain in such main 
drain or common sewer or who by more 
remote means receives benefit thereby 
for draining his cellar, or laud, shall pay 
to the city or town a proportional part 
of the charge of making and repairing 
the same and of the charge not already 
assessed of making and repairing other 
main drains and common sewers through 
which tho same discharges, to be ascer- 
tained, assessed aud certified by the 
mayor and aldermen or selectmen and 
notice thereof shall be given to the party 
to be charged or to his tenant or lessee. 

The following section provides that 
such assessment shall be a lien on the 
real estate for one, year (by Acts 1880 
Chap. 210 made 2 years) and provides lor 
sale in a manner similar to ordiuary tax 
sale. 

The following section provides for an 
appeal to jury and completes the first 
method of assessment. This law was 
originally passed in 1841 and was adapted 
to the systems of that day. 

It will be seen on examination that by 
this method, only those entering tho 
sewer and those whose lands or cellars 
are drained can be assessed. In the case 
of our city, there being no drainage 
provided for in the system, the clasB of 
assessment payers may be confined to 
those who voluntarily make use of the 
sewer and those who are compelled so to 
do by the board of health. It is only 
from improved and from a part only of 
that, that the city can obtain any immedi- 
atereturn. Vacant laud cannot bo assessed 
a dollar except for the potential benefit. 

This objection alone is sufficient to 
determine that such a method of assess- 
ment is uusuited to our needs; but there 
is another objection if any were needed. 

Tho persons paying ate assessed by 
rule und the rule is this: they each pay a 
proportional part of the expense of mak- 
ing and repairing the particular sewer 
into which they drain, aud the other 
sewers through which (lie particular 
sewer discharges. That is, their assess- 
ment is dependent on the distance their 
property may he from the outlet of the 
sewer. Manifestly unjust, when we con- 
sider the extent of our system aud the 
roundabout way the trunk sewers must 
run to conform io the topography of the 
city. There can be no uniformity iu as- 
sessment as pertinent to a general system 
adopted as a whole under such a statue. 

There is no consideration of relative 
benefit; it is au assessment to pay the 
expense of construction, not a better- 
ment for value received. A farmer in 
Oak Hill pays twenty times as much 
proportionally as the house owner iu 
West Newton, though lie may receive 
only one twentieth the benefit. This is 
fatal for our purposes. 

Yet this is only one of the three 
methods offered us by the present law 
which allows valuation of the property 
to enter into the calculation and then 
too, the supreme court lias long since 
decided that the value of buildings can- 
nut be taken into consideration in any 
scheme. We may obtain special acts of 
tlie general court, hut there is no such 
thing as a dispensation from the supreme 
court; what they decide is conclusive 
aud the owner of Eliot block cannot 
under any system that may be devised, 
be called on io pay one cent more thau 
he would pay were his lot vacant. 

The case of city of Boston vs. Shaw 
was decided in 1840 aud since that time 
the law has been that the value of im- 
provements is not a factor iu levying of 
sewer assessments it simply cannot be 
done, the court have decided that such a 
scheme is unjust, uureasouublu aud that 
auy ordinance that is based ou such a 
principle is absolutely void: to think 


that after 50 years anyone should he 
found in this city who would he so blind 
to nil sense of equity and law ns to come 
out with the idea that we should consider 
tho value of roal estate, including build- 
ings in our system of assessment, I 
trust that no pupil in our public schools 
would ho guilty of such ignoraneo. For 
the information of tho persons who sug- 
gested such ideas I would say that for 
somo time now it has been agreed that 
the world is round not fiat that 1 and 1 
rnako 2, in this state at least, and t hat 
assessments for sewers can not be based 
on any scheme that uros tho vnluo of 
buildings as a factor. 

After working under tho first system 
as above oxpl lined for some thirty yeais, 
the energetic and practical town of 
Brookline in 1878 wished to introduce a 
Rystem of sewonigo. Tho able attorney 
of the town examined the existing law. 
It was clearly seen that it would not do 
for the matter in hand, tho practical 
working of the law was to say the least 
unsatisfactory, the innumerable law- 
suits resulting therefrom vexatious and 
expensive nnd tho systom itself was ill 
adapted to a complete system originally 
introduced in its entirety. Accordingly 
recourse was had to the legislature and 
au act was passed for a now system em- 
bodying the results of experience under 
tho old law and adapted to practical 
use in the existing stato of affairs. This 
act was afterwards embodied in tho 
public statutes and forms tho second 
system under which sewer assessments 
may bo lawfully laid. 

Section 7 of tho public statutes pro 
vides that the city couucil may adopt a 
system of sewerage for a part or the 
whole of its territory, and may pro- 
vide that assessments shall be mado 
upon owners of estates within such ter- 
ritory by a fixed uniform rato based on 
the cost of the system and upon frontage 
or area of estates affected or upon both 
frontage and area. In short just such a 
system as our last city government in its 
wise discretion adopted. The present 
ordinance has been criticised as contain- 
ing no factor of valuation; why, gentle- 
men, the city government could not 
introduce any such factor into their 
ordinance, the law forbids doing any 
such thing; ns well say they should build 
the sewer for nothing. Had they put 
auy of tho assessment on tho basis of val- 
uation their whole ordinance would have 
been entirely void, waste paper, good for 
nothing except to excite tho ridicule of 
all who knew anything about the matter. 

The third method of assessment au- 
thorized by the law is contained in section 
8 of the public statutes and is simply au 
alternative for the first system: iu other 
words, instead of adopting the method 
laid down in sectiou 4 the city may 
charge an entrance fee of a reasonable 
amount for the permanent privilege to 
au estate. 

This system cannot be used in con- 
nection with the first method but is 
simply adapted for such places as have 
worked under the 4th section and may 
hereafter extend their sewerage system, 
or it may be added to the 2nd method. 
It requires no further consideration here 
as it is simply an alternative proposition. 

It will be seen that tho city couucil 
has done all that the law allows, and if 
auy other or different system is to be 
adopted a special act of legislature must 
be obtained. 

Before doing that consider the practi 
cal working of the different schemes that 
have been tried in this state. 

The city of Boston naturally was the 
first to need some method of assessment 
and in a tentative way tried the method 
ot assessing cost according to assessors’ 
valuation; previous to 1834 if drains were 
desired they were petitioned for and the 
cost of making them was assessed and 
apportioned among those engaged in the 
common enterprise accordingto previous 
agreement. If there were vacant lands 
or houses whose owners did not choose 
to take advantage of the drain, no assess- 
ment was laid upon them. In 1834 main 
drains were made public property. In 
1840 the ease of Boston vs Shaw above 
referred to did away with tho ordinance 
under which the city had been working 
for years aud a now system was called 
for. Accordingly tho act of 1841 was 
passed and by its 2nd section provided that 
every person who entered his drain into 
the common sewer, or who by any more 
remote menus received any benefit there- 
by should pay a proportional part of the 
charge of making ami repairing the 
common sewer. Under this law many 
suits were brought to test the meaning 
and validity of the system and the 
reports are full of cases on the subject. 
The supreme court construed the 
words “remote means” to mean tho in- 
creased value given to vacant lots by this 
privilege of letting in drains from them 
in case buildings should bo so erected, 
but the present Statute removes even this 
privilege by changing the wording so 
that now only those who receive benefit 
by such remote menus as draining their 
cellars and lots are included in possible 
assessment payers. 

During the interval from 1840 to 1878 
several cities introduced a systom of 
sewerage with what results tho court 
reports show. 

For instance Springfield introduced its 
system iu 186:] aud the first law suit 
reached the supreme court in 1866 and is 
reported 12 Allen 612. C. .1. Bigelow* in 
that case says “we can readily see that it 
would be difficult if not impracticable to 
make an assessment that would operate 
fairly and equally, based ou the estimate 
of the benefits which each estate might 
derive from the construction of the 
Bower. 

These benefits would be necessarily coti- 
jectural and difficult of estimation, espe- 
cially iu relation to a territory which is 
not improved or occupied by building 
and depending as they tnusi in a great 
measure on the nature of tlio stru : turns 
which plight bo erected thereon aud the 
uses to which they might be appropria- 
ted.” 

Then followed the eases of Brewer vs 
Springfield iu 99 Mass. 158; Fulton vs 
same 99 Mass. 633. Worcester tried it 
and the remit was the suits of Butler vs 
Worcester 112 Mass. 541; Clark vs same 
125 Mass. 226, Wookmeu vs same 118 
Mass. 168; Morritiold vs Worcester 110 
Mass. 216. 

Aud so on, every city that attempted to 
use the principles then reooguizod were 
at once involved iu law suits. The above 
cited cases are such only as went to the 
highest court for adjudication on the law 
involved und none can begin to enumer- 
ate the appeals to juries cousequeut on 
the attempted assessments. 

Worcester Hied a sliding scale us ex- 
plained by Mr. Powers at yout last hear- 
ing. 1 find that Mr. Powers is quoted as 
saying that the court said in that case 
that it was a reasonable uud just way of 
doing. 1 find the words ol the court 
are and 1 quote from Butler vs Worces- 
ter iu tho opinion of C. J. Gray.

AMATEUR INTERCLUB BOWLING. 


PHOPPERH FOR SPRING 0001)8 HEAR 

MUCH A1IOUT Til K. m’KINI.KY LAW. 

New-Yorkers who have hitherto been 
unablo to form intelligent opinions about 
the McKinley law may get some data 
just at this time from their wives and 
daughters which will help them decido 
whether or not tho now tariff has boon a 
price raiser. In this, the season for 
Spring shopping, they may obtain evi- 
dence — indeed, it will bo forced upon 
their attention — as to tho operation of 
the McKinley law upon the prices of 
dresB goods, cvidenco which will incon- 
testably prove to thorn that they must go 
considerably deeper into their pockets 
this year than last, in order to foot the 
bills for tho Spring outfitting. 

Against this evidonco, the value of 
which they can llgure iu dollars and 
cents, the iteration of Republican news- 
papers that the tariff is not a tnx will fall 
quite flat. There is not a storo in New 
York in which dress goods aro not sell- 
ing at higher prices than similar goods 
have heretofore been sold at; not ono in 
which dress goods are not commanding 
higher prices than they would ifave been 
marked at had the old tariff boon contin- 
ued in force. 

Said a woman yesterday who had just 
come in from shopping: “I’ve heard 
about the McKinley law wherevor I’ve 
been today. I wont out to buy stuff for 
an ordiuary every-day dress. Last year 
I got suitable goods for a dollar a yard, 
and that is about what I havo paid for 
tho last three or four years, sometimes 
going as high as $1.25. I believe that it 
is only an inconsiderable perccutagt of 
New York women who buy more expen- 
sive materials for their every day street 
costumes. 

“I thought that I should find what! 
wanted this year at the usual place. Of 
course I had read in Tho Times that the 
McKinley law would make dross goods 
dearer, but I didn’t believo it. I had 
made up my mind that The Times and 
the other anti-Admiuistration papers 
were doing just what tho Tribune said 
that they were doing, that is, lying 
about tho new tariff. I see it differently 
now. I have proved to my great disgust 
that tho predictions made in The Times 
of advances in the prices of dress goods 
have been fully made good. 

“I could not to-day buy material for 
my dress for less than $1.00 to $1.75 a 
yard. Material of similar value was 
easily obtainable last year at from $1 to 
$1.25 a yard. There is nothing desirable 
in any of the stores iu regular lines at 
the old prices. 1 had to take my choice 
between buying cheaper stuff than I 
have over worn before or paying from 50 
to 00 cents a yard more than I have evor 
paid before. 

“All the women were scolding about 
high prices. ‘Haven’t you any dollar 
goods?’ was a question that I was con- 
stantly hearing, and the reply was in- 
variably to tho effect that nothing desir- 
able in dress goods could be sold this 
season at a dollar. ‘Not for a dollar and 
a quarter?’ would come immediately 
thereafter, and to that question I ho an- 
swer was practically the same that was 
made to the previous question. 

“My shopping tour this morning has 
convinced mo that Mr. McKinley and his 
friends have taken considerable purchas- 
ing power away from tho few dollars 
that I havo to Hpetid on dress, and 1 shall 
never believe a Republican when ho tells 
me that the tariff is not a tax. 1 am 
satisfied that I shall have to practice 
greater ecouomy iu order to live within 
my income than I havo ever before 
practiced. Perhaps I am receiving some 
compensating blessing, but if 1 am, 1 do 
not know it.” — New York Times.

Belgium, notwithstanding Mr. Depew’s 
ranking her among tho converts to the 
policy of protoctiou, still remains ono of 
the few countries of Europe that cling 
to the idea of commercial liberty. Iu the 
course of a recent debate in tho Belgian 
Chamber, reference was made to the now 
French legislation, so pronouncedly pro- 
tective in spirit, and fear was expressed 
that Belgium would And her market in 
France greatly restricted. Thereupon 
a prominent member observed that tho 
true way for Belgium to meet the situa- 
tion was to make still lower tho duties on 
raw materials aud all imports that havo 
any effect upon the country’s ability to 
export goods. Iu this way, ho main- 
tained, Belgian manufacturers would 
have a new advantage over their French 
competitors in the foreign trade, which, 
together with the extra handicap of tho 
latter in the shape of taxed raw material, 
would enable Belgium to win from 
France more of the South Americau 
trade than would be needed to make up 
for the diminished commerce with 
France. Then let heavier taxes be laid 
on imports of luxuries, aud the deticit in 
the Treasury would be made good, while 
the productive power of the country 
would bo increased. M. Beeruaert, tl e 
Minister of Fiuauce, joined in the debate, 
and, though lie did not explicitly com- 
mit himself to the plan suggested, be 
made it plain that any changes iu the 
Belgian tariff would be in the interests 
of commercial freedom. He called at- 
tention to the significant fact that the 
trade returns for the four countries of 
Europe which still stand out against the 
general invasion of protection— England, 
Switzerland, Belgium aud the Nether- 
lands — were more satisfactory than 
those of any protected country, while 
the one with the least industrial develop- 
rnuut yet did a business, under a system 
of liberty, which, relatively to the popu- 
lation, was twice as great us that of 
France or the United States, and almost 
four times that of Austria or Italy. 
—Nation.

Boston Business Mon. 

The Boston Sunday Herald in a sketch ; 
of tho prominent business men of Boston, | 
gives the following sketch of one of 
Nowton’s prominent citizens: 

MR. ISAAC T. BUHR. 

One of the best known residents of 
Newton is Isnac T. Burr, president of the 
National Bank of North America. Mr. , 
Burr was born in Leicester, Mass. At 
the sge of 1(1 be came to Boston, and cn- , 
tered the employ of William Mann & Co., I 
ns an errand boy. Niue years later bo 
went into tho houso of Burr it Pollock, 
dry goods jobbers, the senior member 
being bis brother, Charles C. Burr. In 
1851, Mr. Pollock retired and Mr. Burr, 
then 23 years old, to »k part in forming 
tlie well known Arm of Burr Bros. «fe Co. 
For tlio next 10 yeais Mr. Burr went to 
Europe in the interests of the house 
nearly every year, and by his energy and 
foresight plnced tho name of Burr Bros, 
high in the esteem of the dry goods 
trade. In 1807, he retired and devoted 
jiimself to outside interests, lie was at 
ono time director in over 50 companies, 
and had large holdings in concerns with 
which he was not publicly identified. In 
the West ho was most prominent in con- 
nection with tho A'chison, Topeka «fe 
Santa Fo and Mexican Central railroads, 
and in the East in the formation of the 
West End Stioet Railway and the West 
End Laud companies. lie was for a long 
timo president of the Edwards Manufac- 
turing Company, and director in tho 
Bates and Arlington mills. He had in 
earlier years laige foreign shipping in- 
terests in connection with George C. 
Lord «fc Co. Ho Iiab recently withdrawn 
from the directories of all companies ex- 
cept the Mexican Central railroad, the 
American Loan »fc Trust Company and 
the bank of which he is president. 

Mr. Burr was married at tho ago of 24 
to Miss Ann Frances Ilardon of Virginia, 
and lias a family of seven children, llis 
four sons all graduated at Harvard, and 
they refute the idea that college training 
unfits a man for business. Heman M. 
Burr has been for tho past two years 
mayor of Mewton. Isaac 'I'. Burr, Jr., is 
of the firm of Parkinson A- Burr, 35 Con- 
gress street. Winthrop M. Burr is a 
member of the firm of Putnam, Merservy 
& Co, and the youngest, Allston Burr, 
just out of college with a cum laude, is 
with the Thomson-IIouston Company. 

Mr. Burr, himself, is possibly the best 
preserved man of 02 in Boston. In the 
nearly 50 years ho lias been in business 
he lias not lost 24 hours from sickness. 
He is of medium height, framed for ser- 
vice, and, while his abundant dark hair 
and closely trimmed beard are touched 
with the frosts of autumn, his keen, dark 
eyes retain the fire of midsummer. His 
fortune is estimated at $1,500,000. Mr. 
Burr has limited his participation in pol- 
itics to two terms in tho House of Repre- 
sentatives, though urged several times to 
accept a congressional nomination.

MORE HEARINGS. 

The second hearing on the manner of 
laying sewerago assessments was much 
more entertaining than the first. There 
was a greater variety of speakers, the 
addressess were shorter and more pointed 
and from an intellectual standpoint, the 
meeting was a most successful a(fair, and 
the audience was at times very enthusi- 
astic. 

Quite unexpectedly two of the city’s 
prominent young lawyers appeared and 
took up the cudgels in defence of the 
plan aheady adopted by the city council, 
contending that the experience of njany 
other cities had proved that that was the 
only satisfactory plan. The plan of 
Mr. Langford, they contended, was not 
only clearly illegal, but it would lead to 
almost endless litigation, and was not as 
equitable as the plan already adopted. 

Mr. Langford mado a strong defence of 
his position and also brought out the 
stricking fact that Waltham has made a 
contract for 35 miles of sewers, to cost 
very nearly the same amount as is esti- 
mated for 25 miles in Newton. On the 
streugth of this he contended that the 
Newton estimates were much too large. 
Perhaps some of the difference in the 
cost may c msist in the fact that in Wal- 
tham the foundation is clay or gravel, 
and so it will be au easy matter to make 
excavatious, while in Newton many of 
the streets are built ou the solid rock, 
and excavating such streets will be very 
expensive. The city engineer is pretty 
well posted in regard to Newton streets, | 
and his figures will probably be found to 
be pretty nearly accurate. 

Dr. Crehore made a very iugenious 
sketch of how easy it would be to pay 
for sewerage the same way w’e pay for 
city water, and the plau would certainly 
have the merit of simplicity. 

Hon. Leverett Saltoustall made a very 
shrewd presentation of the case from the 
standpoint of residents of Chestnut Hill, 
who do not hope for sewers for many 
years, and w hose sewers, if they are ever 
built, will probably bo connected with 
either Brookline or Boston trunk sewers 
They will have to pay their proportion 
of the cost of sewerage, without having 
any part of the cost of the local sewers 
put into the tax levy. 

Mr. D. W. Farqubar, Mr. John W. 
Carter, and Mr. Marcus Morton discussed 
virious aspects of the question of assess- 
ments, aud the speech-making closed 
with a very racy speech from Harry 
English, who presented the case from 
the standpoint of the laboring man, who 
by the greatest economy has managed to 
get a little home with a heavy mortgage. 
The report of the meeting will be found 
on another page. 

O wing to the great length of the hearing, 
the remarks of Messrs. Saltoustall, Ivy, 
Morton, Carter, Farqubar aud English 
have been left over for publication next 
week, as the matter is one of so much 
importance, that it is desired to give the 
remarks in full.

The Morse Field Petitioners have cer- 
tainly won a substantial victory this year, 
although they have been given leave to 
withdraw. Of the four members of the 
committee on towns, who attended all 
the hearings and visited the territory, 
one, a venerable Democrat, was evidently 
opposed to the petitioners from the start, 
und had uo patience with them as his 
questions and comments showed almost 
too plainly. Another frankly said that 
Ins couuty was opposed to divisions 
any where, ou account of Beverly, but the 
o her two, Menus. Monk of Brocktou 
and Westou of Ilinghutn, who came to 
the hearings in au impartial frame of 
iniud and were wiliiug to listen to aud 
weigh the testimony, were in favor of the 
petitioners. 

(it tiie other members of the com- 
mittee, one seemed to he a great chum of 
Representative Eusigu aud other Water- 
town men, as he was coustautly seen 
with them, another went to Bermuda 
alter the lit si hearing and only returned 
iu lime to vote with the committee, aud 
of course voted with the majority. 

Evidently il the petitioners could have 
had au impartial committee, who would 
have attended all the healings, they 
would have secured a report iu their 
favor and they hope for belter luck next 
year. The affair hu» been a very inter- 
esting illustration of the way things are 
managed in legislative bodies und the 
way a verdict depends not ou argument 
or evideucu hut ou the make-up of a 
committee, and the preconceived pre- 
judices of its members. 

The Morse Field territory will have to 
remain a sort of No Man’s laud for an- 




other year, and Watertown will probably 
continuo to get aa much out of it in 
taxes, and to expend m little aa poaalhle. 
for aR a Watertown official ia reported to 
have aaid, they oxpect Rome day to loae 
the territory, and ace tho petitioners 
triumph. If tho Watertown oflicialB 
should ho broad-minded enough to in- 
augurate a liberal and conciliatory policy 
there might bo a different reault, but 
there is little prospect of their doing 
thia. 

Now that tho case ia settled tiro peti- 
tioners are looking with interest to see 
whether that friend and partner of Mr. 
Derby's will build his house on Boyd 
atroet, and tako tho Fitchburg railroad 
to go to tho Brighton abattoir, because 
tho Watertown is just as near as tho 
Newton station. 


Councilman Forknai.l made a heavy 
bid .for (Workingmen’s votes, when he 
attacked tho contract for crushed stone, 
by which the city is. to save $15,000 a 
year, and said that no such contract 
should bo givon unless the contractor 
should agreo to employ only Newtou 
men. lie also professed to feel much 
aggrieved because, .the (Newton papers 
dtd not oppose the contract, aud favor 
the twenty-five men working at the 
quarry at tho expeuso of tho rest of New- 
ton, But Mr. Forknall only wished to 
make himself solid with his, constitmeOtft, 
and it is to be regretted that in order to 
dojtliis he was willing to sacrifice the in- 
terests of the city, which he swore to 
protect when he took his oath of office. 
The city council does uot exist to pro- 
vide a soft place for a few’ men, but to 
look after the good of the greatest num- 
ber, aud iu| this case the city gets not 
only all the crushed stoue it got last 
year, but it also saves (fifteen thousand 
dollars, aud this sum will allow of just 
so many more men being employed on 
the streets. Tho meu who worked at 


IX. declared the necessity of a state church 
hut the interpretation of it by the average 
reader is adverse to the church. 

Tho utterance of Cardinal Manning on 
the relation of the church to the civil gov 
crniucut are confusing to one reared In thi 
country. But It is not clear that he means 
that In a country like this the Dope should 
he supported rather than the state in ease 
of a conflict. 

Those arc some of the points which are 
the source of the feeling which flnds its ex- 
treme in the denunciation which Is so often 
hoard. 

In reading Cardinal Newman’s nnswer 
toMr. Gladstone, he hail found an answer 
to ninny of these criticisms. But Cardinal 
Manning defends the syllabus to the ex- 
treme. Thus the writings of church au- 
thorities do not clear up difficulties. 

Newman and Manning seem to represent 
different policies in the church. The ques- 
tion is, which is really significant of what 
tho church really holds, and will execute if 
opportunity offers. It would seem to rest 
with the head of the church, hut as this 
changes, we ask what arc wo to oxpect and 
prepare for in the future? 

Those are questions which the common 
readers ask when they read these declara- 
tions and opinions. They should lie an- 
swered, definitely and absolutely, if It is 
possible. 

He expressed the liberal desire of the 
Unitarian body tow ard the Catholic church, 
and alluded to Dr. Cliannrng's eulogy on 
the death of Bishop Chcverus, tho first 
bishop of Boston, and the fact that the 
Catholic church bells tolled at Dr. Chan- 
ning’s death, ns typical of the cordial sen- 
timent between the two bodies. He felt 
ready to meet the Catholic church on 
ground of mutual confidence and respect in 
all efforts for the benefit of the whole peo- 
ple. 

Rev. Father Bodtish was introduced ns n 
Catholic priest with an ancestry running 
hack to tiie Mayflower, and one who be- 
lieved both iu the Catholic church and tiie 
American republlo. He made a very in- 
teresting and conservative address and 
closed with an earnest declaration of tiie 
idea Hint the Catholic church is one of the 
strong safeguards to the safety and perpet- 
uation of republican institutions.

Au Interesting Debate. 

The South Middlesex Unitarian Club 
had an interesting debate Wednesday 
evening at their March meeting at Young’s 
in Boston, and a large attendance was 
present. Tiie subject for consideration was 
“Is Catholicism a Menace to "m- Republi- 
can Institutions?” and tiie speakers were 
tiie Rev. Joshua I’. Bodtish, rector of tit. 
John’s Roman Catholic church, Canton, 
and tiie Rev. Francis B. Uornbrooke of 
Newton. 

Rev* Mr. Hornbroke was the first 
speaker. He said he thought the club had 
not gone out of the way in selecting tiie 
subject; its discussion ought to be health- 
ful, if only it brings out truth iu the place 
of imagined evils. It is easy to magnify 
tiie virtues of one’s own party and theerrors 
of ail others. 

He alluded to the "tempest in the tea- 
pot” over tliis question in Boston, and had 
thought, if lie were compelled to choose be- 
tween Dr. Fulton and Leo XIII., he should 
be for Leo every time. He thought it not 
strange that some timid souls might fear 
tiie influence of the Catholic church, for 
there are conditions, circumstances under 
which that great body exists, which give 
occasion for such great fears. 

The body includes nearly one-fifth of our 
population, with many adherents born and 
indued iu foreign schools; is governed by 
a supreme head, w ith centralized power, 
it-> attitude toward our institutions must 
always attract and be worthy of attention. 
The question is, are our institutions and 
tlds church so constituted a-> to he mutually 
hostile. Does the church threaten our in- 
stitutions? 

lie thought there reasons among ever 
fair-minded men, for some anxiety.

Dr. Johnson has said 
“a man will unfold just as far as the inner 
man force will permit or impel. Character 
and talent are the products of ancestry. 
Heredity governed not only the dominant 
but subordinate faculties. Both long* vity 
and shortness of life are transmitted by 
our ancestors. Exquisite grace, peculiarity 
of voice, loquacity’, idiosyncrasies of char- 
acter and habit are all transmitted. There 
Is always a tendency to return to the 
normal type. Acquired habits are not 
transmitted only as they become a fixed 
habit. In Germany out of 26,c:) students, 
10,000 are nffiicted with ‘Myopia.’ Musical 
talent is transmitted, also a good ear. The 
best musicians show strong heredity traits. 
Many scientific men have had noteworthy 
mothers. Poets are horn it is said not 
made, and arc such a rare combination that 
they have been called an accident. Wise 
men are not born among fools, Carlyle 
says, every man is a quotation from his 
ancestors. It requires tnree generations of 
brain to produce a Vassar graduate. It 
would hardly be- possible to build up a race 
of demi-gods, as the law of average is con- 
stantly influencing in the opposite direc- 
tion. It should be a great cause of grati- 
tude to the well born.” At the next meet- 
ing Dr. Fisher, Superintendent of Tewkes- 
bury Almshouse, will be present and give 
statistics and facts, counteracting perhaps 
the too discouraging impression made by 
tins paper, and will show from experience 
and his point of view, that environment is 
equally strong to overcome the powerful 
one of heredity. 

—Mr. Fisher Ames makes the following 
explanation of It. T. Fo-ter’s “eleven rule” 
in whist: If the cards of any suit are 
counted in regular numerical order from 
the two to the ace. the king is the 13th nnd 
the ace the 14th card, for there is no num- 
ber on (4 the ace having been transferred to 
the head. By the American leads system, 
every card from the two to the nine, in- 
clusive, is led originally only as the fourth 
best of the cards of the suit held by the 
leader. Whatever card is so led, there are 
as many higher cards of the suit as there 
are cards between it nnd the ace; that is. 
the difference between the pips on the card 
led and 14 shows the number of the cards 
of the suit higher than the caid led. Of 
these the leader holds three. Thus, if an 
eight is led. there are six higher eards, of 
which the leader has throe, leaving three 
cards higher than the eight not held by the 
leader. His partner from his own hand 
knows at once how many of these three 
are held by the adversaries. If lie himself 
have one or more, the adversaries have two 
or less only. The rule as given Is to deduct 
from It tho number of pips ou the card 
led, and the difference gives the number of 
cards higher than that led which are not 
held by the leader, the figure ll being ob- 
tained by deducting from 14 the three high- 
er cards held by the leader. This inhuma- 
tion, which is, of course, immediately im- 
parted, may lie of considerable value and 
importance to the leader’s partner, more 
particularly when a card as high as the 
seven or eight is led. In tlm case of the 
nine tiie information us to the character of 
the suit led from is clearly imparted by the 
lead, as, L»y the American leads system, the 
nine always indicates the 10, and two hon- 
ors and the first round will show which, so 
that file rule under consideration is not so 
important here. In eases of leads of cards 
lower in rank than tho seven, the cards 
held by adversaries may be and often are 
of slight importance after the first round or 
two, so that knowledge of the fact of the 
“establishment” of the leader’s suit may 
he gained independently of the rule. But 
the discovery of the rule, or mathematical 
fact, is an addition to the science of whist, 
and will often he found useful in indicating 
the strength of adversaries in the leader’s 
suit, and the probability of its being 
trumped. _____

The usual number of representatives 
from tho seven Congregational churches 
iu the city assembled Monday evening iu 
tho parlors and chapel of the Second 
church, West Newtou. The social hour 
was followed by a collation, and when 
the physical wants had been supplied 
business was iu order, after which Mr. 
Edwin L. Dudley, president of the Mass. 
Law aud Order League spoke upon the 
temperance question. Tho topic of the 
evening was“Tho duty and responsibility 
of the church iu the matter of the liquor 
trattic.” Mr. Dudley spoke upon the re- 
sults of tho traffic, the influence of legis- 
lation upon it, giving several instances of 
tho good effects of enforcing the present 
laws, particularly those relutiug to sales 
to minors aud to actious under the civil 
damage law. He gave many instances 
from his own experience iu connection 
witii the Law and Order League, and read 
some extracts from English papers, show- 
ing how the drink curse affects society 
in England, lie urged upon the people 
to he watchful uiul earnest in enlighten- 
ing public opinion and of frequent inter- 
course with our legislators for the pur- 
pose of strengthening them to vote in 
accord with tho best interests of society. 
The influence of the liquor interest in 
legislation was shown and the apparent 
apathy of the temperance people. 

Mrs. 3. B. Fessenden, president of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, 
spoke at length upon the great evils of 
the liquor business, its danger to the in- 
dividual, the homo, to the community 
aud to the stability of government. It 
was the duty of Christian men and 
women to uo followers of Christ in the 
uplifting of humanity, iu purifying 
society and in doing away with evil. 

Her remarks were listened to with 
close attention, and wore followed by 
some practical suggestions from Senator 
Gilman aud Mr. Houghton of Auburn- 
dale.

that It can lio declared to be wholly void. 

By this C. .1. Gray may have meant to 
say reasonable and just, but ns a matter 
of fact be said it was not quite bad 
enough to lie wholly void. Mr. Powers 
nlso quoted tho Worcester system and 
tho court to sustain his proposition that 
it, was a way by which you could deter- 
mine tho relative benefit which each in- 
dividual owner was receiving upon his 
property. I am afraid I have not found 
Brother Powers’ law for my hook says 
in Workman vs Worcester that under 
the Springfield Sewer Act and also un- 
der tho Worcester Sewer Act it was not 
open to inquiro into tho degreo of bene- 
fit to tho petitioners estate by tho con- 
struotion of the sewer. 

I am afraid this is in the line of tho 
law which Brother Powers did not find 
prevents you from carrying out a plau 
similar to tho one presented to you by 
Mr. Langford. 

But, says Mr. Powers with due discre- 
tion, if there is no such law there ought 
to he and you can got the privilege to do 
as you please. 

1 doubt it but ovon if possible it is not 
expedient: tho Statuto of 1878 as embod- 
ied in tho public statutes is tho result of 
the host cxporionco extending over a 
period of thirty years during which time 
Boston, Holyoke, Somerville, Worcester, 
Lowell, Fall River, Cambridge, Charles- 
town, Springfield, Northampton, New 
Bedford and other cities all took their 
turns in the courts and it was recognized 
as tho best policy to eliminate the ques- 
tion of relative valuos from the problem 
to adopt the same principle that business 
men would adopt. Would any of you 
advocate tho adoption of a scale of prices 
by which the residents of Newton Centro 
should pay more or less for sidewalks or 
gas or water according as their estates 
are more or less valuable? 

Supposing that instead of a sewer you 
were to require each householder to pur- 
chase from the city a garbage box and 
that tho city paid a dollar apiece for tho 
boxes; would you say to the resident of 
Newtonville, your place is worth lOceutsa 
foot, pay us a dollar for your box, and to 
tho resident of Waban, your land is worth 
5 cents a foot, pay us fifty cents for your 
box, and to tho resident of Newton, your 
land is worth a dollar a foot pay us ten 
dollars for your box? It is said that 
land worth a dollar will double in price 
and value as quickly as land worth ten 
cents will double; that is a rank fallacy, 
the service given land worth ten cents is 
as great and as beneficial as the service 
giveu any laud in the city. 

If tho ten cent land needs sewering its 
market value is increased as many cents 
per foot as dollar laud in the same condi- 
tion. 

LETTER OF HON. ALDEN BPEAKE. 

Newton Centre, March 10, 1801. 
His Honor the Mayor, and Gentlemen of 

the City Council:— 

I deeply regret that I am notable to ho 
present at the hearing tomorrow even- 
ing. 

No question of more vital importance 
lias been presented for your considera- 
tion, or to your predecessors, than that 
of sewerage and the adjustment of the 
manner by which shall ho raised tho 
funds necessary for the prosecution of 
the work, is worthy of your most intelli- 
gent attention in order that, as near as 
possible when finally settled, each and 
every citizen may feel that no section or 
class has been unjustly taxed for the 
benefit of any other section or class. In 
othw words, when you shall have ma- 
tured a plan and made such an adjust- 
ment that “by it the city, every section 
of the city, and its every citizen, will 
hear their just proportion of the great 
cost, and share on a basis of equity that 
knows no selfishness no sectionalism,” 
your work will have been well done and 
future generations will have occasion to, 
and doubtless will hold you in grateful 
remembrance. 

Such a plan tlic gentleman that was 
before you the evouiugof the 2nd informs 
you he presented at that hearing. 

Another gentleman who addressed you 
on that occasion kindly asked you “not 
to lose sight of one fact, and that is (said 
he) that the gentlemen that have brought 
forward this petition aud now bring for- 
ward this plan for your consideration 
are men that have done so from the 
purest motives,” 

With such endorsement in advance of 
the parties that petition, and such a 
statement at the close of what the plan 
presented will accomplish, surely if one 
does not study the problem ho might 
come to the conclusion that tho city 
council of last year gave no- careful 
thought to the subject, hut finding that 
Brookline and Waltham had adopted a 
plan, adopted the same without further 
thought or cousidoratiou, aud tho gentle- 
man in presenting his argument, after 
complimenting the engineers for tho 
‘‘earnest careful thought” tho.v must 
have givon the subject, adds the wish 
that he ‘‘could say as much for the plan 
# of assessment.” 

3 Tho 7th section of tho f>0th chapter of 
tho Public Statutes reads as follows: 

Sect. 7. Tho city council of a city or tho 
legal voters of a town may adopt a sys- 
tem of sewerage for a part or whole of 
its territory, and may provide that as- 
sessments under section four shall be 
made upuu owners of estates withiu such 
territory by a fixed uniform rate, based 
upon the estimated average cost of all 
the sowers therein, according to tho 
frontage of such estates ou any street or 
way where a sewer Is constructed, or ac- 
cording to the area of such estates with- 
iu a fixed depth from such street or way, 
or according to both such froutugo and 
area; hut no assessment in respect to any 
such estate which by reason of its grade 
or level, or for any other cause cannot he 
drained into such sewer, shall he made, 
certified, or notified until such incapa- 
city is removed. 

You will note that the city council of 
181M) adopted tliis the latest statute, aud 
1 believe the latest law of this Common- 
wealth on this subject, us had Waltham 
and Brookliue, and 1 am cieditahlv in- 
formed and am ready to believe that this 
was not done until they had given pa- 
tient aud careful consideration to nearly 
every system adopted by other cities in 
our state. 

The gentleman who first addressed you 
on the evening of the 2nd said, ‘‘If there 
is anything in the law which prevents 
it,” (alludiug to the plan that Mr. Lang- 
ford was to present) tho legislature is in 
session, aud cuu give the privilege” etc., 
he had previously stated that he ‘‘found 
nothing in tho law which prevents you 
from carrying out a plan similar to the 
one which will be presented by Mr. 
Langford.” 

£ll the gout Ionian did not fiud ‘‘any 
illegality” in the proposed, either he or 
some one else must have suggested pos- 
sibility of illegality. 

1 iiave it slated to me distinctly, by 
1 good legal authority, that the proposed 
plan is strictly illegal. 1 accept tliis as 
sutlicieut reason, if there were no other, 
why the proposed plan should uol he 
adopted; hut to my mind, the proposed 
plan is not only illegul, it is unjust, in- 
equitable, sectional. 


By the existing ordinance, tho city by 
general taxation pays the expense of the 
proportion of the Metropolitan sewer 
that shall belong to the eify, the expense 
of pumping of all the sewage that shall 
go from us into this Metropolitan sewer, 
the expense of keeping in repair of all 
the sowers in tho city and for all coming 
time. 

The city also pays all the expense of 
all surfaeo drainage, which in Boston 
and other cities whore 25 per cent, of the 
cost of the Hewers is included in tho 
general tax nnd 75 per cent, charged to 
tho adjoining property— all the surface 
drainage goes uiroctly into, and is 
carried witli the sowage, thereby increas- 
ing tho size and cost of I lie sow ers, fully, 
if not more than tlio 25 percent, charged 
in the general tax. 

It seems to me that this fact must have 
boon overlooked In the investigation of 
the gentleman who presented tho “new” 
plan. 

For myself, I am clearly of the opinion 
that the present ordinance puts every 
dollar Into the general tax that can he 
done equitably, or that it seemed policy 
looking to tho future growth and pros- 
perity of our oity. 

Tho gontleman says, “experience 
proves that whore sewers are laid real 
estate and rentals increase in value to an 
oxtent that makes it profitable for 
owners of real estate to have sowers in- 
troduced.” I fully concur in that state- 
ment, and because 1 do (and I believe 
every gentleman of the city council will 
also endorse it) I venture tlio opinion, 
that tho existing ordinance puts no more 
burden on real cstato than legitimately 
belongs to it. and that personal property 
in cairying tuo before-mentioned propor- 
tion of the general expense of the sewer- 
age and diainago system hears its— yes, 
more than its full proportion of the re- 
sultant tax. 

I have not failed to notice the specious 
arguments presented to show’ why per- 
sonal property should hear a larger pro- 
portion of the tax, hut I have failed to 
see a single reason why it should do so. 
Will the gentleman tell us what benefit 
will accrue to my neighbor, who pays tho 
largest tax in this city, to his personal 
property? His bonds of different rail- 
roads, his stock in hanks and manufac- 
turing companies? his horses and his 
carriages? these are his personal pro- 
perty. You know gentlemen, that their 
value is not in .any way affected by sew- 
erage in Newton, or tho want of it, and 
you equally well know that every foot of 
land, tho moment that it is reached by 
tho sewer is at once and forever advanced 
in value, and for this reason it can afford, 
and should pay the expense of the 
sowers. 

It is very proper as well as necessary 
that tho sewer should he first constructed 
on tho north side of the city. By the 
existing ordinance as the sewer passes 
and it becomes available to each piece 
of land, it is at once charged with its 
proportion of the average cost of the 
whole system the Metropolitan part ex- 
cluded. Now the gentleman complains 
at being obliged to pay tho average cost 
Der foot of tho whole, and then paying 
in tho general tax, a part of what the 
city will not immediately he reimbursed 
by the construction of the many miles of 
small lateral sewers which in the end 
will compensate the first cost of the en- 
tire system. Has the gentlemen forgot- 
ten that they, and they only, will enjoy 
the benefits of tho sewer till it has 
reached others, and other sections? and 
that while they are paying their small 
and inappreciable portion of this 
“double” tax, as ho calls it, every other 
citizen is paying jubt the same per cent, 
not only of this uncollected portion of 
the original cost hut also of the Metro- 
polis system and attendant expenses, 
and they have the inconvenience aud un- 
healthiness of their own sewage on their 
premises and the expense of removing 
the same? 

Happy are they that live on tlio north 
side of our city and shall first enjoy tho 
benefits of the system of sewerage. 

If it shall seem best after mature de- 
liberation to deduct $25.00 from the as- 
sessment of the average cost to each 
piece of real estate, ami leave $25.00 to 
he paid for each entry made to the sew- 
er— I see no objection. I would make no 
other change in tho existiug ordinance. 

That there are estates in this city that 
will^not he connected with the sewerage 
system of the city during the life-time of 
any present at this hearing cannot ho 
doubted by any present, nor will the es 
tates not connected with the systom b- 
henefited to any appreciable extent, and 
there can he no equity iu putting such a 
burden on them as the proposed ordi- 
nance would impose. 

A single word as to policy. 

A person seeking a residence generally 
asks the following questions after he lias 
satisfied himself iu a general way that 
lie would like a residence in the town or 
city. “Have you a good systom supply- 
ing your town with good water? Have 
you a good systom of sewerage? Have 
you good schools? What is your rate of 
taxation?’.’ 

Gentlemen, is it policy to adopt the 
proposed plan which every one knows 
has for its underlying principle, an in- 
crease of tho general tax for the next 
thirty years? 

There are other points that could and 
should bo presented, aud 1 have no doubt 
will he presented far abler than I could 
if presout, and bespeaking for tliis sub- 
ject the careful attention which its para- 
mount importance demands, l am Geutle-

it with its bonds. It recoups itself by 
sn annual chaige to the tak*r, which 
covers interests, maintenance and pro- 
vision for extinguishment of the debt 
inclined. At some day in the future, the 
water simply will not only he self sup- 
porting, hut can he made a source of 
revenue to tho city. 

This system works satisfactorily for the 
Inlet. Why not apply it to the outlet? 

One department, (after the construc- 
tion is completed,) enn manage the 
whole matter from (Miarles river pump- 
ing station to tho Metropolitan sewer 
entrances. 

It will ho entirely equitable to charge 
parties for sewerage, pro rata to their 
hills for water. In fact the former might 
he reckoned in tho form of a percentage 
upon the latter. 

.lust what this should ho must of 
course ho determined by careful calcula- 
tion based upon experiment. 

Tho next fifteen years will probably 
bring the cost of tlic water woiks con- 
struction to about the amount esti- 
mated ns required for the sewer plant. 
Tho coRt of maintenance of tho latter 
will he less nnd its interest charge less. 

If wo should estimate tlio proper sewer 
rental upon a tenement to he eighty per 
cent, of its water rate, we should prob- 
ably over estimate it. For tho minimum 
metro rate $10, the sewer rental would 
be $8.00 or about Q per cont. of the as- 
sessment upon a lot of 75 feet frontage 
under the adopted ordinance. Of course 
no great reliance is to be place I upon 
such an estimate, hut it serves to show 
that the burden will not be very heavy to 
the beneficiary. 

At all events no long stretches of un- 
occupied land will he called upon to hear 
an inordinate proportion of tlic burden. 
Only those who make me of it will he 
required to pay the cost of the sewer 
system. 

It is properly within tho power of tho 
city to compel all water takers to make 
use of the sowers, and if united with 
the water department, the payment of 
sowerage rentals can as easily lie enforced 
as the payment of water bills, by simply 
shutting off the water. 

Like the water system, the sewerage 
system will ultimately reduce its debt 
and become a source of revenue to the 
city.

DR. C. A. CREUORE’s ADDRESS. 

My objection to tlio present ordinance 
is that it is based upon tho assumption 
that land, which receives incidentally a 
benefit from tho existence of a system of 
sewerage, should he deomed its princi- 
pal beneficiary aud therefore called upon 
to pay the cost. 

The fact is just the revorso and tlio 
demand for sewerage is most urgent 
where there is the least quantity of land 
in questiou, in other words iu the most 
densely populated settlements. 

Ami moreover, oven in tolerably closely 
settled districts, Bystems of sewerage are 
not absolutely required, until the intro- 
duction of u copious supply of water 
from an outside source dilutes and ren- 
ders unmanageable the ordinary waste 
products of the household. 

It is tlio “water taker” who renders a 
system of sewerage imperative, and 1 
may add possible. 

Aud the need he thus creates is direct- 
ly propurtioued to the quantity of water 
which lie purchases to couvert into sew- 
age. 

Now 1 ask if he, the water taker, is 
not the one to he charged iu some form 
with tlio cost of tlio system of sewerage 
he lias forced upou us? 

If this is a true view of the case, (ami 
1 fail to see how any others (liau water 
takers can avail themselves of the sewer- 
age facilities), and the water taker is to 
he asked to pay for the cost of such 
facilities, what better method can he 
devised than that by which ho now pays 
his proportion of tho oust of water 
supply? 

The municipality undertook the pro- 
viding of the necessary plant, paying fur

Miss Annie R. Smith xv is ap- 
pointed assistant teacher in the Mason 
school with a salary of $500 This caused 
a general discussion of who has the 
right to nominate teachers. It resulted 
in following the usual course that the 
superintendent should recommend the 
nomination of teachers to the hoard in 
conjunction with the district committee. 

Mr. Bond reported expenditures for 
evening schools, $21.40, uut xpended, 
$976.90; expended on incidentals, $2177. 
60, uuexpeuded, $0822.20; expended ou 
general appropriations, $32,007.59, uuex 
pended, $77,932,41. Au order a as passed 
appropriating $11,976.16 for the current 
expenses for the coming month. Mr. 
White presented a communication from 
the Board of Health in cases of measles, 
making the same restrictions as iu other 
contagious diseases. 

Ou motion of Mr. Monro, Wentworth 
and IliUS Manual iu arithmetic was adopt- 
ed for the High school. The secretary vxus 
instructed to take a school census in ac- 
cordance with tlu* Public Statute. 

The superintendent presented his month- 
ly report. He recommended uctlou relative 
to tiie admittance of pupils from tlu* eighth 
grade into tlu* High school xx itli the under- 
standing that they pursue tlu* five year* 
classical course, fie suggested that a text 
hook be provided for the classes in logic in 
the lliuh school as the head master recom- 
mended the change from lectures and topi- 
cal recitations to text hooks. These txvo 
suggestions were referred to committees. 


He mentioned the improvement in the 
ventilation of the Underwood school and 
expressed the desire to change his office 
hours to 8 to 9 a. m. each school day, 4 
ton p. m. Mondays, which was granted. 

The public property committee reported 
that the head nu-ters of the school shall he 
allowed to make necessary repairs not to 
exceed $5 and the superintendent to the 
amount of $25. It reported unexpedient to 
act relative to employing a carpenter. Re- 
I lative to the petition of the Social Science 
Club for an appropriation for the industri- 
al school at Nonantum it was reported 
that the board could not legally appropriate 
any money for schools that xvere not under 
its own supervision. 

On motion of Mr. Hollis Mrs. M. M. 
Bakeman was granted leave of absence for 
remainder of the year. 

Rev. Mr. Lawrence recommended some 
changes in the rules which were referred 
to the committee on rules. 

Miss Anna L. Hazelton of the Eliot 
-chool was granted leax-e of absence, with- 
out pay, for the rest of the year. 

Ou the suspension of the rules Rev. Mr. 
Laxvreuee brought up the question of half 
yearly pi emotions which xvill take place 
Aprils. He move! that they be omitted 
this year. No action was taken. 


Y. M. C. A. 

It is xveil known that the hoard of direc- 
tors of the Newton Y. M. C. A. have been 
actively canvassing Wards One and 
Seven during the past few months.to secure 
necessary means for the xvork of the asso- 
ciation. They hax’e met xvith gratifying re- 
sponses to their appeals, and they also 
acknowledge generous voluntary assistance 
from citizens of Newtonville, West Newton 
and Auburndale, which slows a feeling of 
hearty co-operation amoug the various vil- 
lage-, certainly an encouraging feature of 
the work, for xvith the introduction of the 
electric railway, nnd the facility of commu- 
nication offered by our circuit road, the 
entire city will feel the benefit of the asso- 
ciation work as -oon as it begins. 

The matter of securing the right man for 
general secretary of the association lias 
occupied the thought of the boaid, and 
several candidates have been under consid- 
eration. Last xveek an invitation was sent 
to Mr. A. F. Barrett, the present general 
secretary of the Yonkers, N. Y.. Y M 
A., to c.oue and look over the ground. He 
passed three or four days in tin* city, in- 
cluding la-t Sunday, attending service- at 
the Eliot church, lie being a stauueu Con- 
giegntionalist. A mass meeting of those 
interested in Y. M. C. A. xvork was held 
in th** Eliot Sunday school room after 
the evening service. This meeting xvas 
called at a lew hours notice, so thatoniy a 
comparatively small representation from 
each of the o rehes was pres # a i 
hundred ladies and gentlemen. They

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HON. liGTI U. WADE. 

The denth of Hon. I.evi C.W.uie, which 
occurred at Ids home at Oak Hill, Inat 
Friday night, was a very sorrowful sur- 
prise to the people of Newton, as it was 
not generally known that his illness was 
of a serious nature, and the last reports 
had been of a favorable nature. Ilia ill- 
ness was only of about two week’s dura- 
tion, and his death wns due to pneumo- 
nia. 

Hon. Levi C. Wade w as born January 
It), 1843, in Allegheny City, l’onn.,but wns 
a member of an old Middlesex County 
family. 

His father, Levi Wnde.whose ancestors 
were among the early inhabitants and 
largest landowners of Medford, was 
born in 1812, in Woburn, to which his 
immediate ancestors had removed in the 
latter half of the eighteenth century. 

He is still living in Allegheny City, 
having retired from iHisims* thirty years 
ago, after a highly successful career as a 
merchant and manufacturer in the neigh- 
boring city of Pittsburgh. His uncle, 
Colonel John Wade, who was born in 
1780 and died in 1858, was one of the 
wealthiest and most prominent residents 
of Woburn. To those who were familiar 
with this wellknown gentleman, who was 
for fourteen years one of the Woburu 
selectmen, twelve years town treasurer, 
Seventeen years representative to tho 
General Court, two years in the State 
Senate, and seventeen years postmaster, 
his relationship with tho decoased 
will be a matter of some interest, 
and they will not fail to detect points of 
resemblance between tho two men. 

Hon. Levi C. Wade, however, was a 
staunch Republican, while Colonel Johu 
Wade was a Democrat. 

Tho mother of lion. Levi C. Wade was 
A. Annie (Rogers) Wade, wellknown in 
Pittsburgh for her musical and literary 
attainments, and her activity in beuevo- 
leut enterprises. She was boru in 1819, 
married to Levi Wade in 1838, and is still 
living with the husoand of her youth. 
One of her ancestors was Rev. John 
Rogers of Ipswich, who becamo presi- 
dent of Harvard College, and whose 
aucestry is traced by some to John 
Rogers, the martyr of Smithlield. 

Levi C. Wade was educated in the 
public schools, was fitted for college by 
private tutors, entering Yale in 1802 and 
graduating with the degree of A. B. in 
1800. 

While in college lie took prizes in EugJ 
lisli composition, debate and declama- 
tion; was one of the editors of the Yale 
Literary Magazine aud was active and 
promincut in athletic sports. 

He tlrst came to Newton in October, 
1S00, for the purpose of studying at the 
Theological Seminary, under a promise 
that he would devote at least two years 
to theological study. Ho studied Greek 
and Hebrew exegesis tbe first year un- 
der Dr. H. B. Hackett, and studied 
theology the second year under Dr.Alvah 
Ilovey. 

But as soon as the two years agreed 
upon were completed he devoted his at- 
tention to the law and was admitted to 
practice iu the supreme judicial court of 
-Massachusetts in September, 1873. 

While studying law, Mr. Wade taught 
school iu Newton, being principal of the 
grammar school at Newton Upper Falls 
for five years. Iu 1877 he formed a part- 
nership with lion. J. Q. A. Brackett, ex- 
Goveruor of Mass., and the legal firm of 
Wade & Brackett continued uutil 18S0, 
when Mr. Wade retired from general 
practice and has siuce devoted his atten- 
tion to railway law aud active railway 
nianagemeu ’. 

Mr. Wade was representative to the gen- 
eral court from Newton for tbe four suc- 
cessive years, 1S70, 1877, 1878, 1S79. 

fie was Speaker of the House in 1879 
and declined a re-election to accept the 
position of attorney for various railroad 
companies. During his service in the 
legislature there was uo work iu which 
he took a greater degree of pride than 
his successful effort with others to effect 
a change of the statute, whereby an un- 
fortunate, but honest debtor, could be 
arrested upon mere belief that he had 
property which might be used for the 
payment of the debt. 

This law existed upou the Mass, 
statute books as late as 1878, and Mr. 
Wade secured its repeal iu the House of 
Representatives in tho face of powerful 
opposition. The same public spiiited 
traits were conspicuous in Mr. Wade 
throughout life aud while president of 
the Mexican Central Rail way, a director of 
the Atchison, Topeka A: Sauta Fe, Atlantic 
& Pacific railways and other great enter- 
prises, he was also one of the water com- 
missioners of the City of Newton, a di- 
rector iu that excellent institution, the 
General Theological Library in Boston, 
aud he was aud had been from the begin- 
ning, one of the vice-presidents of the 
Newton Club, the leading social organiza- 
tion iu Newton. lie was also one of the 
building committee who erected the 
Youug’s Women’s Christian Association 
building in Boston on Berkeley and 
Appletou streets. 

Mr. Wade was married, November 1«), 
1809, to Margaret R., daughter of Hon. 
Win. and Lydia II. (Elliot) Rogers of 
Hath, Me. Mrs. Wade’s mother was a 
descendant of .John Elliot, the famous 
missionary to the Indians iu New Eng- 
land, aud translator of the Indian Bible. 
The children of Hon. Levi C. Wade me 
1 . \Va io, i> >rn May i, 1875; Wil- 
liam R. Wade, born Sept. ’d, 1S81; Levi 
t . Wade. Jr., born July 22. 1885, and 
Roller*. N. Wade born Oct. 22, 1887. Two 
daughters, the oldest of whom was bom 
in 1>7", died in infancy. 

Mr. Wade’s name is uearly as well- 
known iu Mexico as iu the United States, 
lie being president of what is our sister 
republic’s largest institution except the 
government itself. lie was one of the 
<»rigiual projectors aud owner* of what 
is now tin* Mexican Central Railway com- 
pany, aud has been the president and 
general counsel of that company since 
August, 1884. 

When he was placed at the head of its 
affairs the first woitgage bonds of the 
corporation were in default and there 
was a floating debt of more than two 
millions of dollars. 

Min e that time the company’s financial 
affairs have been thoiouglily reorganized, 
branch lines have been built, the value of 
the property has increased over thirty 
millions of dollars and its bonds have be- 
come a popular interest paying invest- 
ment. 

In December, iNSd, Mr. Wade went to 
London and interested piouiiuuut foreign 
liaukers and financiers iu the property, 
so that the Mexican Central securities 
are now as wellknown iu London as in 
H iston and New York, aud are listed at 
the stock exchange of all these cities. 

More leceutly Mr. Wade has obtained 
i rum the Mexican government for the 
Mexican Central company a concession 
to deepen the entrance of Tampico har- 
bor. on tbe Gulf of Mexico. 

The Tampico llarbor company lias 
liceu organized for the purpose, and 
jetties are now being constructed there, 
similar to those which were so success- 
fully employed "by < apt. Kdes at the 
South Tass of the Mississippi. 


All of this great pecuniary rucccrs and 
honorable distinction in the financial 
world which Mr. Wade had achieved 
after he retired from the general practice 
of law and I torn politics in 1880 envois a 
period of but ten years, and even during 
that time ho has nevor lost sight of his 
duties as a citizen or of his interest in 
public affairs. 

After his marriage In 1809 ho built a 
small house in Newton Upper Fall* and 
resided there until 1881, whon he began 
acquiring tho nucleus of his beauti- 
ful estate (Homewood) at Oak Hill. 

This property comprises 225 acres. about 
a mileand a half from the Newton Centre 
station. There are over 100 acres of 
forest, and the mansion, which is a ram- 
bling country house, commands beautiful 
views of tho neighboring cities and 
towns. With tho exception of a brief 
residence in Dedham and Brookline, 
while building at Homewood, Mr. Wade 
has resided in Newton sinco September, 
18tkl. 

Tributes to lion. Levi C. Wade. 

[Springfield Republican.) 

He made his mark in the chair, and 
was looked on ns likely to havo a career 
in polit ics, but he declined re-election to 
the legislature in order to become attor- 
ney for various railroad companies. This 
led to his early identification with the 
Mexican Central railroad project, and in 
1884 he became president and general 
counsol of that company. In that 
capacity ho reorganized the property, 
developed its value and was successful in 
placing its securities in London as well as 
in this country. Under his load tho 
various branch lines havo boon developed 
and now concessions havo recently been 
secured from tho Mexican government. 
He was a man of force aud ability, whoso 
breadth of foresight gavo him success, 
and tho range of his inllueuco will lie 
appreciated now that ho is gone. lie 
was a popular citizen of Newton, a well- 
known figure iu Boston, and his loss will 
he as sincerely mourned in Mexico as in 
Massachusetts.

Tho death of Hon. Levi C. Wade, presi- 
dent of tho Mexican Central Rail- 
road Company, which has come at a 
time when he was in the zenith of his 
meutal powers, is an event greatly to be 
regretted. As the chief executive officer 
of this great railroad system, well ac- 
quainted with all of the conditions needed 
for its successful development, and w*ell 
acquainted also, with the men and 
methods whom iu Mexico it was neces- 
sary to consider, his death creates a 
vacancy which it may not be easy to 
satisfactorily till. Under his manage- 
ment the Mexicau Railroad Company 
was gradually placing itself in a strong 
and healthy financial condition, aud it is 
to be hoped that iu the changes that will 
now need to be made, nothing will occur 
which will, in any way, disturb this de- 
sirable progress. 


BOSTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE TAKES 
ACTION. 

The members of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce met Monday afternoon to 
take action on the death of Hon. Levi C. 
Wade. 

President Alden presided. In the ab- 
sence of the secretary, Mr. Herman L. 
Buss was chosen temporary secretary. 

President Speare, in a biief introduct- 
ory speech explained the purpose of the 
meeting, and spoke of the regret all the 
members felt at the death of such an 
emiueut member of tho chamber. lie 
then introduced Mr. II. E Cobb, who 
offered the following resolutions: 

ftiu B iston Chamber of Commerce, in 
a special meeting called for this purpose 
on this day, March 23, 1891, desires here- 
by to offer its tribute of respect and af- 
fection to the memory of its esteemed 
member, Hon. Levi C. Wade, who was 
called from this life Saturday, tho 21st 
inst. 

As a man in public station, honored by 
his state and city, he was found able aud 
ready for our service, true to his con- 
victions of right and fearless in their ad- 
vocacy, wise in council, ready and 
eloquent in speech, stanch and faithful as 
a friend, generous as an opponent. 

As a manager and counsellor iu large 
business interests lie was far-seeing and 
judicious in his plans and opinions, scru- 
pulously honorable aud honest in the ful- 
filment of all trusts, courageous amid un- 
favorable circumstances, aud bad lived 
to see the fruitiou of many ably devised 
projects. 

As a factor iu the business life of Bos- 
ton, his influence has been important aud 
his vacant place it will he hard to fill. 

As representatives of these varied 
business interests we wish to bear wit- 
ness to our high estimation to his virtues 
aud accomplishments, our heart-felt sor- 
row at the loss we sustain in his sudden 
removal from our midst, when in the full 
tide of his usefulness, mid our sincere 
sympathy for his family, who have been 
so sorely bereaved. 

May our heavenly Father, to whose 
wisdom we bow, bestow on them and us 
grace to bear the heavy burden and will- 
ingness to learn the lesson of this sad 
providence. 

Resolved, that a copy of this action he 
spread upon the records of this body and 
a further copy bo forwarded to the family 
of our deceased member. 

Resolved, that a committee of eight, 
consisting of tho prosidcut, vice-presi- 
dent, together with six members ap- 
pointed by the chair, be requested to 
attend tho funeral of Mr. Wade. 

President Speare said that ho had in- 
vited Mr. Warren Sawyer to attend and 
second the resolutions, aud read a letter 
from that gentleman wherein lie 
eulogized the deceased, and stated that, 
owing to ill health, ho was unable to at- 
tend. Iu place of Mr. Sawyer, Mr. J. R. 
Leeson in a few words of eulogy, second- 
ed the resolutions. Mr. C. T. Saarle was 
called upon and spoke of Mr. Wade’s 
worth as a lawyer. 

A letter from President Manvel of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railroad 
was read, in which ho said that he was 
greatly shocked at thedca.h of Mr. Wade, 
and that he looked upon him as a strong 
aud able man. 

A telegram from the City of Mexico 
was read, in which was expressed the 
sorrow of the President of Mexico, his 
regard for Mr. Wade as a friend aud as 
an intelligent chief. 

The committee appointed to represent 
the chamber at the funeral consisted of 
President Alden .Speare, Vice-President 
L. G. Burnham, 11. E. Cobb, C. F. Choate, 
Freeman J. Doe, 11. D. Ilyde, J. It. Lee- 
son and C. P. Soarle. 

ACTION OF THE MEXICAN CENTRAL. 

The directors of the Mexicau Central 
Railway Company uiel Monday morn- 
ing and appointed Messrs. Warren 
Sawyer, Alden Speare and E. Rollins 
Morse a committee to draft suitable 
resolutions ou the death of President 
Wade. It was the unanimous opinion of 
the board that at no time since Mr. Wade 
assumed the presidency in 1884 could he 
have been spared so well as today, so far 
as tbe liuauciul aud physical condition of 
tbe road is concerned. It is lint likely 
that a successoi to Mr. Wade will be im- 
mediately chosen. Mr. Warren Sawyer, 


as chairman of tho finance committee, 
will sign certificates and such other 
papers calling for signature. 

FUNERAL OF LEVI < . WADE. 

PROMINENT MEN ATTEND TIIK SERVICES 
AT "HOMEWOOD.” 


The funeral of Hon. Lovi C. Wade took 
placo from his lato residence, "Homo- 
wood,” Dedham stroot, Oak Hill, Tues- 
day afternoon. There was a largo attend- 
ance at the services. Tho Mexican Cen- 
tral Railway, of which tho deceased waR 
president, was represented by Messrs. S. 
W. Reynolds, treasurer; J. T. Ilnnmor, 
general auditor; Theodore Nickerson, gen- 
eal purchasing agent ; Joseph Richardson, 
Col. J. J. McCook of Now York, Warren 
Sawyer and E. W. Converse of the board 
of directors. 

The Boston Chamber of Commorcc 
was represented by its president, lion. 
Alden Speare; vice-president, L. G. Burn- 
ham and Messrs. Honry E. Cobb, C. F. 
Choate, Freeman J. Doe, II. D. Hyde, J.

The services opened with singing by a 
male quartet comprising George J. Parker, 
first tenor; George W. Wont, second tenor; 
A. B. Hitchcock, first bass; A. C. Ryder, 
second bass. 

Rev. Alvah Ilovey, D.D., president of 
the Newton Theological Institution, de- 
livered the oration. He alluded to his ac- 
quaintance with the deceased and outlined 
lus career from the time when he first came 
to know him in 1800, and when he was in- 
telligent, vigorous, manly and prepossess- 
ing, through Ids course us n teacher in the 
school at Upper Falls, and later on as a 
member of the legislature and speaker of 
Hie House of Representatives and then as 
a great financier and manager of a great 
railroad system. During the four years 
from 1N80 to 1899 inclusive, said the speak- 
er, while in the legislature, few men took a 
more active part in the business which was 
done or wielded a more steady or potent 
influence over a body of men. He had a 
faculty, continued Dr. Ilovey, of meeting 
great problems and handling them with 
masterly skill. In the great railway enter- 
prises of the West and .Southwest, which 
drew him away from politics aud led him to 
apply his great energies to business during 
tiie last eleven years, lie was still the great 
man his early successes pronounced for 
him. Little cun be said of these years and 
the labor they meant fur him cannot be de- 
scribed. It is known but to those who have 
done the same kind of labor aud borne the 
same kind of care. Especially burdensome 
were his responsibilities during the last 
seven years as President of tho Mexican 
Central Railroad, succeeding, as he did in a 
time of great peril to the railroad, Thomas 
Nickerson, a most able and faithful ollleer, 
and assuming the anxiety and toil which 
fell to his duties for a long period of crises 
and for other periods since. We refer to 
that because they reveal the character of 
our friend, because even a glimpse of them 
discloses something of a life of great activ- 
ity aud accomplishment, and because we 
see here one of the marvelous forces that 
are moving aud molding the world about 
us. It is not, after all, the machinery of 
our day which is greatest aud most phenom- 
enal. Man is still under God the highest 
power in the earth, and the final signifi- 
cance of man is moral and’ religious and 
not mechanical. After all we must meas- 
ure life by deeds, not years; by the sum of 
what it has accomplished and not by the 
number of summers and winters that are 
passed. Measured by this rule how much 
longer was the life of mfr friend than that 
of multitudes who have lived three score 
years and ten, and much as we were shocked 
and startled at the report of his death, and 
difficult as we found it to realize that his 
spirit had passed within the veil, we have 
no right to think of his life as being short 
in comparison with many other men. lie 
was not a perfect man, hut he was upright 
and honorable in business matters and de- 
sired to deal justly by all. In conclusion 
reference was made to the social and 
religious aspects of Mr. Wade’s character, 
especial reference being made to his love of 
home and family and his manly Christian 
example. 

After tho address by Dr. Ilovey, the 
quartet rendeied the selections, "Jesus, 
Lover of My Soul.” Prayer was offered 
by Rev. L. C. Barnes, pastor of the New- 
ton Centre Baptist church, and a bene- 
diction was pronounced by Dr. Ilovey. 

The esteem iu which the deceased was 
held was attested by the elaborate Moral 
offerings which sunouiidud the casket. 
The tribute of the directors and officers 
of the Mexicau railway company, Mexico 
office, was a design of a rock covered 
with ivy, and with a closed book lying 
upou tbe top composed of oamelias, or- 
chids. lilies of tho valley aud white roses. 
Ou each corner of the piece wore bunches 
of white roses and lilies of the valley, 
tied with ribbon. 

The ottering of Mr. Hubert R. Symon i 
of London, was a handsome bunch of 
sago and a wreath of palms with passion 
flowers aud streamers, lilies of the val- 
ley aud orchids tied with lavender rib- 
bon. 

A standing wreath fully five feet high, 
resting on a base of passion flowers ami 
Easter lilies, was composed of white 
roses, and the whole surmount ad by a 
white dove and a streamer of ribbou, 
was tbe tribute of Mr. Truest Cussol of 
Londoii. 

From the board of directors of the 
Bostou office of the Mexican Ceutrul rail- 
way company came a handsome broken 
wreath, fully six feet high, resting upou 
a pedestal composed of English ivy 
leaves, lilies of the valley and orchids. 
The wreath was of white roses with a 
sickle of passion flowers cutting through 
the wreath, and the whole was sur- 
mounted by a dove. 

Mr. Theodore Nickerson sent a hand- 
some bunch of lilies, lied with a satin 
ribbon. 

The Newton Club, of winch tho de- 
ceased was an officer, sent a handsome 
basket of white roses. 

A handsome bunch of palms, lilies and 
roses was the offering of Mis. Henry T. 
Cobb of Newton. 

A beautiful design was sent by the 
employes in the Bostou office of the 
Mexican Central railway company. It 
was a shield representing the coat of 


arms of Mexico. Tho eagle and tho ser- 
pent weie composed of white roses, ami 
the cap bare the Inscription: "Lihciatc.” 

The remains wore interred in tho fam- 
ily lot In the Newton cemetery! Tho 
pallbearers were Messrs. Warren Sawyer, 
Alden Speare, H. K. Cobb, Joseph 11. 
White, J. Q. A. Brackott, John J. Mc- 
Cook, John H. Sanborn nnd S. W. Rey- 
nolds

TESTIMONIAL OF TIIK NEWTON CLUB TO 
TIIK MEMORY OF THE DECEASED. 


A special mooting of tho Nowton Club 
was held in its clubhouse, Now tonville, 
Monday evening, for the purposo of payj 
ing fitting tributo to tho memory of tho 
late Hon. Lovi C. Wade, a vice-president 
of tho club. President Henry K. Cobb 
presided and delivered a brief introduc- 
tory address. 

He commenced by saying that Mr. Wade’s 
death had occasioned great sorrow. Ho 
alluded to the action taken by the Boston 
chamber of commerce and said that Ills 
associates of the Mexican Centrnl Railroad 
had fittingly aud appropriately acknow- 
ledged his great services, his far sighted 
judgment and great ability as a financier 
and his fidelity to every trust put into his 
hands. We come to-night, said Mr. Cobb, 
nearer to Ids life as citizens, neighbors and 
friends and tenderly place the garland of 
memory upon his bier, giving expression 
also to the great loss which we have sus- 
tained. 1 remember Mr. Wade, continued 
the speaker, in the days of the town meet- 
ing and recall his vigorous manly hearing, 
his logieal deductions, his power In debate 
and the personal magnetism which seemed 
to carry all before him. Later on we find 
him in the halls of the legislature repre- 
senting the town. His natural abilities 
brought him into prominence nnd his 
fellow citizens felt a just pride when he 
was chosen as speaker of the House. 
After Ids bright legislative career he be- 
came associated with some of the greatest 
mimls of the state and nation iu carrying 
forward great interests for the common 
good. Those who have met him socially 
and at his fireside have been especially 
privileged and have rejoiced in his com- 
panionship. Meeting Imn as I have in his 
own home, accepting his hospitality and 
enjoying the rich treasures of Ids mind, it 
is impossible to find words In which to ex- 
press the great sense of loss. This feeling 
comes to uie to-night iu this sad hour of our 
bereavement— may our lives be as great a 
blessing and our memories ns sw r ect a 
benediction. 

Vice-President Samuel L. Powers then 
presented the following resolutions and 
moved their adoption: 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Tho members of the Newton Club, as- 
sembled at a meeting occasioned by the 
sudden and afflicting death of one of its 
distinguished members and officers, Hon. 
Lovi C. Wade, desire to placo oil record 
their appreciation of his character as a 
man, auu the great loss the club sustains 
by reason of his death. Mr. Wade pos- 
sesses in a marked degree those traits of 
character whigli made him a leader 
among men. He was sagacious, self- 
reliant, persistout and able. He was 
liberal-minded, gonorous hearted, honest 
and frank. His phenomenal success in 
the business affairs of life nevor lessened 
tho warmth of his manly heart or affect- 
ed the natural simplicity of his manners. 

His affection for his family was strong 
and deep, and his devotion to his friends 
steadfast and true. By his death tho 
Newton Club is deprived of tho compan- 
ionship of one who was constantly with 
us in cordial support and hearty sym- 
pathy. 

Resolved, that this club extend to the 
bereaved family its deepest sympathy in 
this hour of great affliction, and that this 
estimate of his character be placed upon 
tbe records of the club and a copy of it 
forwarded to tho widow of our deceased 
friend. 

Judge Robert R. Bishop arose to second 
the adoption of the resolutions, lie said 
that the members of the club had met to 
give their expressions of regard and respect 
for the memory of a man who had attached 
himself to the people of Newton by strong 
and peculiar ties and who had in his short 
life shown marked characteristics and very 
strong qualities. And as we come here to 
speak of this man. continued the speaker, 
we remember that there was a personal and 
public side to Ids life. My own personal 
relations to Mr. Wade I look hack upon ns 
unique and peculiar and iu those respects 
with great satisfaction. I well remember 
how I first made his acquaintance. It was 
in the early autumn that my door-hell rung 
ami two young men in the early flush of 
manhood were ushered Into my room. 
They came to see me as a member of the 
Newton school board. Both were from the 
Theological Institution and the purpose of 
their visit was to secure my sanction to an 
arrangement which they had made, the 
substance of which I remember well. Mr. 
Wade’s companion had been engaged to 
teach school in the Upper Falls and he 
desired to continue his course of study at 
the Seminary, while Mr. Wade was to take 
his place in the Upper Falls school. This 
arrangement was carried out and It was the 
beginning of Mr. Wade’s life away from 
the Seminary and along the path which he 
deliberately chose for himself. While 
teaching in the Upper Falls school, Mr. 
Wade studied law and iu the course of 
several years was admitted to the bar. 
The disclosure to me of his plans in life 
commenced the day I first saw him and 
kept up through his life. 1 followed Ills 
course in the preparation for law with 
friendliness. He commenced to practice 
law soon after leaving Upper Falls and 
began at the very beginning. It was his 
deliberate opinion that the law was his 
true vocation and he entered upon it with 
sincerity after leaving his studies iu tho 
Institution for the profession which he be- 
lieved lie was better fitted for. I talked 
with him a great deal upon tills subject and 
he brought to the discussion and decision 
of the question of choosing a profession as 
conscientious consideration as any man 
could give. Having taken the resolution, 
he began at the hegtiiuiug in law, and went 
on with fidelity aud faithfulness in small 
things, leading to larger things. Traits of 
his character were Ids earnestness, his 
thoroughness, 

and his searching qualities of mind wliiuli 
enabled him to take in the whole view of 
questions, aud which stood him in hand 
in the practice of law . He possessed also a 
magnetism which attracted men uud made 
friends ami secured their confidence. He 
commenced to represent Newton in tho 
legislature in lhTii and came iu contact with 
some remarkable men. He was one of 
several men wdio controlled the legislation 
of the session. The men who made them- 
selves marked by what they accomplished 
iu that legislature have been marked iu 
life ever since. Among them, beside Mr. 
Wade were the present Judge Knowlton 
aud the present Attorney General l’ills- 
bury, ex-Gov. Brackett and several others, 
who have been prominent in great affairs 
ever since. Mr. Wade became speaker of 
the House iu 1879 ami he declined a re 
election to the legislature on account of the 
great opportunities which were opened to 
him in connection with the Mexican Cen- 
tral railroad. After Ids departure from 
the halls of legislation, 1 saw less of him 
than before, but the personal ties which 
brought us together in the beginning into 
close ami somewhat intimate relationship 
have left iu my mind uud licurt uu impres- 
sion to which 1 cuu only give an inade- 
quate expression. 

Of Ah. Wade’s public relations, one w ho 
has watched his career would attribute Ids 
sucees-es to Ids capacity uud power for great 
accomplishments. He had the broad compre- 
hension which prevented a one-sided view, 


united with self reliance, nnd above nnd 
beyond nil, faith In Ills own powers. Ho 
was ready to discuss questions with others, 
but when Ids mind was made up, he was 
willing to accent the responsibility of tho 
situation nnd did not feel himself bound to 
act upon the advice of others if their views 
were Inconsistent with Ills own. His clear, 
analytic mind and trained nnd careful 
courage made him the large man In private 
affairs that he was. He was cut off In Ids 
prime nnd a friend snid, apparently with 
the host years of his life before him. At 
the age of 48, having accomplished so 
much, how* much more might ho Imvo ac- 
complished in the future? But wo may 
not measure tin* length of a life by Its 
years, hut by w lint it has been or rather by 
what it Is. It is ordained that wo shall 
drop from life in the midst of life and that 
our work shall be taken up by others and 
carried on, perhaps, to a higher ideal of 
perfection. That which Mr. Wade accom- 
plished in Ids life should tench us to live 
better, higher nnd stronger. Tho lesson 
which comes to us points out the necessity 
of putting into life all the energy and vigor 
that we enn while life lasts, so that when 
wc are taken away we may leave something 
of the memory of our departed friend, who 
has given us so much of resolution and 
example. 

Representative Chester of Newton Centro arose 
at the conclusion of .Fudge bishop's address Btid 
said that lie deemed It a privilege to also second 
the resolutions presented by Vice-President 
Powers. Iliad known Mr. Wade rot tho past 8 
nr 10 years, said the speaker, and knew him 
In a way which means to love, admire and to 
honor him. We are familiar with his life In 
public and In tho great business enterprises In 
which he engaged iu recent years. It was through 
Mr. Wade that concessions woro obtained from 
tbe Mexican government resulting in tbo develop- 
ment of tho Mexican Central Railroad. His 
labors in behalf of that great corporation wero 
invaluable. We feel a pride In Ills successes, 
both as regards tho operations of the mad nnd 
the management of its finances. Mr. Wade wns 
not only a successful public man but a man 
with social characteristics which ondcarcd 
him to friends and neighbors. He bad a cordial 
greeting for everyone and many testimonials 
could be given by those who have benefited by 
bis generosity and enjoyed his hospitality. He 
was a man with great cares, but ho never 
neglected Ills family and was always Interested 
in all the details or home lifo. He gave tender 
thought and attention to his children. Mr. 
Wade was a well rounded, Christian man with 
sympathy for all classes. Lot us endeavor to 
emulate the qualities ho possessed that we may 
receive some benefit from a life lived so well. 

Mr. .James T. Allen spoke of Mr. Wade’s love 
and interest for Ills children. Ho never neglected 
his children for any great problem in life and 
his affection for Ids family, he said, was a 
beautiful trait which lie should always remem 
her. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Allen's remarks, the 
resolutions wero unanimously adopted by a 
rising voto and tbo following gentlemen were 
appointed a committee to represent tlie club at 
the funeral services Tuesday afternoon: Messrs. 
■ lames T. Allen, 1*. C. Uridglmin, Frederick 
Johnson, Robert R. Bishop and Dwight Chester.

A Protected Country. 

Mexico is a bad uxamplo of a “protect- 
ed” country. It ban very high federal 
dutioR, the Rlalo-t maintain protective 
tariffs against oach other, and the cities 
are protected against the rural districts. 
In Rpito of this beautiful system monopo- 
lies abound, wages are very low, and tho 
necessities of life me high. Mexico has 
one excuse for its high taritf. It needs 
the revenue, and it finds it haul to get 
enough. Wo adopt tho Mexican system 
without excuse. 


The Muddle of Drawbacks* 

President Harrison, in his recent inter- 
view published in tho N. Y. Tribune, in 
which ho tells us not only what ho thinks, 
but what we should think, as well, said: 

Under this McKinley act the American 
merchant can get raw material, for the 
duty is not charged where such material 
is imported to be manufactured into 
articles for exportation, and so tho Amer- 
ican merchant will be able to sell at the 
same point of advantage as the English 
merchant, with tho additional advantage 
of free entry into ports where treaties 
aro m ado. 

Tho following is tho section which 
gives so much comfort to our manufac- 
turers: 

That the imported materials used in 
the manufacture or production of articles 
entitled to drawback of customs duties 
when exported shall, in all cases where 
drawback of duties paid on such ma- 
terials is claimed, be identified, the quan- 
tity of such materials used and tho 
amount of duties paid thereou shall be 
ascertained, the facts of tho manufac- 
ture or production of such articles iu the 
United States, and their exportation 
therefrom shall be determined, and the 
drawback due thereon shall bo paid to 
the manufacturer, producer, exporter, to 
the agent of either, or to the person to 
whom such manufacturer, producer, ex- 
porter, or ngent shall in writing order 
such drawback paid, uuder such regula- 
tions as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe. 

We should like to see President Hairi- 
son collecting a drawback under that 
section. 


What to do to be Saved. 

Discussing “The Uncertain Control of 
the United States Senate,” the St. Louis 
Globe Democrat (Rep.) says: “In one 
way, and iu that way only, a Republican 
split can bo avoided, and legislation op- 
posed by the bulk of tho Republican 
party be prevented. Tho Republicans 
themselves in tho Senate must prepare a 
bill making a moderate and safe reduc- 
tion of duties, and push it through that 
body. This course is necessary for par- 
tisan as well as economic reasons. If it 
bo neglected, at least half-a dozen Repub- 
lican Senatorial votes in the North- 
western States will undoubtedly be lost. 
The sentiment of the Republican masses 
in tho West is overwhelmingly in favor 
of a discriminating and reasonable reduc- 
tion of customs duties on many of tho 
lending articles of importation, and if 
the party desires to maintain its sway iu 
the Senate, head off free trade and free 
silver, and to keep itself in shape to wage 
a successful canvass for the Presidency, 
it will give this sentiment the considera- 
tion which it demands.” 

Will the Republican Senate be wise 
enough to follow this advise? 

The Effect on Pianos. 

By the McKinley bill the duty upon 
everything the piano manufacturer uses 
has been increased. Tuuiug pins have 
been raised from 25 to 45 per cent not to 
protect a home industry for none are 
made here, but because another interest 
not satisfied with its present advantages 
demanded that all musical instruments 
and parts thereof should be dutiable at 
the rates covering the material of chief 
value. 

The duty upon felt was made prohibi- 
tive to enable a single manufacturer here 
to have complete control over all the 
piano manufacturers, hammer makers, 
etc. Like others similarly situated he 
will continue to change the highest prices 
for his felts and other materials here and 
export his surplus to Germany, granting 
extra discount to buyers there, relying 
upon his control here to make such 
profits as his self interest demauds. 

By secret underhand work the duty 
upon music wire has been raised solely 
for tho purpose of giving more power to 
an already prosperous industry. The 
piano manufacturers were not represeiP- 
ed in Congress, but the manufacturers of 
card cothing for use iu carding wool 
were. Tho result is, tho manufac turers 
of pianos must nay 45 per cent duty on 
their wire while the card clothing makers 
can import theirs at 35 per cent. 

And finally the hundreds of small 
manufacturers of pianos were mnde sub- 
ject to a few action makers. 

Even with no duty at all pianos in any 
quantity would not be imported. Our 
own superiority in production and other 
advantages such as difference in climate 
arc sufficient protection. 

Could a tariff bill ever be found grant- 
ing more spcciul advantages to monopo- 
lies than tho McKinley Tariff? Tho 
piano industry, as affected by tho Mc- 
Kinley Tariff, is hut one of many in- 
juriously affected by that measure. It 
was passed for the advantage of a few to 
tho injury of the many. 

Innsmuch as before the McKinley bill 
we were already manufacturing most of 
the piano materials used, no more work 
for American workmen is secured by the 
increase of duty. But to the extent of 
tlie bigli prices which the McKinley bill 
allows, tiie makers of felt, keys, actions, 
and piano wire, to charge piano makers, 
the price of pianos must be increased, 
unless wages are to bo out down of the 
thousands engaged in the businos. 

There are 200 piano manufactories in 
tho country; aggregate capital $15,000,- 
000; number of workmen employed 10,- 
000; wages paid, $0,500,000; cost of 
material, $0,000,000 ; value of product, 
$18,000,000.

Is the Dam Safe? 

To tlie Editor of the Graphic. 

Nowtonville, Mar. 23rd. 1801. 

Dear Sir:— I noticed tlie above head 
lino in tho Boston Herald a few davs 
sinco. It was in regard to a dam in 
Gloucester, that the citizens of that 
place considered unsafe, and asked that 
something should bo dotio at once for 
their security. This article brought to 
my mind the dam at Bullough’s Pond. 
Very often within tho last fuvv years 
I have heard the same remark, (is tho 
dam safe?) by citizens of Ward 2. Who 
knows? This old dam is at presont hav- 
ing a heavy straiu to hear on it, 
owing to the melting snow and heavy 
rain, holding back as it does, the waters 
of two ponds, one each side of Walnut 
street, and its outlet or sluico way is 
made of timbers that ar« very old and 
must bo decayed. During Mayor Kim- 
ball’s administration this dam was at one 
time very dangerous, and but for the 
prompt action on Mayor Kimball’s part 
it might have at that time given way. 
If it should give way it would undoubt- 
edly sweep everything before it to the 
Charles River, ineluding the track of the 
B. & A. R. R , which could not possibly 
hold back such a mass of water. Tbo 
destruction of property would bo great, 
and if it should givo way in tbo night, 
there would, iu all probability, be a loss 
of life. Dams considered stronger and 
better in this state, have given way, with 
great loss of life and property. Now, 
the question is. who is the responsible 
party to look after this dam, and see 
that it is sAfe.atid kept so? I have often 
heard these questions asked; should not 
tlie city engineer under authority from 
the city government look after it? and if 
found unsound, have the owners of this 
property put it in order at once. “An 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure.” Ward Two.

1ION. LEVI C. WADE. 


The death of Hon. Levi C. Wade is a 
great loss to the city of Newton, which 
has been his home since he came to 
manhood, ami in whose prosperity he took 
such a deep interest. As a citizen he 
was always loyal, ready to perform any 
duty that his fellow citizens demanded 
of him, even at the sacrifice of well- 
earned leisure from his many and 
engrossing business cares. Anything 
that concerned the welfare of Newton 
always found him interested, and al- 
though ho was au exceptionally busy 
nmn, he was always approachable, and 
ready to aid with his sympathy, or if 
needed, something more substantial, any 
demaud that was made upon him. 

Mr. Wade had a host of warm friends 
in Newton, who had watched his course 
with friendly iuterest, and believed him 
deserving of any honors that might be 
conferred upon him. While represent- 
ing Newton in the legislature he com- 
manded public respect by his manliness 
and public spirit and few speakers of the 
house have left such a brilliant record. 
He served at a time when the leading 
men of the state were to be found in the 
legislature and was the acknowledged 
peer of the best of them. 

After withdrawing voluntarily from 
politics, be made a business record such 
as few men of his time were able to 
make, and his success was not due to 
fortunate circumstances, hut to the 
nature of the man. He never knew 
what it was to be discouraged, and made 
circumstances fit his needs. Obstacles 
did not daunt him, and auything that he 
undertook was made to succeed by the 
strength of his will, and the force of his 
character. The Mexicau Central Rail- 
way is a monument of his persistency 
and resolution, and few railroad men 
have left such an honorable record. 

The social side of his character was 
best known, of course, to the people of 
Newton, and he was always popular; lie 
always had something to say which 
people were glad to hear, and no more 
popular speaker could he had at any 
a?semb'y of Newton people. 

He was a loyal Republican, but he was 
not one of those who gave up his right 
of independent thought at the demand 
of any party leader or caucus. He al 
ways reserved the right to differ in re- 
gard to anything iu the party of which 
he did not approve, and it was such men 
as he who gave the Republican party 
such a brilliant history. Such men are 
needed in the party to-day, men of too 
much character to he mere politicians or 
time-servers. 

Mr. Wade will be greatly missed, as a 
loyal citizen, a wise political leader, and 
a faithful friend, and the greatest sym 
pathy is felt for those to whom his too 
eaily death has deprived of a kind hus- 
band and father. 

THE NEWTON POST OFFICE. 


Tiik move for thousand dollar salaries 
for legislators is not likely to ho a popu- 
lar ono, and people generally think that 
the prico is altogether out of proportion 
to tho vnluo of the services rendered, 
Tho supply of men willing to take 
the positions, at tho present salary, is so 
much greater than the demand that 
there is no need of raising tho price. Up 
to 1$<»4 $800 was all the salary given, and 
yet the statesmanship of the avorage 
legislator of that period compaired not 
unfavorably, to put it mildly, with tho 
statesmanship of Harrctt, and Ward well 
and Mellon, and the othor groat leaders 
of the present legislature. Theso men 
want a bigger salary and anual sessions, 
while tho people would profor bienial ses- 
sions and think the pros ut salaries rather 
generous, The state does not desire to 
employ these men for a whole year, as 
would soem to bo implied by the pro- 
posed increaso in their salary.

I will not call It a musicAle as 
that much abused word bns come to mean 
now-a-days. everything and nothing : but I 
will style it a violin recital nml musical 
chat. Both nnrts were taken by Miss 
Eleanor B. Hooper of Brooklyn, whose 
father, Mr. II. N. Hooper, was Colonel of 
the 54th Mass. Regiment. Commencing 
tier studies with Molleuhmier, in this 
country, she proceeded afterwards to Paris 
and became a favorite pupil of the gront 
Leonard; her technical education com 
plcted she has now entered upon her 
musical work, nnd the quality of this ns 
shown Mo ida night seems to closer .<• more 
than passing notice. Beginning with the 
17th century she showed how “music lived 
In the cloisters” nnd was "supported by 
the priesthood;” how "in the 18th century, 
though priesthood wns still supreme, its 
dominion over music passed into the hands 
of kings and princes who kept their 
orchestras and opera troupes;” how "from 
court life and regal state music ngaln 
changed Its dwelling place and came to 
live mining the people, so that to-day the 
people are sponsors nnd she in simple, 
womanly guise sits by their hearth stones.” 
In illustration of this she gave the history 
of Guiscppi Tartini, nobleman, gallant, 
Franciscan Monk and Composer. She then 
played in the most charming mid graceful 
style, n Gavotte of Corellis with a series of 
quaint variations hy Tartini and a cadenza 
by the master Leonard ; then followed "the 
period of Beethoven when the art of music 
was declining in Italy and had begun its 
great upward sweep in Germany” mi l this 
was illustrated by the Master’s Romance in 
Fa and by the andante movement from 
Mendelssohn’s beautiful concerto. She 
then spoke of the musical creative genius 
of our time, which though intellectual, 
differed from that of olden time inasmuch 
ns the latter "was music for music sake” 
whereas now’, “music was loved for the 
sake of the picture, the idea, the dreamy 
imagery it inspired, nnd still more for the 
sake of the joy, sorrow, love, despair that 
it raised in our hearts.” “Music must make 
us feel or what wns it worth?’’ The 
second part of this interesting program 
opened with a beautiful rendering of 
Wagner’s famous Preislicd from “Die 
Meistcrsinger” and then, in a few well 
chosen words Miss Ilooncr alluded to the 
contrast between the German Romantic 
and the French school illustrating the latter 
by a bewitching Pizzicato of Thome’s. 
She closed with a touching picture of 
Leonard’s home life and quoted his words 
toiler at a last visit, “Many play from the 
head, some from the heart, out there are 
very few indeed who play from the soul. 
Strive for that but do not forget the other 
two.” The playing of Leonard’s Souvenir 
de Haydn was a tribute to the Master as a 
composer and an illustration of the power 
with which he impressed himself upon lit s 
pupils. It does not become a layman to 
speak of the technical resources which be- 
long to a pupil favored as Miss Hooper 
undoubtedly is, blit this much is certain, 
and this in turn will give her u iiigii place 
among brother and sister artists, the 
Master has taught her to play from the 
soul, not forgetting meanwhile tiie head 
and the heart J. W. C.

Mayor Hibbard— Is any member of the 
Board of Assessors present at the hear- 
ing? (No response. ) None of the assess- 
ors are here. 

Mr. Ivy— Then we will have to proceed 
upon the assumption that the cost of the 
revaluation, whatever it may be, is an un- 
known factor. 

Q— Now I should like to ask Mr. Lang- 
ford if he has based, or if he intends to 
base, liis proposed plan, as regards 
valuation in connection with the sewer 
assessments, simply and solely upon the 
principle that one foot of land in oue 
place is worth more thau one foot of land 
in another place? A. Have you read 
my paper? 

Q. Yes, sir. two or three times. A. 

Very well, ask your question again, please, 
and I will try and answer it. 

Q. My question is whether your fac- 
tor of valuation is introduced into your 
proposed scheme simply because one foot 
of land in one spot or place is worth 
more than one foot of laud in another 
place? A. The factor of valuation, 
which is the third factor in the computa- 
tion, comprises all the lands upon the 130 
miles of streets that are laid out in the 
plan of sewerage, and whatever the 
value of that land may bo today is the 
basis upon which the third factor, as 
• illustrated by me, will derive its percent- 
age. That percentage will be assessed 
over each piece of land in proportion to 
its value. 

Q. Now, Mr. Langford, is the equity 
of that principle restiug upon the fact 
that a foot of laud in one place is woith 
more thau a foot of land iu another — 
that is what I want to get at? A. I 
don’t comprehend what you mean, sir. 

Q. You introduced into your proposed 
plan the factor of valuation, making an 
assessment in accordance with the value 
of the land? A. Yes, sir. 

Q Now, do you rest the equity of 
that factor in your plan upon the fact 
that one foot of land in one place is 
worth a dollar, aud perhaps another foot 
of land somewhere else is worth ten 
cents? A. Taken iu connection with all 
of the three factors, yes; otherwise, no. 

You must remember that there is a dis- 
tinction made. 

Q. Now that plan contemplates a 
f rout footage payment? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And you find that there is an en- 
trance tax?

We have heard gentlemen here tonight 
who have come to dismiss the legal side 
of this question. Well, l wisli those gen- 
tlemen, instead of discussing tho legal 
side of the question, would discuss the 
moral side a little while first. (Applause.) 
What is the legal side of the question? 

I am not a lawyer, but 1 do know this, 
that no law should be unjust, and the 
ordinance providing for tho present 
method of assessment is an unjust ordi- 
nance. 

Mr. Powers, who preceded mo at the 
last meeting, said that the plan which I 
formulated and presented to you then 
was a just plan, that it was in accord- 
ance with tho law. I don’t stand here 
tonight to dispute Mr. Mason and Mr. 
Ivy and say tho pi m presented by me is 
not contrary to law. I leave that to Mr. 
Powers. When the lawyers disagree, I 
ain not going to arbitrate between them. 
(Laughter. ) 

•Now, I am going to take up tlie ques- 
tion of the equity of the plan which 1 
presented, and if thore is any plan which 
can bo devised by tho city government 
that will be equitable to our citizens— I 
don’t care what the plan is— bring it forth. 1 
do not stand here to argue for my plan. 

1 have uo plan other thau that which ap- 
peals to the heart of every mau in the 
city of Newton and to the equities of 
every estate. (Applause.) 

I first want to explain some things that 
have come to my attention during the 
last two weeks. I have been interviewed 
and interviewed, over and over again, by 
all classes of our citizeus, and 1 have 
been plied with letters as though I was 
going to lead them out of some great 
dilemma that they were in. I have had 
widows come to me to know how they 
were going to get rid of this great tax, 
saying that their little incomes were 
hardly enough to support them today, 
and if this groat tax was to come ou 
their estates that they would have to 
sell the estate to pay for it, and they 
wanted to know how to get out of it. 
That question, gentlemen, you must an- 
swei ; 1 cannot. Of course they must 
pay something, every one of them, but 
the question which arises is, in all jus- 
tice, what is an equitable sum for them 
to pay, or how should they be treated, in 
equity? That is a question that appeals 
to all of us, and is something that wo 
must seriously consider. 

I have been asked a great many 
times during the last two weeks, and 
particularly during the last week, what 
1 meant by the third factor in the 
tables of examples which l gave at 
the last hearing. What I meant by 
10-185 of $140. In the examples I stated 
that the value of feet of area was 10-185 
of $140 for the first estate, 25-185 of $140 
for the second, and so ou to the fourth. 
Now, since many gentlemen have been 
troubled to understuid this 1 will ex- 
plain it to vou. The third factor in the 
four examples is a factor of $35; provid- 
ing that all lands are of the same value, 
multiply thobe four $35s, you have $140 
Adding together the prices of your lands, 
10 cents, 25 cents, 50 cents, aud $1 per 
foot, you nave 185 as a total. Then take 
the proportions; 10-185 gives you the 
value that is to be assessed on the first 
lot, 25-185 on the second lot, and so on 
to the fourth lot. 

I have been asked if I cannot give 
some other factors that will make it easy 
and simple for people to apply this ex- 
ample to their own lands. Will, now, 


could proceed was upon the principle of 
levying the assessment upon the benefit.. 
Well, that system has caused a luge 
amount of litigation, and a great many 
questions have been raised about the 
‘•benefit.” “Benefit” is in reality an un- 
known quantity; there is no practical 
way to ascertain what it is, how it comes 
about, or scarcely anything about it. As 
a result, the municipalities iu the Com- 
monwealth departed somewhat from that 
plan, and they bpgau by asking the 
legislatme to confer upon their respec- 
tive authorities, by special acts, power 
to join together benefit and area assess- 
ment. Well, several of the cities under- 
took that. The city of Worcester, for 
instance, undertook it, and the books arc 
full of litigations upon that question. 
Y'ou have one man iu this part of t he 
city saying, “Well, l am assessed by the 
front foot,” and another man in another 
part of the city saying, “I ani assessed 
by the benefit,” I am of this class and 
you are of that class, and, as a result, a 
greal deal of coulusion and litigatiou 
arose. 

Then, as I understand it, the munici- 
pality of Fitchburg undcitook the valua- 
tion principle. Well, they found them- 
selves engaged inconsiderable discussion 
as to what valuation meant. One party 
here claimed that his property was 
valued too high, that it was valued high- 
er than such aud such property, and so 
it went on. Finally, this whole question 
has come down, so far as the municipal- 
ity of the city of Boston is concerned, to 
an assessment of a tax of one cent per 
square foot upon the abuttors to the 
sewer, for 100 feet each side of it, under 
the recent statute. Now this statute is 
the result of the eulighteued judgment of 
a number of experts who were called up- 
on to investigate the matter, aud here is 
the eouclusiou to which they have come. 

“ The owner of each estate in the city of Boston 
bordering on a street or a strip of laud torough 
which a main drain or common sewer shall 
hereafter be constructed iu said city, may enter 
a particular urain into such main drain or com 
mon sewer from that part of said estate which is 
situated within 100 leet from said street or strip 
ofland; aud shall upon and after such entry pay 
to said city an assessment on such estate equal to 
one cent for each square foot of land thereof, 
within 100 feet of such street or strip of land.” 

There is plain, simple, practical prin- 
ciple, and it represents the enlightened 
judgment of experts upon this question 
and a very careful consideration by the 
Legislature of the Commonwealth of 
1800. Now, as one factor in entering into 
this question, it was ascertained, upon 
the computation of the cost of sewers in 
the city of Boston for ten years, that the 
average cost of the sewers which have 
been constructed during that period was 
about one cent per square foot for 100 
feet back, and that upon that idea they 
Bettled upon the amount of one cent 
per square foot, so that the sewers are 
constructed by a general appropriation 
aud thereafter the treasury of the city is 
reimbursed by levying this assessment of 
one cent per square foot for 100 feet 
back. Of course, some of the sewers in 
different parts of the city would cost, and 
as a matter of fact have cost, three, four 
and live cents per square foot, but, taking 
it altogether, it was ascertained that the 
average was about one cent per square 
foot. 

Now it will be said that a principle 
adaptable to the city of Boston is uot 
adaptable to the city of Newton.

Let 
us see if I can answer It. First, I propose 
to meet the extreme cases mentioned, to 
throw out of consideration the prime 
factor for which sewers are to he introduc- 
ed fiat Is. for tho protection of the health 
of our citizens. 1 propose to throw out 
also the increase of population with its in- 
crease of personal wealth which will follow 
health in the city, ami with the balance 
which Is left, I propose to prove that the 
plan which 1 submit to you, embodies 
enough surplus over reasonable cost, so 
tint you will never pay in your general tax 
levy, in consequence of the sewers, one 
dime more than you are paying today. In 
the first place, I told you that 1 had pre- 
pared that plan not for one section, bat 
equally for all sections of the city.

84, 0(0 
feet means 108,000 feet of lauds bordering 
upon those sewers, which at one dollar per 
front foot will equal $108,000. To simplify 
the matter, I will take tlie same basis 1 
took in lay former paper, viz., one dollar 
per front foot, which, understand me, is 
less than the present ordinance would tax 
lands. Au estate 180 feet deep, by tlie 
present ordinance will pay $1.68 per front 
loot. I will keep down to the $1 per front 
foot, given in former examples, throw away 
the $114,240 dllference iu cost, and see 
what will result; $481,680, cost of main 
trunks. Deduct therefrom $168,000; bal- 
ance, $2(13,680. 

Waltham has just contracted for a system 
of sewerage, and l am indebted to the 
engineer of the sewer commissioners for 
the following data: She has contracted 
for 35 miles of sewers, running from 6 to 24 
inches, with brick sewers up to tlie size of 
51 inches, tlie average size ot all her sewers 
being about nine and six-tenths (9 6-10) 
inches, and the cost per mile of the sewers 
in the city of Waltham, $8,571. The differ- 
ence in cost between Waltham and Newton 
is $4,929 a mile, or $656,266,000 on the 
703,000 leet of sewers as laid out lor Newton, 
provided corresponding factors are propor- 
tionally found in eaeh city. 1 don't wonder 
that they didn’t want me to see tlie cost 
sheets for sewers of 1891. (Applause.) Let 
us look at the cost of sewers in Wards l 
and 7. Take year Engineer’s Report— he 
says the cost of the Ward 1 and Ward 7 
sewers will be $185,000 for 15:56 100 miles, 
the size of the sewers being from 6 to 20 
inches, and lie says that 10 32-100 miles of 
sewers in Newtouville will cost $165,000. 
Those two sets of sewers, comprising 25 
miles and a fraction, will cost $350,000, 
while Waltham’s 35 miles of very much 
larger sewers, cost what? $300,000— $50, - 

000 V»ss, lor nearly tun miles more of 
sewers. (Applause.) 

Is there anything here that will pay your 
cost ol‘ interest aud sinking fund on tlie 
main trunk sewers and the Metropolitan 
sewer also? I don’t wonder that they 
didn’t want me to see those cost sheets; 1 
don’t wonder that they refused to let me 
look at them, hut fortunately 1 am not de- 
pendent upon them. I figured it out in my 
head last December, that I could pat 130 
miles of east iron pipe in for less money 
tli m they had put down there as the cost 
of these mud pipes. (Applause.) We are 
being assessed nearly 60 per cent, more 
than Waltham’s basis of cost, and that is 
something which we should all consider 
very earnestly nml very carefully. 

1 nave touched upon tiiis matter to bring 
clearly to your minds some of the facts and 
figures tiiat will confront you when the tax 
collector comes around. Have I proved my 
position? Did I tell you one single word 
that wasn’t true when 1 have stated that 
tlie basis of assessments contained in the 
present ordinance is unjust and inequitable? 

1 claim that it is not only unjust and in- 
equitable, bat that it is uu outrage upon 
the citizens to levy a tax upon such insuf- 
ficient and unsatisfactory data. When I 
said in my report that the time to fix tliis 
data would be after yon had awarded the 
contracts, I meant every word 1 said. 
When Waltham can put her thirty-live 
miles of sewers in for $50,(M)n less than we 
can put in a little over twenty five miles, 

I don’t think there is another word to be 
said. That ordinance should be revised. 
(Applause.) 

Now, if you will remember, there is an- 
other factor that comes in. and that is tlie 
entrance fee of $25. 1 will have to esti- 

mate what that will amount to. As there 
are already something like 5,000 water 
takers within the city of Newton upon 90 
mile* of streets, there may he and probably 
will be 5,ooo sewer connections upon the 
130 miles of streets. If there are 5,ooo 
sewer connections, the proportion which 
will belong to these main trunk lines will 
lie 6(H), which at $25 apiece, amounts to 
$15,000. Deducting that $15,(HH) from the 
$208,680 leaves $248,680 as the city's pro- 
portionate part of the cost of these main 
trunk sewers. We will call tills cost $250,- 
000. In the first place, gentlemen, we must 
pay 4 per cent, interest on tiiat $250, ooo, 
tiiat will be $10, (MH) per annum. In the 
second place, we must provide u sinking 
fund to take care of it. Now, a sinking 
fund on a 30-year basis, at 4 per cent, will 
cull for $4,300.75 per annum. That makes 
a total of $14,360.75 that the city must ruise 
annually, in order to pay the sinking fund 
and tlie interest upon the debt for these 
main trunk sewers. That, certainly, is not 
a very large sum. I believe the saving iu 
connection with our stone ledges, i> $15;- 
000 this year, and a portion of our citizens 
do not appreciate (hat saving, hut wunt it 
to go buck into the tax levy, so .$14, ,’460.75 
cannot be a serious matter to provide for. 

Now, let ns see where we eun get $14,360.- 
75 to pay the interest and sinking fund. 
The present sewer tax Is said to he ubout 
oue cent per square foot upon the laud. 
The total sum of that one cent per square 
foot is $1,755,000, Jus set forth In the En- 
gineer’s Report. Now, don't you suppose 
the sewers routing Into the city of Newton 
will increase the land in value? Will it in- 
crease it one cent a foot during tlie 20 years 
tlie city engineer says it will take to com- 
plete the system? Well, gentlemen, if it 
doesn’t increase it a great deal more than 
one cent u foot between the time when the 
sewers are commenced ami the time they 
are completed, then 1 am very uim-h mis- 
taken. If tlie tax upon tuy estate amounts 
to $500, tlie value of the estate w ill be in- 
creased $500, and 1 shall expect to lie taxed 
upon a valuation $500 greater thun hefoic 
the improvement was put niton my estate, 
and you will all experience tue same result, 
however you may regard It today. 1 believe 
the putting in of these sewers will increase 
tlie value of real estate more tliuu oue cent 
a foot throughout the w hole length of 130 
miles of streets. If it does, w hut does it 
mean? T'hu tax on that increased valua- 
tion will amount, ut $14 a thousuiid, to 
$24,570 a year. Does that pay your $14,360.- 


75? Certainly It does. Does that levy any 
tax on sections of the city that do not have 
sewers? No! You will receive more 
money out of the increased valuation of 
property alone, as I look at It, than the 
whole tax will amount to nod have a $10,- 
0(H) annual surplus In the treasury besides. 

Now, is there anything else? I said that 
In carrying out the plan there would he a 
tax upon eaeh estate In the form of an en- 
trance fee. I find that about 200 new houses 
are built each year. What does that amount 
to at $25 for each house? Why, it means 
$5,<HH), which will pay your sinking fund 
and give you a surplus. Now, see if we 
can find anything else to pay the SlO.tHH) 
interest. There are new streets to he built 
iu this city. You have now 130 miles of 
streets laid out by the plan, hut you are 
continually catting up estates, patting 
through new streets. Every street that you 
build means money for the city treasury. 
What size of pipes do you put in these new 
short streets? Why, you put in six inch 
pipes, mainly. What does six-inch pipe 
cost, compared with the cost of your 
other pipes? The present ordinance says 
that the cost of pipe to the whole city lias 
been determined at $2.56 per foot. The 
City Engineer says tlie cost of six-inch pipe 
is $1.84 per foot. Now take your $1 84 from 
the $2.56 per foot, and you have 72 cents a 
foot left, haven’t you? Take this 72 cents 
a foot, and see how far you must go before 
you will get money enough to nay your 
$ 10,000 interest, (your sinking fund has been 
provided for by entrance fees.) It only 
takes 14.0(H) feet of pipe a year to do It. that 
is all. If you throw out 70,000 feet of six- 
inch pipe from the engineer’s table of pill- 
ing, the cost on tlie balance of piping will 
he only $2.60 per foot. That Is, you simply 
increase your cost for pipes laid 4 cents a 
foot— a mere fraction to eaeh estate. The 
70,000 feet of six-inch pipe added to the 
yearly increased demand for tint size will 
provide ample pipe for this factor. The 
city will, I believe, average to lay more 
than 14, (HH) feet of six-inch pipe every year, 
and with the 72 cents a foot profit, will be 
able to pay the $10,000 a year interest from 
this source alone. 

Now, let us see if there is anything else 
that will give us profit. There Fs one other 
item tiiat you haven’t thought very much 
about, ami that is the item of value of Innd, 
which the legal gentlemen to-night say 
makes this plan illegal. Now, when you 
make your basis of valuation of land, you 
make it on the valuation of today. This is 
a point in favor of Wards 5 and (I today. 
You must value along the whole length of 
your 130 miles of streets, and your valua- 
tion of today fixes your basis of percentage 
for nil time, but when tlie sewers reach the 
now low-priced lands, you will find these 
lands increased in valuation, and in some 
cases a great increase, and the benefit of 
that incrense iu valuation comes into the 
city treasury in the form of sewer taxes. 
You will find, gentlemen, if you will sit 
down and figure it, Hint the increase will 
pay your $1<),0<H) two or three times over 
every year iu the average of years. 

I think I have given you enough evidence 
to show that the $14,360.75 interest and 
sinking fund can be provided for many 
times over from the surplus in this plan. 
It will not take a very expert mathemati- 
cian with the large sum involved to figure 
out a basis of cost that will pay the $14,680 
annually, and owners of estates will not 
know they are paying it, or feel the loss. 

But still the question comes, is there any- 
thing else? When I looked at this matter 
last December and saw that the sewers for 
130 miles of streets were going to cost $1,- 
755,000, I said, ‘‘That seems to he a large 
sum,” but it was a serious question to 
touch upon without thorough examination, 
and it is a serious question to touch upon 
at the present time. Nevertheless, 1 believe 
if we will examine the matter carefully we 
will find enough money hidden iu that ba- 
sis of cost to pay the city’s proportionate 
part of the cost, not once, but twice. Very 
fortunately we iiavc at the present time a 
city bordering upon us wdiicli has contract- 
ed to put in a system of sewers. Now let 
us see what they iiave done. 1 will first 
consider the 130 miles of sewers in this 
eity, which the engineer says will cost 
$1,755,000. The size of those pipe sewers 
is from (i to 24 inches, with one brick sewer 
24 by 36 inches. The average size of all 
tin sewers forming the system is about 
ten and three-tenths (10 3-10) inches, and 
the average cost ner mile is $13,500. 

KKMAKKS OF HON. LKVKUETT SALTON- 
STALL. 

Mr. Mayor and gentlemen,! come from 
a somewhat remote section oi tiiocity, 
feeling much interested in this question. 
It involves the expenditure of an im- 
mense amount of mouey; which amount 
i think will not be limited by the figures 
that have been given in the engineer’s 
report. We know tb it all such matters 
ultimately cost a great deal more than 
the estimates at first presented. 

I am, of course, very much in favor of 
this system of sewerage. Ir. is of vast 
importance to tho city, it is, indeed, an 
absolute necessity; and although I come 
from a section of the city which will 
surely bo the very last, if ever, to bo ben- 
efitted by it, jet I myself have not the 
slightest objec ion, nor have my neigh- 
bors, to paying an equitable share of all 
proper taxes which will accrue from its 
construction. ( Appl uise.) 

As to tlie equity of these different 
measures, I don’t know that it is wholly 
on the one side or tlie other. A fair ar- 
gument can be made for the ordinance 
of the city, aud also, in many respects, 
for that which I have had tlie pleasure 
of reading this afternoon, proposed by 
Mr. Langford. But I find that there are 
very serious objections to adding to tlie 
tax levy of tlie city in tlie scheme pro- 
posed by tlie latter. It is not a fact, 1 
think, tiiat tiie improvement of certain 
See next paye.

SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 

Continued. 

| portions of tliin city Ir going to bo bo 
| great that the taxation of tho wliolo city 
will lie lcRRencd. I liavo not found, in 
my experience of JI5 years in Nowton, 
tlint improvements — and they have lienn 
very many— have lessoned tho rate of 
taxation, and I don’t know why this 
should lio an exception to tho rule. We 
have had water introduced, and have 
cheerfully paid tho taxes; we havo had 
beautiful sidewalks in many portions of 
the city, which have not bencfltted other 
portions of tho city in tho least; wo havo 
had gas and electric light introduced in 
certain portions of tho city and not in 
others, nnd it has all cheerfully been 
submitted to by tho citizens of Newton 
whether they wore bonelitlod or not. But 
I havo yet to see that these improve- 
ments of the thickly populated portions 
of the city, have lessened the rato of tax- 
ation, or havo added to tho value in any 
respect of those portions of tho city 
where the improvements have not been 
introduced. 

Now, Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, I 
don’t come hero to mnko a legal argu- 
ment. I have not examined the law, 
although I havo read whnt law there is 
in the pamphlets that have been handed 
to mo, nnd have read the engineer’s re- 
port carefully, and I find that the tax 
levy is to be increased in manifold ways. 
Mi. Speare in h s letter has most intelli- 
gently stated them, but perhaps I can go 
beyond Mr. Spenre. First, as appears 
from the report, wo have to pay our pro- 
portion of taxes for tho cost of tho met- 
ropolitan system of sewerage assigned 
to Nowton; secoud, the cost of main- 
tenance; third, the heavy cost of tho sys- 
tem of surface drainage; fourth, the 
excess of estimated cost to abuttoip. 
There ’ will undoubtedly bo an excess. 
Fifth, for all changes found necessary, — 
the engineer says that there must bo va- 
rious changes, that it is impossible to 
make a perfect estimate of tho sizo of 
tlicsc main trunk sowers, and that as the 
system is laid out, change will become 
oftentimes absolutely necessary. But as 
the abuttors never can he called upon to 
pay twice, of course that goes into the 
tax levy. &ixth, land damages, when it 
passes through private property, and it 
must be a very considerable item. 
Seventh, for the dannge occasioned by 
taking possession of water courses aud 
altering and straightening their courses. 
Eighth, for tho streets which it is pro- 
posed to locate wherever a sewer passes 
ihrough private property. 

Therefore, you see, Mr. Mayor and 

f gentlemen, that there must bo necessari- 
y a very largo assessment thus levied in 
the general taxes of the city of Newton. 
It must bo large, and I don’t think wo 
know at the present tirn *, from any esti- 
mates that have been laid before us, bow 
large it may become. 

Now it is proposed to add to those 
items a proportion of the cost of 
the main trunk lines. That seems to 
me most inequitable. I see no reason 
why personal property should bo levied 
upon for this improvement. I have been 
very much troubled in trying to got at 
tliis matter, to see in what way the farm 
lands, witli a large area and frontage, 
i could be saved the necessity of paying 
their full proportiou for these main 
trunk lines before they are improved, and 
it does seen that there should be a way 
of meeting tins difficulty. We all know 
that these lauds that lie between the 
thickly populated wards of tho city, are 
farm lands— you might call many of 
them wild lands, and there is a good 
deal of forest iu Newton, and a good 
deal of wild land. Now, if the owuers of 
such land could be saved in some way 
from paying at once, their proportion 
for tiiose sewers, making up the deficit 
that would thus arise, by a tax in con- 
nection with the water tax, as has been 
proposed by the gentleman who preceded 
me, or iu some way of that sort.l should 
think it an exceedingly fair provision. 
But of course, it lias just been proposed, 
and it would admit of a great doal of dis- 
cussion. It is not equitable that the 
outlying sections of Newton, which have 
been taxed for years for improvements 
in other portions of t ho city, should also 
have to pay in additiou to tho tax, which 
it is stated iu tiie engineer’s report would 
perhaps come to 40 or 50 cents on a 
thousand dollars, hut which I have no 
doubt will cotno in one way or another 
nearer to one dollar on a thousand, 
should havo to pay for these main trunk 
lines, or auy portion of them, until they 
receive some advantage from them. We 
are told that we can have sewerage pro- 
vided for us through portions of Boston, 
through Brookliuu and West Iloxbury. I 
hope we may, hut still, this is uncertain. 

For tiiese reasons it would appear un- 
just to many citizens should they he 
required to pay a proportion of the tux 
for these trunk lines of sowers, which 
are heuefittiug enormously other por- 
tions of tho city, aud from which thoy 
will not for years, if over, derive tho 
least advantage, u id that the ordinance 
already adopted, with tho modifications, 
above suggested, if practicable, should 
he adiiered to. (Applause.)
